MAKING THE social pro¬ 
grammes of his government and 
its governance the centrepiece 
of his address to the United 
Nations General Assembly, 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi 
Friday said India’s achievements 
on sanitation, health insurance, 
bank accounts, digital identifica¬ 
tion are an “inspiration to the en- 
tire world”, especially “those 
countries striving for develop¬ 
ment, each in their own way”. 

While much of his address 
was devoted to India’s ambitious 
targets — from conservation of 
water and its availability in 150 
million homes to 20 million 
houses for the poor, elimination 
of single-use plastic to eradica¬ 
tion of tuberculosis five years 
ahead of the 2030 global target 
— the Prime Minister, without 
naming Pakistan, described ter¬ 
rorism as one of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges for not just India but the

MUCH OF the Prime

Pushing for multilateral¬ 
ism, Modi also high¬ 
lighted India’s contribu¬ 
tion in peacekeeping 
and combating climate 
change. 


entire world, and said the inter¬ 
national community must stand 
united against terror. 

Speaking in Hindi, Modi said: 
“Hum uss desk ke waasi hainjisne 
duniya ko yuddh nahin, Buddh 
diya hai, shanti ka sandesh diya hai 
(We belong to a country which 
has given the world not war but 


Buddha, and the message of 
peace).” He said if there’s any 
country that has made the biggest 
sacrifice in UN peacekeeping mis¬ 
sions, it is India. 

Pointing to lack of unanimity 
on the issue of terrorism, he said: 
“We believe that this is one of the 
biggest challenges, not for any 


single country, but for the entire 
world and humanity. The lack of 
unanimity amongst us on the is¬ 
sue of terrorism dents those very 
principles that are the basis for 
the creation of the UN.” 

Invoking Tamil philosopher 
Kaniyan Pungundranar and 
Swami Vivekananda to seek col¬ 


lective action against global chal- 
lenges, he said harmony and 
peace is the message of the 
world’s largest democracy to the 
rest of the world. “About 3,000 
years ago, a great poet of India, 
whose name was Kaniyan 
Pungundranar, wrote in Tamil,

REITERATING HIS nuclear threat, 
Pakistan’s Prime Minister Imran 
Khan used the United Nations 
platform Friday to criticise India 
and warned of a “bloodbath” in 
Kashmir. 

Chinese Foreign Minister 
Wang Yi too raised the issue of 
Kashmir and said it should be re¬ 
solved as per UNSC resolutions 
and bilateral agreements. 
Speaking at the UNGA, Wang 
said that “no actions that would 
unilaterally change the status 
quo should be taken”. 

Addressing the UN General 
Assembly for the first time, Khan 
spoke for about 50 minutes and 
repeated many of his remarks 
made in speeches earlier, includ¬ 
ing at Muzaffarabad and ad¬ 
dresses and statements at vari¬ 
ous US think-tanks this week. 

During his speech, the Indian 
delegation led by External Affairs 
Minister SJaishankar was not 
present.

Seer’s phone was 
tapped by passing 
hi m off as smuggler 

Vokkaliga leader courted by Shah, 
police bid to escape legal ‘scrutiny’

THE INVESTIGATION into the 
alleged illegal tapping of phones 
of politicians, their aides, 
bureaucrats and other officials 
during the tenure of former 
Karnataka Chief Minister H D 
Kumaraswamy has revealed that 
police officers intercepted some 
numbers illegally by linking 
them to unrelated criminal 
investigations to escape detec¬ 
tion during legal scrutiny. 

Sources said one example 
that has come to the fore in the 
investigation handed over to the 
CBI by the BJP government in 
Karnataka is the alleged tapping 
of the phone of Nirmalananda 
Swami, an influential seer of the 
dominant Vokkaliga community. 

Sources said the probe has 
found that the seer’s phone was 
intercepted by misrepresenting 
his identity. A police officer at the 
technical cell generated a report 
for the tapping of Nirmlananda 
Swami’s telephone by slipping 
in his name and number in a list 
of suspects in a red sanders 
smuggling ring. 

Based on the report from this 
officer at the technical cell, 
senior officers of the Bengaluru

police and officials in the home 
department are reported to have 
sanctioned tapping of the phone 
of the seer. 

Sources said directions for 
incorporating the seer’s phone 
among those to be intercepted 
was received from higher officials 
although it has been shown on 
record as having been generated 
at the level of a police inspector. 

On Thursday, the CBI 
searched the home and offices of 
former Bengaluru police com¬ 
missioner Alok Kumar, an officer 
of the rank of additional director 
general of police, during whose 
tenure in Bengaluru much of the 
illegal tapping of phones is 
alleged to have occurred.

After 2 Dalit 
kids killed, 
Govt says no 
ODF coercion

DAYS AFTER two Dalit children 
were allegedly beaten to death for 
defecating in the open in Shivpuri 
district of Madhya Pradesh, thejal 
Shakti Ministry Friday cited the 
incident to issue an advisory to all 
states that “no coercion should be 
used to ensure ODF in any area” 
in the country. 

On Wednesday, the MP 
police arrested two brothers for 
killing two Dalit children, a 
10-year-old boy and a 12-year- 
old girl, in Bhavkhedi village. 

The boy’s father Manoj 
Valmiki, told police that the 
brothers objected to the two 
children defecating in the open 
near their house and beat them 
to death with sticks. Incidentally, 
the village had been declared 
open defecation free on April 4, 
2018. 

In the advisory to all Chief 
Secretaries, the Jal Shakti 
Ministry said: “As you are aware,

THE COUNTRY’S premier engi¬ 
neering institutes have paved 
the way for the nationwide 
adoption of the tenure track 
system. 

The 23 IITs on Friday agreed 
to grant tenure to assistant 


professors five years after their 
recruitment. The proposal was 
also approved by the Council of 
the 31 NITs this week. 

The decision marks a signifi¬ 
cant shift from the current prac¬ 
tice across most centrally- 
funded educational institutions 
where fresh faculty recruits are 
given permanent appointments 
as assistant professors after a 
year. They cannot be terminated 
after that. 

Under the tenure track sys¬ 
tem, an assistant professor is

hired on a five-year contract. Her 
performance is first reviewed in- 
ternally three years from the 
date of joining and then an ex¬ 
ternal committee after five-and- 
half years. Depending on the 
evaluation, the assistant profes¬ 
sor will either be granted tenure 
(and associate professorship) or 
asked to leave. 

Except for a few institutions 
(such as the Indian Institute of 
Science in Bangalore and older 
IIMs including IIM-Bangalore 
and IIM-Ahemdabad), all cen¬ 
trally-funded universities and a 
majority of the Institutes of

To push digital, official proposes 
mandatory QR code for merchants

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER27 

A SENIOR official of the Ministry 
of Electronics and Information 
Technology has proposed that it 
should be made mandatory for 
merchants to have a QR code to 
more aggressively push digital 
payments nationwide. 

“We need interoperable QRs 
in every place. I seriously feel 
that if you are big turnover per¬ 
son, you have to mandatorily 


provide a digital payment op¬ 
tion. You can’t say I have nothing, 
I deal only with cash,” Joint 
Secretary Gopalakrishnan S said 
at the Data Security Council of 
India summit in Delhi. 

Gopalakrishnan oversees the 
data protection Bill drafting 
process, the ministry’s interac¬ 
tions with foreign companies, 
and digital payments. 

There are 7 crore merchants 
and only 40 lakh POS (Point of 
sale machines that accept digi¬ 
tal payments) machines in the 


country, he said. And that be¬ 
cause the government will not 
be able to fund POS machines to 
every merchant, a mandatory 
QR code is the best next step af¬ 
ter the spread of bank accounts 
through Jan Dhan Yojana. 

A user can scan a merchant’s 
QR code and get automatically 
directed to pay the merchant on 
their phone through a payment 
app. 

“Somewhere down the line, 
just like what we did with Jan

Pak stops postal 
exchange with India

PM address is his India story 


which is the most ancient lan¬ 
guage of the world: “Yaadhum 
Oore Yaavarum Kelir”. This 
means, we belong to all places, 
and we belong to everyone. 
And this is something that was 
said 3,000 years ago.This sense 
of belonging beyond borders is 
unique to India.” 

He urged the international 
community to give a new di¬ 
rection to multilateralism. He 
said as the world is going 
through a new era, the coun¬ 
tries do not have the option to 
confine themselves within 
their boundaries. “A divided 
world is in no one’s interest. 
We must give a thrust to mul¬ 
tilateralism and reforming the 
United Nations.” 


Modi peppered his speech 
with his slogans of New India 
and Sabka Saath. “How have 
we been able to achieve this, 
such rapid changes in New 
India? India is a great culture, 
has its own vibrant traditions, 
and has encompassed univer¬ 
sal peace. Our values and cul¬ 
ture see divinity in every being 
and strive for welfare of all. The 
very core of our approach is 
public welfare through public 
participation. And this public 
welfare is not for India, but for 
the entire world. And that is 
the reason, we draw inspira¬ 
tion from our motto, Sabka 
Saath Sabka Vikas." And this, 
he said, applies beyond bor¬ 
ders as well. 


He spoke on India’s leader¬ 
ship role among developing 
countries which form the bulk 
of the 193-member United 
Nations. “Our endeavours are 
an expression of neither pity 
nor pretence. It is inspired by a 
sense of duty and duty alone. 
All our endeavours centre on 
1.3 billion people. But the 
dreams that these efforts are 
trying to fulfill, the same 
dreams that the entire world 
has, every country and every 
society has.” 

“The efforts are ours, but 
the fruits are for the entire 
world. And this conviction gets 
stronger everyday when I 
think of those countries striv¬ 
ing for development, each in 


their own way... When I hear 
about their joys and sorrows, 
my resolve to develop my 
country at a faster pace gets 
even stronger. Because India’s 
experience will be beneficial to 
these countries as well,” he 
said. 

On global warming, the 
Prime Minister said that even 
though India’s contribution to 
global warming in terms of 
per-capita emissions is very 
low, it is at the forefront of the 
response against it. He high¬ 
lighted steps taken by his gov¬ 
ernment to fight climate 
change, including the 450 GW 
of renewable energy target and 
the formation of the 
International Solar Alliance. 


Seer phone tapped by passing him off as suspect 


Kumar was brought in as the 
Bengaluru Police 

Commissioner in June 2019 
when Janata Dal Secular leader 
H D Kumaraswamy was Chief 
Minister despite Kumar being 
the juniormost officer of the 
rank of ADGP. He was earlier 
the Additional Commissioner 
of police (crime) for Bengalum. 

Incidentally, the Bengalum 
police commissionerate is one of 
five top police units in Karnataka 
authorised to conduct telephone 
tapping for seven days with ref¬ 
erence to specific criminal cases. 
For carrying out interceptions for 
longer periods, police have to ob¬ 
tain clearances from the Home 
Secretary as per provisions for le¬ 
gal tapping of phone calls laid out 
in Section 5(2) of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 read with 
Rule 419 A of Indian Telegraph 


(Amendment) Rules 2007. 

“In the normal course, the 
investigating officer finds num- 
bers that needs to be inter¬ 
cepted and obtains permission 
— it is a bottom-up process. But 
in this situation the process 
seems to have been reversed 
with numbers being provided 
by the higher ups — it was 
turned into a top-down 
process,” a police official famil¬ 
iar with the working of the 
Bengalum technical cell said. 

The alleged illegal tapping 
of Nirmalananda Swami’s tele¬ 
phone during the tenure of 
Kumaraswamy is a political hot 
button issue since 
Kumaraswamy is considered a 
prominent leader of the dom¬ 
inant Vokkaliga community 
which is the second largest in 
Karnataka. 


The seer has been courted 
in recent times by leaders like 
BJP president Amit Shah — 
ahead of the state assembly 
polls in 2018 — since the BJP is 
trying to make inroads into the 
Vokkaliga community which 
has traditionally allied with the 
JDS of Kumaraswamy and his 
father, former prime minister 
H D Devegowda. 

“The issue of phone tap¬ 
ping is a very interesting one. 
When it emerged it provided 
evidence of the depth that had 
been plumbed by former chief 
minister of Karnataka 
(Kumaraswamy). They have 
done phone-tapping on a large 
scale and in an illegal manner. 
It is a cognizable offence. They 
will have to give answers and 
must face justice for their ac¬ 
tions. Let the whole commu¬ 


nity know about their actions,” 
BJP Deputy Chief Minister C N 
Ashwathnarayan, a Vokkaliga, 
said Friday. 

“It seems the phones of the 
seer and his aides were tapped. 
They have done it, it is the 
truth, there is no doubt but let 
it come through official chan¬ 
nels. If they have listed the seer 
as a smuggler and tapped his 
phone then you can under¬ 
stand the extent to which they 
have gone. The Chief Minister’s 
position was misused,” he 
added. 

Kumaraswamy has denied 
any role in illegal phone tap¬ 
ping. “Phone tapping has oc¬ 
curred during the tenure of 
every chief minister. Let them 
investigate me if they want. 
There are no worries,” 
Kumaraswamy said this week.

AMID THE ongoing tension be¬ 
tween India and Pakistan follow¬ 
ing the scrapping of special sta¬ 
tus to Jammu & Kashmir under 
Article 370, Islamabad has now 
stopped exchange of postal mail 
between the two countries. 

People in Punjab have 
stopped receiving regular mail 
such as magazines, publications, 
and even letters which they used 
to get regularly earlier from 
Pakistan. 

Speaking to The Indian 
Express, Ajay Kumar Roy, the 
deputy director general, 
Department of Posts, confirmed 
that the written orders to stop 
mails via post were issued by the 
customs department of Pakistan 
on August 23. 

“On August 23, the customs 
department of Pakistan issued 
written orders to stop exchange 
of mails between the two coun¬ 
tries. The orders said that it is for 
both export as well as import of 
mails via post which means they 
will neither send the post to 
Indian side nor will they accept 
any from us. The orders came into 
effect on August 27,” Roy said. 

Roy said this was an unilat¬ 
eral decision by Pakistan as be¬ 
fore the written orders, mails 
were being exchanged normally 
via air. “We exchange mail posts 
with Pakistan via the air route of 
Saudi Arabia Airlines. It was go¬ 
ing on normally before their cus¬ 
toms department issued these 
orders. It hasn’t been done from 
our side...” he added. 

Among the casualties, 
‘Punjab Dey Rang’ 

Following the latest move by 
Pakistan, the cultural and literary 
exchange between east and west 
Punjab has become a casualty.

A SENIOR Punjab Police official 
Friday claimed to have recovered 
another Pakistani drone, which 
was used to airdrop arms and 
ammunition in border areas of 
Punjab but had “crash-landed” 
in Muhawa village near the bor¬ 
der in Amritsar district. 

DSP (counter-intelligence) 
Balbir Singh, said that the drones 
from Pakistan breached the 
Punjab border in at least three 
villages to drop weapons. 

Punjab Police earlier had 
claimed to have recovered a half- 
burnt drone from Rajoke village 
in Tarn Taran. The Raj oke village 
was Friday visited by BSF 
Director General V KJohari. BSF 
claimed that Johari’s visit to 
Rajoke was not in connection 
with the recovery of drones. 

DSP Singh said the damaged 
drone was recovered Friday 
based on the information given 
by Akashdeep, one of the four 
people the state police arrested 
on Sunday. They are allegedly 
part of a terror module of the 
Khalistan Zindabad Force (KZF). 
Akashdeep accompanied the 
team to the site. 

“Akashdeep had admitted 
that one drone was burnt in 
Chhabal town while the other 
was kept hidden at Muhawa vil¬ 
lage. This drone could carry five 
to six kg weight and had a wing 
span of five feet,” the DSP said. 

Meanwhile, a Punjab Police 


‘Punjab Dey Rang 5 , a magazine 
published in Gurmukhi script of 
Punjabi from Lahore every quar¬ 
ter, has stopped reaching readers 
in India, especially Punjab. The 
publication is considered rare on 
the Indian side as there is hardly 
any other work being published 
in Gurmukhi script in Pakistan, 
where Shahmukhi script is 
largely used. 

Speaking to The Indian 
Express over phone, Ihsan H 
Nadiem, chief editor of Punjab 
Dey Rang (also called Rasaala in 
local language), said that they re¬ 
cently dispatched 70 copies of 
the magazine to their readers in 
India but all were returned by 
Pakistan postal department. 

“We were informed by the 
postal department that ex¬ 
change of mails with India has 
been stopped. We had been 
sending the magazine in 
Gurmukhi script to the Indian 
readers (mostly in Punjab) since 
2010 and never before had such 
a thing happened. This is the first 
time. It is also the saddest be¬ 
cause as it has come at a time 
when we are celebrating 550th 
birth anniversary year of Guru 
Nanak Dev ji,” he said. 

Nadiem added that Dyal 
Singh Research and Cultural 
Forum (DSRCF) has been pub¬ 
lishing this magazine since 2006 
in English and Punjabi. “The 
Punjabis settled in India, 
Pakistan, Canada, US, UK and 
other countries regularly con¬ 
tribute to it. They share their pre- 
Partition stories, research papers 
etc via this magazine. It is atro¬ 
cious to snap such a link be¬ 
tween people of both countries. 
Of some 500 copies that are pub- 
lished in Gurmukhi script, 
around 70 are sent to India. In 
Pakistan, both Gurmukhi and 
Shahmukhi Punjabi are dying. 
Last year we had to discontinue 
Shahmukhi publication due to 
less demand,” he said. 


spokesperson late in the evening

The spokesperson neither 
confirmed nor denied the claims 
of DSP Balbir Singh, who led a 
counter-intelligence team that 
raided Muhawa village and “re¬ 
covered” the second drone. Local 
police had no clue about the raid 
conducted by the DSP. 

The DSP said the drone was 
damaged and could not fly back 
to Pakistan. He told The Indian 
Express, “This drone is different 
from the one used in Rajoke. One 
more drone was reported flying 
over village Bhusse near the bor¬ 
der. So far, we have come to 
know about total nine flights by 
these drones in three villages — 
Rajoke and Muhawa and Bhusse. 
These nine flights were con¬ 
ducted over five days.” 

“There is a drain in Rajoke 
where most of the drones 
landed with weapons. All five 
AK-47 rifles and grenades were 
dropped at Rajoke. Two pistols 
were dropped here (Muhawa) 
and a third in Bhusse.” 

Balbir Singh said the drones 
were GPS-enabled and “dropped 
the weapons from a height of 
200 metres”. He said these 
drones can fly at a height of800- 
900 metres. “The drone recov¬ 
ered today is of no particular 
brand. It is more of an assembled 
piece with parts that can be pro¬ 
cured online,” he said.

A few Indian diplomats at the 
Permanent Mission at the UN 
were, however, present during 
Khan’s speech, who spoke 30 min¬ 
utes after Modi.

He said: “If a conventional war 
starts between the two countries, 
anything could happen. But sup¬ 
posing a country seven times 
smaller than its neighbour is faced 
with the choice: either you sur¬ 
render, or you fight for your free¬ 
dom till death?” 

“What will we do? I ask my¬ 
self these questions. We will 
fight... and when a nuclear-armed 
country fights to the end, it will 
have consequences far beyond 
the borders.” 

During his speech, he once 
mistakenly called Narendra Modi 
India’s President. He also said that 
Pakistan had decided to “disman¬ 
tle what was left of these terror¬ 
ist groups”, and asked the UN to 
send observers. 

Khan spent a substantial 
amount of time explaining how 
there is nothing called “radical 
Islam”. “There is only Islam," he 
said. He also attacked the RSS and 
said Prime Minister Modi is a life 
member of the organisation. He 
also expressed concern at the 
plight of Kashmiris in India and 
about the possibility of radicalisa- 
tion of Indian Muslims and some 
of 1.3 billion Muslims worldwide, 
who, he said “are watching” the 
situation in Kashmir. 

Meanwhile, the US has asked 
Pakistan why it is only bothered 
about the human rights of 
Muslims in Kashmir and is not 
highlighting the “horrific condi¬ 
tions” that continue to exist for the 
members of the community 
throughout China. 

Alice Wells, US Acting 
Assistant Secretary for South and 
Central Asia, during a special 
briefing at the UNGA, criticised 
Khan for not speaking out against 
China, which has detained an es¬ 
timated one million Uyghurs and 
otherTurkic-speaking Muslims in 
Xinjiang province. 

“I would like to see the same 
level of concern expressed also 
about Muslims who are being de¬ 
tained in Western China, literally 
in concentration-like conditions. 
And so being concerned about the 
human rights of Muslims does ex¬ 
tend more broadly than Kashmir, 
and you’ve seen the administra¬ 
tion very involved here during the 
UN General Assembly and trying 
to shine a light on the horrific con¬ 
ditions that continue to exist for 
Muslims throughout China,” 
Wells said.

The one-year probationary 
system is often criticised because 
it assures job security even to low- 
performing teachers. “This be¬ 
comes more fatal if Head of the 
Institute and other administrators 
like Heads and Deans come from 
this category (low performers),” 
states the agenda of the IIT 
Council meeting held Friday. 

The tenure track system com¬ 
bines academic freedom with re¬ 
sponsibility and accountability, 
Higher Education Secretary R 
Subrahmanyam told The Indian 
Express Friday. 

Indicating that this system 
may also be extended to Central 
universities, he added, “It is a pol¬ 
icy the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development would 
like to follow to ensure better pro¬ 
ductivity among faculty and also 
to promote excellence.” 

The IIT Council on Friday also 
approved the proposal to increase 
the fee for M.Tech programmes 
significantly. The IITs, over the 
next three years, will hike the tu¬ 
ition fee to Rs 2 lakh per annum. 
Currently, an M.Tech student pays 
around Rs 30,000 every year. 

Simultaneously, the current 
monthly stipend of Rs 12,400 for 
M.Tech students will be discon¬ 
tinued. And a “good fraction of the 
M.Tech. fee (say 50%) is proposed 
to be made available to the 
Departments for offering 

Teaching Assistantships (for 
UG labs and courses) to students 
who are competent and want 
them,” the proposal states. 

The fee hike and scrapping of 
stipend have been justified on the 
ground that this will “immedi¬ 
ately increase the cost of‘parking’ 
at IITs for few months” and, hence, 
reduce dropouts. 

The IITs also agreed to permit 
academically weak students to 
exit early, after three years, with a 
B.Sc. degree in engineering. The 
modalities of the exit option will 
be finalised by individual insti¬ 
tutes after consulting their respec¬ 
tive Senates. 

The agenda item on granting 
administrative and financial au¬ 
tonomy to the IITs was deferred. 
“This item requires more discus¬ 
sion and will be taken up after 
seeking inputs from the Prime 
Minister’s Office as well,” said an 
IIT director on the condition of 
anonymity. 

Under the administrative au¬ 
tonomy agenda, the Council was 
supposed to consider a proposal 
to empower the Board of 
Governors of an IIT to pick its 
members and chairperson. 
Currently, the HRD Ministry ap¬ 
points them. 

The meeting was also sup¬ 
posed to consider a new model of 
financial autonomy for the IITs, in 
which the institutes will charge 
tuition fees based on actual costs 
(roughly Rs 7 lakh per year) from 
the students. 

The government on the other 
hand, would have provided finan¬ 
cial help directly to the students 
through scholarships or “in any 
other manner as it deems fit”. This 
would have replaced the block 
grants that the IITs receive from 
the government and, hence, given 
them the freedom from govern¬ 
ment restrictions on how to use 
their financial resources. 
However, a decision on these pro¬ 
posals has been deferred.

THE MUNICIPAL Corporations 
of Delhi are in the process of 
confirming more than 4,000 
teachers, having received 
clearance from the Delhi 
Subordinate Services Selection 
Board (DSSSB). 

The DSSSB has sent the 
dossiers of the teachers to the 
corporations, and letters of ap¬ 
pointment have been sent by 
them to the teachers seeking 
confirmation. 

The corporations have been 
given till October 15 to confirm 
the appointments, and the 
teachers have time till 
November 30 to join. 

The teacher recruitment ex¬ 
amination by the DSSSB was 
held in 2018. Around 2,000, 
989, and 1,200 posts are lying 
vacant in schools in the East, 
South and North civic body 
schools respectively. 

The posts have been vacant 
since 2017 and were filled by 
temporary teachers working on 



DSSSB has sent the dossiers 
of the teachers to the MCDs 


a contract basis or were lying 
unfilled. Retirement of teachers, 
health issues and transfer re¬ 
quests are the main reasons for 
the vacant posts, said a senior 
East corporation official. 

The temporary teachers will 
be phased out gradually de¬ 
pending on requirements and 
seniority. 

The DSSSB has sent dossiers 
of teachers for 1,871 posts for 
EDMC schools, which has 


around 2,000 vacancies. 

“The selection process has 
happened, and we are at certifi¬ 
cate verification stage,” said the 
official. 

“This is a regular process 
carried out by the MCD every 
few years,” said Mukhtaya 
Mandal, ADE, SDMC. 

There are 989 vacant posts 
in SDMC schools, of which 667 
are being held by temporary 
teachers. “We have received the 
dossiers of 850 teachers,” 
Mandal said. 

At the North MCD, the 
DSSSB has sent 1,526 dossiers of 
teachers, and the letters of ap¬ 
pointment have been sent to 
them, said Vedika Reddy, 
Deputy Commissioner, North 
Corporation. 

“Around 600 posts are filled 
by temporary teachers, out of 
approximately 1,200 vacant 
posts. We have been given 
dossiers of 1,401 teachers for 
primary schools and 125 of 
teachers for special needs stu¬ 
dents. A total of 82 special needs 
teachers have been appointed 
already,” said Reddy. 



A major 
boost 


NEW RECRUITMENT will 
be a major boost for MCD 
schools which are facing 
a shortage of teachers. At 
the primary level, most of 
these schools fail to meet 
the student-teacher ratio 
of 30:1, as mandated by 
the RTE Act. MCD schools 
face other challenges, like 
lack of desks and benches 
and providing money to 
students for uniforms 
and bags. Lack of infra¬ 
structure and poor qual¬ 
ity of education are 
among reasons cited for a 
high dropout rate. 


‘Speeding’ bus hits sisters 
on scooter, 20-yr-old dead

A 20-YEAR-OLD woman died 
and her sister was injured after 
their scooter was hit by a bus in 
Ghaziabad’s Kavi Nagar Friday 
morning. The victim, Akansha 
Srivastava, was riding pillion 
while her sister Reena was 
driving when the incident took 
place. 

“We received information 
that two people on a scooter 
were hit by a bus in 
Bulandshahr Industrial Area. 
While it is part of investigation, 
it appears that the bus was 
speeding. We have obtained the 
number of the bus and a case 
has been registered against an 
unknown person for rash driv¬ 
ing,” said an official from Kavi 
Nagar police station. 

According to police, the vic¬ 
tim was a Ghaziabad resident 
and worked part-time at a local 
dairy store while studying at a 
local college. 

According to police, the bus 
allegedly hit the two-wheeler 
from the rear. The impact was 
such that the victim was 
dragged on the ground along 
with it. Akansha was rushed to 
a nearby government hospital,

where she was declared dead 
on arrival. 

The driver fled with the bus 
but the licence plate number 
was noted by a bystander. 

Police are also obtaining 
CCTV footage from nearby 
shops to reconstruct the se¬ 
quence of events. 


Akansha was among five 
sisters and would earn for the 
family since their father had 
been unemployed for the past 
few years. 

The scooter belonged to 
Reena and she was dropping 
Akansha to her office at Kanha 
Dairy, which was a daily ritual. 
As the two reached the indus¬ 
trial area, Reena stopped the ve¬ 
hicle and waited to take a turn 
at one of the signals. 

“Reena told us the scooter 
was stationary and she did not 
notice vehicles coming from be¬ 
hind. It must have been a few 
seconds after they had stopped 
when the speeding bus hit the 
vehicle. Reena recalled being 
flipped off the scooter, which 
saved her life, but Akansha got 
dragged, which injured her very 
severely. She was hard working 
and would change jobs fre¬ 
quently to support the family,” 
said Sagar, their cousin. 

The family hails from Etah 
and has been living in a rented 
accommodation close to 
Bisrakh Gate for the past seven 
years. 

Akansha had pursued an en¬ 
gineering course in Saharanpur 
before shifting with the family 
to their Ghaziabad home and 
taking up a job.

Bike-borne snatchers drag 
woman for ‘200 metres’

A 57-YEAR-OLD woman was in¬ 
jured after three unidentified 
men tried to snatch her bag out¬ 
side Madipur Metro station in 
Punjabi Bagh Friday. The woman 
was on her way to a temple 
when the three came on a bike, 
grabbed her bag and pulled it. 
Holding on to the bag, the 
woman, Urmila Bhambri, fell on 
the road and was briefly dragged 
behind the motorcycle before 
the men gave up and fled. 

The incident took place 
around 4.30 am. No arrest has 
been made yet. Her son, Sahil, a 
reporter with a news channel, 
said: “After finishing my night 
shift, I reached home around 5 
am. Around that time, my mother 
called and told me three men had

DDC, Harvard tie up to study 
free bus rides, women’s safety 


AAP got autos, BJP targets 
e-rickshaws for campaign

IN THE run up to next year’s 
Assembly polls, the BJP plans to 
get e-rickshaw drivers on its side 
with a campaign centred around 
their needs, much like the Aam 
Aadmi Party’s push for auto¬ 
rickshaws in the capital, many of 
which have ‘I Love Kejriwal’ 
painted on the back. 

With the number of e-rick- 
shaws crossing the 1 lakh mark, 
Delhi BJP leaders said owners of 
these vehicles form a substantial 
voter base, and the vehicles can 
be used to paste banners and 
stickers ahead of the polls. To this 
end, there will be a series of out¬ 
reach programmes with e-rick- 
shaw associations where lead¬ 
ers will listen to their demands 
and put pressure on the govern¬ 
ment to get them approved. 

Last week, Delhi BJP chief 
Manoj Tiwari and Kapil Mishra, 
who left AAP for BJP, met a fac¬ 
tion of e-rickshaw owners at 
Jantar Mantar, who pressed that 
at least 200 out of the 236 roads 
where the vehicles are barred 
from entry be opened to them. 

Tiwari said, “They don’t get 
benefit of free electricity as there 
are hardly any charging and park¬ 
ing points for them... and they are

THE THINK-TANK of the 
Delhi government, Dialogue & 
Development Commission, is col¬ 
laborating with a research team 
from Harvard University and the 
World Bank to study the impact 
of free bus rides for women on 
their safety and mobility. Chief 
Minister Arvind Kejriwal had an¬ 
nounced that bus scheme will be 
implemented from October 29. 

The study aims to analyse 
mobility patterns and perceived 


safety before and after the pol¬ 
icy’s launch, using several com¬ 
parison groups of individuals 
less likely to be impacted by it. 
These groups will include both 
women and men who travel reg¬ 
ularly but do not use buses. 

The data will be collected 
from a sample of approximately 
800 women living across the 
capital through an initial house¬ 
hold baseline survey, as well as 
repeated telephone surveys, be¬ 
fore and after the policy’s launch. 

The data will include a travel 
diary and questions on observed 
and experienced incidents re¬ 


lated to women’s safety in pub¬ 
lic transport. Additionally, the re¬ 
search team will also collect data 
on bus ridership separately on 
the basis of gender, through di¬ 
rect observation at selected bus 
stops throughout Delhi, both be¬ 
fore and after the policy. 

“The Delhi government was 
very concerned about the falling 
perception of women’s safety in 
the capital, as well as their low 
rates of participation in the 
workforce, both of which were a 
motivation behind bringing out 
this scheme,” said DDC vice- 
chairman Jasmine Shah. 


For buses, 
5,500 former 
home guards 
as marshals

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER27 

TO ENSURE the safety of women 
passengers travelling in DTC 
buses, the Delhi government will 
appoint 5,500 former home 
guards as marshals in DTC and 
cluster buses plying in the capi¬ 
tal. The move came after Delhi 
Chief Minister Arvind Kejriwal 
met former home guards out¬ 
side his residence Friday. 

In a statement, the govern¬ 
ment said recruitment and ap¬ 
pointment of marshals will be 
completed before Diwali. The gov¬ 
ernment will seek applications for 
the posts by advertising in news¬ 
papers within two-three days. In 
a tweet, Kej riwal said the govern¬ 
ment will appoint former home 
guards as marshals, saying that 
women in buses will feel safer. 

“First priority will be given to 
home guards who have served 
for three years. Those who have 
served for two years will then be 
chosen,” the government said in 
a statement. 

Delhi Home Minister 
Satyendar Jain said that as per of¬ 
ficial data, there are 5,000 ex¬ 
home guards who were let go. 
He said all 5,000 are expected to 
get jobs, adding they will only 
have to submit certificates with 
proof of their age and experience 
for the job. 

This is the first time that mar¬ 
shals are being deployed in clus¬ 
ter buses.

forced to stand anywhere. This 
leads to frequent challans. We will 
put pressure on the Delhi govern¬ 
ment to provide these facilities, or 
we will give it to them when we 
come to power.

While they started plying in 
2012 , in the past five years, e- 
rickshaws have seen an expo¬ 
nential growth. There are 71,092 
e-rickshaws registered with the 
Delhi government, while their 
actual number is above one lakh. 

Several drivers and owners 
are people are from the 
Purvanchali community who live 
in JJ clusters — a vote bank that 


supported the AAP in the 
Assembly polls last time. Delhi 
BJP vice-president Jai Prakash 
said e-rickshaws were given le¬ 
gal status by Union Minister Nitin 
Gadkari, and the party will keep 
their demands in mind while 
preparing Delhi’s manifesto. 

Unchecked growth of these 
vehicles, however, has been a 
matter of concern in the capital. 
The Delhi Traffic Police issued over 
1,65,000 challans in 2018 to own¬ 
ers for offences such as entering a 
one-way lane, overloading, wrong 
parking and underage driving. 

AAP MLAJarnail Singh had 
recently demanded framing of a 
policy to regulate them.

spection of stocks,” said Kejriwal. 

Delhi BJP chief Manoj Tiwari, 
however, alleged the Delhi gov¬ 
ernment was trying to make a 
profit:“The Centre is selling 
onions at Rs 22/kg in govern¬ 
ment-run shops.

Ex-DUSU head gets interim 
protection from arrest

THE DELHI High Court Friday 
granted interim protection from 
arrest to Ankiv Baisoya, who 
stepped down as Delhi University 
Students’ Union (DUSU) presi¬ 
dent and is facing criminal pro¬ 
ceedings for furnishing a fake de¬ 
gree for admission into the 
varsity, after he disclosed the con¬ 
tact details of the person who 
gave him the forged documents. 

Justice Suresh Kait granted 
the interim relief till December 
12 , the next date of hearing. 

The court Thursday asked 
Baisoya to disclose contact de¬ 
tails of the person who gave him 
the fake degree and marksheet. 

It was hearing his plea chal¬ 
lenging a trial court’s decision re¬ 
jecting his application for antic¬ 


ipatory bail in the case. 

Delhi Police had earlier op¬ 
posed Baisoya’s appeal, saying he 
had not cooperated with the in¬ 
vestigation. Police had booked 
Baisoya for cheating and forgery 
under the IPC on a complaint 
filed by DU, after it came to know 
about the fake degree. 

The matter came to light after 
Sunny Chillar, who was fielded by 
the Congress’s student wing NSUI 
for the post of DUSU president, 
challenged Baisoya’s election, 
saying his graduation degree was 
fake and, therefore, his nomina¬ 
tion was void ab-initio. 

Baisoya had claimed he 
graduated from TN’s 
Thiruvalluvar University, which 
had denied the same. He had re- 
signed from his post on 
November 15 last year after the 
ABVP, the BJP's student wing, 
reportedly asked him to do so. 


Woman claims oldest zoo chimp 
not getting care, moves High Court

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER27 

A WOMAN who claimed to be an 
animal rights activist Friday 
moved the Delhi High Court, 
seeking its intervention into the 
alleged deteriorating health of 
the Delhi zoo’s 59-year-old 
chimpanzee, Rita. 

Sangeeta Dogra appeared be¬ 
fore a bench of Chief Justice D N 
Patel and Justice C Hari Shankar 
urging that she be allowed to 
check on Rita, as the administra- 
tion was “not able to make 
arrangements that (it) gets direct 
sunlight, which is significant to 
recuperate” from injuries. 

Stating that Rita was “suffer¬ 
ing”, Dogra told the court that 
the animal has bedsores and 
can’t sit. The bench asked her if

she can put the issue in “black 
and white”, so it can look into it 
and issue appropriate directions. 

Speaking to The Indian 
Express, the woman said she had 
approached the magisterial 
court for directions, which 
turned down her request citing 
lack of jurisdiction over the issue. 

The report filed by police be¬ 
fore the magistrate stated that 


proper care is being given by 
senior veterinary doctors on a 
day-to-day basis, and that the 
National Zoological Park has suf¬ 
ficient medical facilities for the 
medical needs of the animal. 

But the woman claimed Rita 
has been ill since July 27 and is 
not being given proper treat¬ 
ment. She claimed that, as per 
doctors, the animal was sup¬ 
posed to be given a water bed 
but has a normal cotton bed in¬ 
stead. She said the chimpanzee 
requires “special care by veteri¬ 
narians, who are free from any 
mala fide motive or intent”. 

A zoo official had earlier said 
Rita has developed paralysis in 
its hind limbs, which has re¬ 
stricted its movement and 
caused bedsores. Officials said it 
has been given a new mattress 
and TV.

SC Collegium clears 
names of 7 judicial 
officers for Bombay HC

THE SUPREME Court Collegium 
has cleared the names of seven 
judicial officers, including three 
who had crossed the prescribed 
age limit, for appointment as 
judges of the Bombay High 
Court. 

The Collegium, comprising 
Chief Justice of India Ranjan 
Gogoi and Justices S A Bobde and 
N V Ramana, decided to overlook 
the age norms, keeping in mind 
the “excellent service record” of 
the three judicial officers and the 
“huge pendency” of cases in the 
High Court. 

“The Collegium has duly 
taken note of the observation 
made in the file that three 
Judicial Officers viz. S/Shri B.U. 
Debadwar, S.P. Tavade, and S.D. 
Kulkarnihad crossed the pre¬ 
scribed age limit of 58-1 \2 years 
on the date of vacancies against 
which their names have been 


recommended. In this regard, 
while approving the proposal for 
their elevation we have taken 
into account the fact that 
Bombay High Court is grappling 
with huge pendency of civil as 
well as criminal cases, as it is 
functioning with 67 Judges 
against the total Judge-strength 
of 94 (constituting about 29 per 
cent vacancies). Apart from this, 
we have taken into account their 
excellent service record which 
reflects that they are persons 
with all the qualities like high 
level of judicial acumen, con¬ 
duct, character and integrity, 
which make them eminently 
suitable for elevation. Their judg¬ 
ments have been graded as 
A/B+,” the Collegium resolution, 
dated September 26, said. 

The Collegium also approved 
the name of a lawyer for ap¬ 
pointment to the HC. 

It also decided to recom¬ 
mend the elevation of six judi¬ 
cial officers as judges of the 
Punjab and Haryana High Court.

AT A time when the US admin¬

From India’s strategic per¬ 
spective, they discussed opera¬ 
tionalisation of the Chabahar port 
at the meeting. “They especially 
mentioned operationalisation of 
Chabahar Port and noted its im¬ 
portance as a gateway to and for 
the landlocked Afghanistan and 
the Central Asian region,” an offi¬ 
cial statement said. They also 
agreed to mark the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of establishment of diplo¬ 
matic relations in 2020. 

After meeting Rouhani on 
the sidelines of the 74th Session 
of the General Assembly, Modi 
tweeted, “Delighted to meet 
President @HassanRouhani. We 
had in-depth discussions on the 
full range of India-Iran ties, and 
regional & global matters.” 

The MEA statement also said 
they discussed bilateral relations 
and exchanged views on regional 
and global developments of mu¬ 
tual interest. “Noting that India 
and Iran shared old and civilisa- 
tional ties, the two leaders posi¬ 
tively assessed the progress in bi¬ 
lateral relations since their first 
meeting at Ufa in 2015,” it said. 

They “discussed bilateral co¬ 
operation and exchanged views 
on the situation in the region”, 
MEA spokesperson Raveesh 
Kumar said. 

The two leaders could not 
hold a scheduled meeting on the 
sidelines of the Shanghai 
Cooperation Organisation sum¬ 
mit in Bishkek, Kyrgyzstan, in 
June due to scheduling issues.

EC reschedules bypolls to 15 
Karnataka seats to December 5

THE ELECTION Commission on 
Friday rescheduled bypolls to 15 
Assembly seats in Karnataka, 
pending the Supreme Court’s 
decision on a plea by 17 rebel 
Congress and JD(S) MLAs who 
have challenged their disqualifi¬ 
cation from the Assembly. 

The bypolls, which were 
scheduled to be held on October 
21 , will now be conducted on 
December 5. The results will be 
declared on December 9. 


The nominations already 
filed by with the EC, till date, will 
be scrutinised on November 19, 
the EC said. 

The change was notified a day 
after the poll panel assured the 
top court that it would postpone 
the bypolls, since the bench said 
it did not want to give a piece¬ 
meal order and would prefer to 
decide the MLAs’ case once and 
for all. The court will now take up 
the matter on October 22. 

The MLAs have questioned 
former Speaker K R Ramesh 
Kumar’s refusal to accept their res¬ 
ignations and instead disqualify 


them on July 26 for the duration 
of the current Assembly. Their res¬ 
ignations culminated in the fall of 
the Congress-JD(S) government 
and paved the way for a BJP gov¬ 
ernment led by B S Yediyurappa. 

In their plea, the legislators 
contended that their right to re¬ 
sign as MLA and carry on any vo¬ 
cation of their choice, including 
public service, could not have 
been denied by the Speaker “by 
a completely illegal and uncon¬ 
stitutional order”. The action was 
“arbitrary” and violated their 
fundamental rights under 
Articles 19 and 21, they said. 


NIT-Srinagar reopens on Oct 15

The decision, The Indian 
Express has learned, was taken 
on Friday after consulting the 
state administration. “The state 
Chief Secretary was consulted, 
and he felt the situation was con¬ 
ducive for the institute to re¬ 
open,” said a senior official. 

The institute is closed since 
August 3, when close to 1,500 stu-

dents were asked to vacate the 
campus.

STUDENTS OF Aligarh Muslim 
University (AMU) who hail from 
the Valley, invited by Chief 
Minister Yogi Adityanath for a dis¬ 
cussion on Article 370 and other 
issues, have refused to take part 
in the event Meanwhile, students 
from other institutes from three 
districts of western Uttar Pradesh 
reached Lucknow Friday to at¬ 
tend the event, sources said. 

Adityanath is scheduled to 
hold a discussion on several is¬ 
sues, including Article 370, with 
Kashmiri students studying in 
institutes in Aligarh, Gautam 
Budh Nagar and Ghaziabad dis¬ 
tricts in Lucknow on Saturday. 

Shafe Kidwai, member and in 
charge of public relations at AMU, 
said the university had informed 
the students about the event, but 


got no response. “We had told the 
students about the event on 
Tuesday. But none of them came 
forward to take part in it. We can’t 
force any student to take part in 
an event,” Kidwai told The Indian 
Express Friday. Information 
Department Director Shishir 
Singh told The Indian Express that 
nearly 100 Kashmiri students 
would reach Lucknow Friday. 
“They are coming from different 
institutes in the three districts 
and will take part in the discus¬ 
sion on Saturday at 11 am at the 
CM’s residence,” Singh said. 

Mubashir Shah, a PhD stu¬ 
dent at AMU who hails from 
Anantnag, said, “The CM does 
not have jurisdiction on removal 
of special status in J&K. If some¬ 
one from the government 
wanted to have deliberations 
with us on the issue, it should ei¬ 
ther be the Prime Minister or the 
Home Minister...” 


Another State Department 
official called it “a significant el¬ 
evation of the level of the dia¬ 
logue”. 

“If I could single out India’s 
role in the Quad, I think it high¬ 
lights India’s leadership in the 
Indo-Pacific region; it’s one of

trilateral relations with Japan as 
seen in the Malabar exercise 
that’s ongoing,” the US official 
said. 

“We really do welcome and 
support India’s emergence as a 
net security provider in the re¬ 
gion and a global actor, and we 
regard India’s contributions as 
vital to the safeguarding of a 
rules-based system in the Indo- 
Pacific. It reflects a shared com¬ 
mitment to uphold the rule of 
law, counterterrorism coopera¬ 
tion, freedom of navigation, 
democratic values, and eco¬ 
nomic growth.

“I have filed nomination pa¬ 
pers as an Independent for con¬ 
testing from Jalalabad. I asked the 
party high command to either 
change the ticket or face opposi¬ 
tion from me. I will withdraw 
nomination papers only if Cong¬ 
ress withdraws ticket from Awla 
and gives it to me,” Kamboj said. 

Kamboj on Friday took out a 
rally with his supporters before 
submitting his papers at the SDM 
office. 

After Congress announced 
Awla as candidate for bypoll to 
Jalalabad seat on September 23, 
Kamboj resigned from party’s 
primary membership and also 
from the post of the national sec¬ 
retary of the Youth Congress. 

Kamboj said he has worked 
for the people of the con¬ 
stituency and it is his right to 
fight the election from there. 

Referring to Punjab Congress 
chief Sunil Jakhar, Kamboj said 
he would not tolerate “gifting” 
his right to anyone by a senior 
Congress leader. Awla is consid¬ 
ered close to Jakhar. 

Kamboj said the party had 
given the ticket to an “outsider”. 
“Even one per cent people of this 
segment do not know him 
(Awla),” Kamboj said. 


the Quad, US officials said they 
are looking to expanding coop¬ 
eration with India through bilat¬ 
eral mechanisms, but also in 
multilateral fora like those re¬ 
lated to the ASEAN.

Jaishankar said this, without 
directly mentioning Pakistan, at 
the SAARC foreign ministers’ 
meeting on Thursday. 

While Pakistan’s Foreign 
Minister Shah Mahmood 
Qureshi boycotted Jaishankar’s 
statement, senior official and 
Pakistan foreign ministry 
spokesperson Mohammad Faisal 
was present at the meeting. 

“Ours is really not just a story 
of missed opportunities but also 
of deliberate obstacles. 
Terrorism is among them. In our 
view, elimination of terrorism in 
all its forms is a precondition not 
only for fruitful cooperation, but 
also for the very survival of our 
region itself,’’Jaishankar told the 
meeting, which took place on 
the sidelines of the UNGA. 

“I reiterate our leaders’ state¬ 
ment in Kathmandu in 2014, 
where they called for full and ef¬ 
fective implementation of 
SAARC Regional Convention on 
Suppression of Terrorism, in¬ 
cluding through enacting neces¬ 
sary legislation at the national 
level to root out terrorism. The 
relevance of SAARC would be de- 
termined by these actions 
against terrorism and this will 
decide our collective journey of 
the future becoming more pro¬ 
ductive,” he said. 

He said the example of South 
Asia Satellite is instructive of 
how India has been taking up 
initiatives for prosperity in the 
neighbourhood. South Asia 
Satellite, laun-ched in 2017 with 
an intention to arrive at scientific 
solutions to address poverty in 
the SAARC region, has impact in 
sectors like health, education, 
disaster response weather fore¬ 
casting, he said. 

Qureshi did not attend the 
SAARC foreign ministers’ meet¬ 
ing as long as Jaishankar was 
present. He came after 
Jaishankar left the venue, and 
said, “Do you think I will sit down 
with the butcher of Kashmir?” 

An Indian official, referring to 
Qureshi’s boycott and remark, 
said: “Such drama will not work. 
Pakistan has to create a conducive 
atmosphere for the SAARC 
process to go ahead.”

THE CONGRESS’S determination 
to not allow the BJP to “inject” is¬

Congress committee. 

State Congress chief Kumari

government regarding the prom¬ 
ises they made and their “non- 
fulfilment”. A toll free number 
was also launched, where people 
can give their feedback on the 
Congress’s campaign. 

Speaking to reporters, Selja 
expressed confidence that the 
Congress will form the next gov¬ 
ernment in the state. On what 
has changed for the party since 
its poor performance in the Lok 
Sabha polls, she said, “The issues 
were different in Lok Sabha elec¬ 
tions, different issues had been 
brought in. Today also, they are 
trying to do the same, but the 
people of Haryana cannot be 
misled.Today there are major is¬ 
sues confronting the people of 
the state... even today, they are 
trying to inject issues. Those are 
not going to work.Haryana’s 
elections will be held on 
Haryana’s issues and issues that 
affect residents of Haryana.” 



Bhupinder Singh Hooda 
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Hooda said the Congress is 
“completely ready” and aims to 
“look forward, not backward”. 
He said the BJP government’s 
“failure” to fulfil promises would 
bring about the downfall of the 
party. 

“When the BJP government 
was formed 5 years ago, people 
had many hopes, lot of promises 
were made. Today that hope has 
turned into disappointment... 
This government is not a per¬ 
forming government, it is an 
event management govern- 
ment.whether it is law and or¬ 
der, employment,” he said. 

Commenting on rival parties’ 
claims that the Congress is a di¬ 
vided house, Hooda said, 
“Congress is united. It is not one 
person or two persons, Congress 
is a party that is completely 
united. There can be difference 
in opinion in a democratic party 
like ours but in the elections, 
everyone will fight as one.” 
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Pawar calls off ED visit over ‘law & order situation’

NCP CHIEF Sharad Pawar on 
Friday called off the visit he had 
planned to the Mumbai office of 
the Enforcement Directorate 
(ED), which had named him in a 
money laundering case regis¬ 
tered in connection with the 
Maharashtra State Cooperative 
Bank scam, but only after he 
made a point that he is not a 
spent political force yet. 

Pawar supporters had started 
gathering near Ballard Estate in 
south Mumbai, where the ED of¬ 
fice is located, despite pro¬ 
hibitory orders being imposed in 
the area under CrPC Section 144 
since late Thursday. 

As tensions mounted, the ED 
reiterated on Friday it had not 
summoned Pawar. Following 
this, Mumbai Police 
Commissioner Sanjay Barve 
called on the NCP chief at his 


Peddar Road residence and re¬ 
quested him not to go to the ED 
office in view of a possible law 
and order situation. Hundreds of 
NCP supporters had gathered 
around the ED office by then de¬ 
spite the prohibitory orders. 

For a party that had been 
wrecked by desertions, Friday 
was its best day in months. 

“The Mumbai Police com¬ 
missioner met me and apprised 
me of the possibility that the law 
and order situation in the city 
could deteriorate. He requested 
me not to go to the ED office. I 
have been the home minister of 
this state and do believe that the 
life of a common man should not 
be disturbed. Hence, I have de¬ 
cided to call off my visit today,” 
Pawar said told mediapersons. 

Barve met Pawar after the ED 
sent an email communication 
informing the NCP chief that he 
is not required to depose on 
Friday and he will be called 
when required. Sources said the 


agency told him that while his 
cooperation is appreciated, he is 
not required to come on Friday. 

“I had sent a letter to them 
(ED) stating that I would be vis¬ 
iting their office on Friday. On 
Thursday night, I received a re¬ 
ply from them stating that they 
had not called me for question¬ 
ing and in case they required my 


presence, they would call me on 
the phone and give prior notifi¬ 
cation,” Pawar said. 

On September 24, the ED had 
registered a case of alleged 
money laundering against Pawar, 
his nephew Ajit Pawar and sev¬ 
eral others, including leaders of 
other parties. The next day, Pawar 
had said that he would voluntar¬ 


ily go to the ED office, as he did 
not want the agency to believe 
that he had vanished or was 
avoiding an inquiry. 

The NCP had planned to 
make as much of as possible of 
the visit to the ED, with a show 
of strength by the party faithful. 

Early Friday, senior police of¬ 
ficers, including Mumbai Joint 
Commissioner of Police (Law 
and Order) Vinoy Kumar 
Choubey, visited Pawar’s resi¬ 
dence, requesting him not to go 
to the ED office. But the NCP 
leadership, whose entire top 
brass was huddled inside the 
residence, was in no mood to re¬ 
lent, and it was only after the po- 
lice commissioner met Pawar 
that the plan was called off. 

Pawar, meanwhile, received 
support from parties like the 
Congress and the Samajawadi 
Party. SP Maharashtra chief Abu 
Asim Azmi paid him a visit while 
Congress workers donned 
“Gandhi topis” emblazoned with 


slogans in his support. 

Pawar went on to thank sen¬ 
ior Congress leaders. “I would 
like to thank all those who have 
come out in support of me, in¬ 
cluding Rahul Gandhi and 
Manmohan Singh, among other 
senior leaders,” Pawar said, mak¬ 
ing a mention of Shiv Sena’s 
Sanjay Raut as well. 

The NCP chief, meanwhile, 
took a swipe at the BJP govern¬ 
ment, saying that those who 
want to suppress the people by 
using agencies like the ED will 
not be successful in 
Maharashtra. “I would like to 
thank all progressive-minded 
people who have stood up 
against tyranny,” Pawar said. He 
added that he would visit the ED 
office whenever he is called for 
investigation. 

Pawar said that he would 
now embark on a tour of the 
flood-affected regions of Pune 
district, which have been lashed 
by heavy rain.

Ruling LDF wins 
Pala constituency, 
ends 54-yr hold of 
Kerala Congress (M)

THE RULING LDF won the bypoll 
for the Pala Assembly seat on 
Friday, ending the five-decade 
supremacy of the Kerala 
Congress (M) in the con¬ 
stituency. 

Over 71 per cent voters had 
registered their ballot in the by¬ 
poll, conducted on September 
23, which was necessitated fol¬ 
lowing the death of sitting legis¬ 
lator K M Mani — the founder- 
chief of the Kerala Congress (M) 
— in April. 

Mani had held the seat unin¬ 
terruptedly for 54 years till his 
death. 

Mani C Kappan of the NCP - 
an ally of the CPI(M) in Kerala - 
defeated Mani loyalist Jose Tom, 
who had to fight the election as 
an Independent candidate after 
party chairman PJ Joseph re¬ 
fused to allot him the party’s of¬ 
ficial symbol. BJP candidate N 
Hari came third. 

Kappan told reporters, “This 
is a victory of the LDF. This is an 
approval of the LDF govern¬ 
ment’s policies and develop¬ 
ment projects.” 

Chief Minister Pinarayi 
Vijayan said the mandate is a 
recognition for the government 
and its pro-people policies. 

Senior Kerala Congress (M) 
leader Jose K Mani — the son of K 
M Mani — promised that his 
party will rectify its mistakes. 


PCC chief Mullappally 
Ramachandran 
attributed the victory of 
the LDF to the internal 
problems within the 
Kerala Congress (M), 
currently locked in a 
factional feud 


“We accept the mandate of the 
people. We will examine the rea- 
sons for the defeat. Kerala 
Congress (M) and the UDF will 
rectify its mistakes and win back 
confidence of the people. Politics 
is not about fearing defeat and 
brimming in confidence in a vic¬ 
tory,” he said. 

Congress state president 
Mullappally Ramachandran at¬ 
tributed the victory of the LDF 
to the internal problems within 
the Kerala Congress (M) — the 
party is currently locked in a 
factional feud between Jose K 
Mani and party chairman 
Joseph. The defeat in its strong¬ 
hold is likely to trigger a fresh 
spell of internal squabbling in 
the party, which is a prominent 
ally of Congress in central 
Kerala. 

The BJP, meanwhile, has suf¬ 
fered a big dent in its vote-share. 
The saffron party, which sur¬ 
prised many by getting over 
24,000 votes in the 2016 
Assembly election, lost nearly 
6,500 votes in the bypolls.

Cong wins Dantewada bypolls,

CONGRESS CANDIDATE Devti 
Karma defeated Ojaswi Mandavi 
of the BJP by a margin of over 
11,000 votes in the bypolls for 
Dantewada Assembly seat. The 
votes were counted on Friday, 
four days after Monday’s polling. 

The victory means the 
Congress now holds all 12 
Assembly seats in the Bastar re¬ 
gion, and the party’s tally in goes 
up to 69 seats in the 90-member 
House. 

The bypolls were necessi¬ 
tated due to the death of BJP 
MLA Bhima Mandavi in a Maoist 
attack in April. With this defeat, 
the saffron party’s tally goes 
down to 14 seats in the 
Assembly. 

The by-election was billed as 
an electoral battle not just be¬ 
tween the Congress and the BJP 
but also between wives of two 
leaders killed in Maoist attacks. 
While BJP candidate Ojaswi 
Mandavi is wife of Bhima 
Mandavi, Devti Karma’s hus¬ 
band Mahendra Karma was 
killed in a Maoist attack in 2013. 

After 20 rounds of counting, 
Devti Karma won 50,028 votes, 
or 43.65 per cent of the votes 
polled, according to official 


Election Commission (EC); 
Mandavi polled 38,836 votes 
(33.89 per cent). Bhimsen 
Mandavi of CPI finished a distant 
third with 6 per cent of votes. 

Congress chief spokesperson 
Shailesh Nitin Trivedi said the 
victory is a result of constructive 
policies of the Bhupesh Baghel 
government and hard work of 
state Congress chief Mohan 
Markam, for whom this was the 
first election after assuming 
charge of the state unit. The re¬ 
sult was made possible also by 
decisions such as return of land 
in Lohandiguda, increase in 
bonuses for tendu leaves and 
paddy. 


Chief Minister Baghel 
tweeted, “By giving us their 
blessings, the people have shown 
faith in work done towards build- 
ing a new Chhattisgarh in 
Dantewada bypoll. This victory is 
also a win for the dreams of the 
late Mahendra Karma. 
Congratulations and good wishes 
to Shrimati Devti Karma.” 

While congratulating Devti 
Karma on her victory, former 
Chief Minister and senior BJP 
leader Raman Singh accused the 
Congress-led state government 
of misusing power, and said the 
party will now concentrate on 
bypolls for Chitrakote, scheduled 
on October 21. 


In response, the Congress 
said the BJP failed because of its 
faith on three leaders from “out¬ 
side” — Raman Singh, Shivratan 
Sharma, and O P Choudhary — 
and the victory margin was an 
answer to Singh’s allegations. 

For the Congress, this win is 
extremely important, coming as 
it does after a drubbing in the Lok 
Sabha elections, and ahead of the 
Chitrakote bypolls and local 
body elections. 

Senior Congress leaders told 
The Indian Express that in the 
days running up to the polling 
day, many within the party felt 
the BJP was ahead in Dantewada, 
and the result has been turned 
around because of “focussed 
management”, and the state 
leadership stepping in. “We lost 
both elections in December, and 
even in the Lok Sabha were be¬ 
hind from Dantewada,” a senior 
party leader said. “Up to a month 
ago, surveys showed the BJP was 
ahead, and there were problems 
with the image of the extended 
Karma family.” 

At that point, party leaders 
said, the state government 
stepped in and made it a prestige 
battle — the Chief Minister spent 
time in Dantewada, the PCC chief 
camped in Bastar, and strategists 
such as RajeshTiwari spent more 
than a month in the area. 


BJP’s Yuvraj Singh wins 

Hamirpur bypoll, SP second seat in Tripura

After the BJP’s victory, Chief 
Minister Yogi Adityanath con¬ 
gratulated winning candidate 
Yuvraj Singh and tweeted, “The 
victory in the bypoll shows that 


the confidence of the people in 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi’s 
resolve of ‘sabka saath, sabka 
vikas’ has increased.” 

In another tweet, he wrote, 
“The credit for this victory also 
goes to the hard work of our party 
workers in Hamirpur. I would also 
like to thank the voters for contin¬ 
uing to show confidence in the BJP. 
A new Uttar Pradesh is emerging 
with the pledge for public welfare 
and the identity of the new Uttar 
Pradesh will be development.” 

In the 2017 Vidhan Sabha 
polls, the seat was won by the 
BJP’s Ashok Kumar Chandel. SP’s 
Prajapati had finished second 
and BSP’s Sanjeev Kumar a close 
third. The Congress had allied 
with the SP and had not fielded a 
candidate.

Ajit Pawar quits as 
NCP legislator, goes 
incommunicado

FIVE-TIME NCP MLA and 
nephew of Sharad Pawar, Ajit 
Pawar resigned as the Baramati 
legislator on Friday. 

Even as there was specula¬ 
tion about Ajit’s move, Pawar 
claimed that his nephew — who 
has since gone incommunicado 
— may have resigned because he 
was hurt that the NCP chief has 
been named in the ED case re¬ 
lated to the Maharashtra State 
Cooperative Bank scam. 

Ajit rang up Maharashtra 
Assembly Speaker Haribhau 
Bagde around 5.40 pm, inform¬ 
ing him that he had submitted 
his resignation to the Speaker’s 
office in Mumbai and requested 
Bagde to immediately accept it. 

“Overwhelmed to see the 
huge gathering in Mumbai to¬ 
day, in support of 
@PawarSpeaks. Heartfelt thanks 
to @NCPspeaks officials, party 
workers & also our opponents 
who stood up for the truth in 
spite of our differences. I am sure 
this belief in Pawar Saheb will 
never fade," was Ajit’s last mes¬ 
sage on Twitter before he went 
incommunicado. 

The news of the resignation 
rattled the NCP, which had been 
looking at a possible revival of 
the party after the ED’s notice to 
Pawar. The NCP chief, while 
speaking to mediapersons in

Pune, said: “I have not been able 
to directly speak to him (Ajit) af¬ 
ter I got to know about his deci¬ 
sion. He did not consult me... I 
feel he could not tolerate that I 
was booked.” 

Pawar said that Ajit told his 
son Parth that politics has 
stooped to the lowest level. “He 
told his sons that it was better to 
stay away from politics...” 

The NCP chief, however, de¬ 
nied any family conflict and 
claimed that he had the last 
word in the Pawar clan. 

Over the last few years, there 
has been speculation over who 
would take control of the NCP af¬ 
ter Pawar. At 79, Pawar remains 
the party’s binding force. While 
Ajit earlier had been groomed to 
eventually take over charge, 
there is a strong lobby within the 
party that does not agree with 
his brusque style of functioning. 

There had also been specula¬ 
tion that the entry of Rohit 
Pawar, the grand nephew of the 
NCP chief, had made Ajit jittery. 


INX MEDIA CASE 

CBI opposes ‘flight 
risk’ Chidambaram’s 
bail plea in Delhi HC

THE CBI on Friday urged the 
Delhi High Court to not grant bail 
to former Union minister P 
Chidambaram in the INX Media 
corruption case and asked that 
he be kept in custody during the 
trial, referring to the senior 
Congress leader as a “flight risk”. 

Senior advocates Kapil Sibal 
and Abhishek Manu Singhvi, ap¬ 
pearing for Chidambaram, op¬ 
posed the CBI’s contention, say¬ 
ing, “Offences of cheating and 
criminal conspiracy alleged 
against Mr Chidambaram are 
not grave in nature and he 
should be released on bail.” The 
senior counsel submitted that 
the offences for which 
Chidambaram has been booked 
carry only a punishment of up to 
seven years’ imprisonment. 

However, Solicitor General 
(SG) Tushar Mehta, appearing for 
the CBI, countered their claim 
and said that gravity of offence is 
not decided by the punishment 
prescribed but the impact it has 
on the society. “He is a flight risk 
because (as) he is accused of a se¬ 
rious offence, he knows that con¬ 
viction is likely and he has the re¬ 
sources to sustain himself in 
another country indefinitely,” 
Mehta told the court. 

Justice Suresh Kumar Kait re¬ 
served his order in Chidam¬ 
baram’s bail petition after hearing 
arguments from both sides. 

Probing charges of corruption 
in the INX Media case, the CBI had 
arrested Chidambaram on 
August 21. The next day he was 
later remanded in CBI custody for 


15 days, and is currently injudi¬ 
cial custody at Tihar jail till 
October 3. In the case, the remain¬ 
ing accused, including his son 
Karti Chidambaram, are either on 
anticipatory bail or regular bail. 

Referringto Karri’s relief in the 
matter, SG Mehta on Friday ar¬ 
gued that Chidambaram was not 
entitled for the same, as “corrup¬ 
tion by a public officials breach 
the public trust and harm the fi¬ 
nancial stability of the country”. 

Mehta argued that many 
documents were recovered and 
statements have been recorded 
which directly link the criminal 
conspiracy of illegal gratification 
to the petitioner (Chidambaram) 
and co-conspirator, his son. 

Sibal informed that he was 
instructed by Chidambaram to 
clarify that he has never met INX 
Media co-owner Indrani 
Mukerjea, the approver in the 
case. He said that Chidambaram 
has “no recollection” of meeting 
a delegation of INX Media in his 
office in March 2007 but would 
nonetheless rely on the entries 
in the visitors’ book to confirm 
such a meeting. 

To this, Mehta claimed that the 
“visitors’ book has been destroyed 
due to lapse of time”. “However, 
as per the entries of Oberoi Hotel, 
New Delhi, where Peter and 
Indrani (Mukerjea) stayed from 
March 6-9,2007, an internal vehi¬ 
cle of the hotel was used by the 
two to visit the office of the then 
Finance Minister on March 9, 
2007,” the SG said. He claimed 
Indrani said she and Peter met 
Chidambaram at his North Block 
office, who asked them to meet 
his son and suggested that they 
help him in his business. 


9 Months After JSK Panchayat Polls, Work Yet To Begin 

Panches, sarpanches stay put in hotels, fear visiting villages

Fresh restrictions in Kashmir

IN SEPTEMBER last year, Abdul 
Rashid Dar was picked up by mil¬ 
itants from his home at Pinglish 
Tral in Pulwama district. While a 
group beat him up, another 
filmed a video that went viral. In 
the video, the militants asked Dar 
to stay away from elections and 
force his son, a special police offi¬ 
cer (SPO), to resign. Dar agreed 
and apologised. 

Two months later, Dar was 
the only sarpanch from his pan¬ 
chayat halqa (each panchayat 
halqa includes 8-10 wards) to 
contest the panchayat polls held 
in Jammu and Kashmir after 
three years. But there was no con¬ 
test, he was elected unopposed. 

For nine months, Dar has 
been putting up in a hotel in 


Srinagar that is home to some 180 
panches and sarpanches from 
various parts of the Valley. 

Now that the government has 
issued notification for the Block 
Development Council (BDC) polls 
in the state — for the first time in 
its history — Dar calls it a “farce”. 

“I put my life on the line by de¬ 
fying militant threats and contest¬ 
ing polls. How will they conduct 
BDC elections when most panch 
and sarpanch seats are vacant? 
Why don’t they conduct bypolls 
for the panchayats first?” says Dar. 

Official figures reveal that 61 % 
of panch wards in the Valley are 
vacant. Of 18,833 panch wards, 
panches have been elected only 
in 7,596 wards. The government, 
however, has notified only 7,308 
panches, since in the balance 288 
panchayats, only one panch was 
elected. Similarly 45 per cent 
sarpanch wards too are vacant. Of 


the 2,375 sarpanch wards in the 
Valley, 1,558 have been elected 
and only 1,311 notified. 

In fact, most panches and 
sarpanches have been elected 
without a contest. Of the 7,596 
panches elected in the Valley, 
more than 3,500 have been 
elected unopposed. Among 
sarpanches, 530were elected un¬ 
opposed out of the 1,558 elected. 

Those elected also feel deceiv¬ 
ed. “It has been nine months, but 
I haven’t spent a single rupee. This 
is true for most of us,” says 
Mehraj-ud-din Rather, a panch 
from Baramulla district. Like Dar, 
he is also staying in a Srinagar ho¬ 
tel. “Money has come into the ac¬ 
counts of some of us, but nothing 
has been utilised,” he says. 

A senior official of the Rural 
Development Department agr¬ 
ees. “The process of approval is 
multi-tier. After consultation of 

mm m 


panch and sarpanch, the pancha¬ 
yat submits a plan to BDO (Block 
Development Officer). After col¬ 
lecting the plans from his block, 
the BDO forwards it to District 
Planning Officer, who forwards it 
to the District Development 
Commissioner for final approval,” 
he says. “Execution of work has 
started in some panchayats, 
around 10%,” said a senior official. 

Government officials said a 
big portion of the money has al¬ 
ready been released for the pan¬ 
chayats. “Under the 14th Finance 
Commission, we have earmarked 
Rs 3,000 crore for the panchay¬ 
ats,” Secretary, Panchayat and 
Rural Development, Sheetal 
Nanda told The Indian Express. 
“Of this, we have already released 
Rs 1,300 crore to the panchayats.” 

Hamza Mir, a 70-year-old 
panch from Batagund in Tral, says 
his work plan has been approved 


— a rare case — but work is yet to 
begin. “I can’t go to my village to 
get the work executed,” he says, 
sitting in the Srinagar hotel. “I can 
go if only I am provided security.” 

For the government, security 
to panches and sarpanches is be¬ 
coming a headache. Hence, it has 
chosen to accommodate hun¬ 
dreds in hotels in Srinagar. 

In one hotel in Srinagar, 180 
panches and sarpanches from 
Baramulla, Kupwara, Budgam 
and Pulwama are staying for nine 
months. Another hotel in high- 
security Indira Nagar, Srinagar, 
has been reserved for migrant 
Pandit panches and sarpanches 
from south Kashmir. 

“We go to our block office 
once a week or fortnight. Usually 
the concerned official is absent 
that day,” says Rather, a panch 
from Krankshivan village of 
Sopore. “How can we follow our 



cases from a hotel 50 km away?” 

The government has not yet 
opened joint bank accounts for 
the panchayats. An official of the 
Rural Development Department 
says the panchayats have to make 
separate bank accounts for each 
scheme they conceive. A 
sarpanch and a panchayat secre¬ 
tary —a government employee— 
are joint account holders. 

In panchayats that are without 
a panch and sarpanch, the govern¬ 
ment has appointed administra¬ 
tors — gazetted officers from any 
government department other 
than the Rural Development 
Department — to run them. “In 
simpler terms, half the Valley 
would be mn by the administra¬ 
tors as was done before the pan¬ 
chayat polls,” says a Rural 
DevelopmentDepartmentofficial.

HC bans animal sacrifice in all 
Tripura temples 


Agartala: The Tripura High 
Court on Friday banned the 
sacrifice of animals or birds 
for religious reasons in all 
temples in the state.

DAYS AFTER Kalyan Singh lost 
immunity against prosecution 
following the end of his tenure 
as Rajasthan Governor on 
September 3, charges were 
framed against the former Uttar 
Pradesh Chief Minister Friday in 
the case relating to the 1992 
demolition of the Babri Masjid 
in Ayodhya. The incident took 
place when he was CM. 

The special court (Ayodhya 
Prakaran) in Lucknow framed 
the charges after Kalyan Singh, 
who joined the BJP again on 
September 9, appeared before it 
following summons issued on 
September 21. 

The court granted him bail on 
a personal bond of Rs 2 lakh, and 
directed that his file be separated 
from other accused. The hearing 
will resume Saturday. 

Defence counsel K K Mishra 
said: “Kalyan Singh appeared in 
court of Special Judge S K Yadav 
today following a notice issued 
against him. The court framed 
charges against him and later 
granted him bail on a personal 
bond of Rs 2 lakh. The court also 
directed to separate his file from 
other accused.” 

Charges against Kalyan 
Singh, Mishra said, have been 
framed under IPC sections 153A 
(promoting enmity between 
groups on grounds of religion, 
race, place of birth, residence, 
language, etc., and doing acts 
prejudicial to maintenance of 
harmony), 153B (imputations, 
assertions prejudicial to national 
integration), 295 (injuring or de¬ 
filing place of worship with in¬ 
tent to insult the religion of any 
class), 295A (deliberate and ma¬ 
licious acts intended to outrage 
religious feelings of any class by 
insulting its religion or religious 
beliefs) and 505 (statements 
conducing to public mischief), all 
sections read with IPC 120B 
(criminal conspiracy). 

“Kalyan Singh is among 13 
who were dropped from the 
case following the High Court or¬ 
der. The Supreme Court, in its or¬ 
der dated 19 April, 2017, ordered 
restoration of charges against 
them. The court exempted 
Kalyan Singh from prosecution 
on account of the constitutional 
immunity he was then enjoying 
as Governor,” Mishra said. 

Six of the 13 people have 
since died.

SC: ASI report not just an 
opinion, can’t be rejected

THE SUPREME Court on Friday 
said the report of the 
Archeological Survey of India 
(ASI), which excavated the dis¬ 
puted site in Ayodhya, was “not 
just an opinion” and “can’t be re¬ 
jected”, but added it is aware that 
both Hindu and Muslim sides had 
based their case on “inferences” 
in the absence of eyewitness. 

Responding to senior advo¬ 
cate Meenakshi Arora’s con¬ 
tention that the ASI’s report was 
“hypothetical" and “based on in¬ 
ferences”, Justice D Y 
Chandrachud, who is part of the 
five-judge Constitution bench 
hearing appeals against the 
September 30,2010 verdict of 
Allahabad High Court, said when 
such inference has been drawn 
by experts on the basis of data 
keeping in mind the context and 
narrative, “it can’t be rejected”. 

But, he added, this is “consis¬ 
tent with the fact that different 
interpretations may be possible”. 

The bench, headed by CJI 
Ranjan Gogoi, also comprises 
Justices S A Bobde, Ashok 
Bhushan and S Abdul Nazeer. 

The ASI report had concluded 
that there was a massive struc¬ 
ture dating back many centuries 
beneath the ground where the 



Babri Masjid stood, before it was 
demolished. Justice Nazeer said 
the report of the Commissioner 
followed an inquiry, as laid down 
in the Code of Civil Procedure. 
“You have to give more weigh- 
tage to the report... because it’s 
nothing but the delegated posi¬ 
tion of a judge,” Justice Nazeer 
said, adding that it was “not just 
an opinion”. 

Arora had said that the report 
was merely “an opinion” and is 
thus “weak evidence”. The coun¬ 
sel for the mosque side said the 
report may have come after an 
inquiry but was still only an 
opinion, and must be tested un¬ 
der the Evidence Act. 

Justice Bobde said the bench 
is “conscious that both sides are 
relying on inference”, as there 
was no eyewitness. “The ques¬ 
tion is whether they are valid or 
not vis-a-vis reasonable proba¬ 
bility.... We have to see which of 
this is more valid...” he said. 

Arora said the ASI report is 


“hearsay evidence”, to which 
Justice Chandrachud replied, 
“Data can’t speak for itself. 
Inferences will have to be 
drawn.” He said it is the inference 
of “very knowledgeable experts”. 

Arora replied that those who 
gave evidence on behalf of the 
Muslim side were also experts, 
and that they had a different 
view. She urged the court that 
when there are other inferences 
possible, the inference arrived at 
by the ASI should not be the only 
ones to be considered. 

The report, she added, was 
not substantive evidence. 

Senior advocate Shekhar 
Naphde, also representing the 
Muslim parties, said the decision 
of courts in the 1885 suit filed by 
Ayodhya resident Raghubar Das 
was that a mosque existed (at 
the site) and that Hindus had 
only limited rights. This decision, 
he said, bound the entire Hindu 
community — thus, applying the 
principle of res judicata, they 
could not raise the plea again. 
Res judicata means the issue has 
already been decided by another 
court between the same parties. 

Justice Bobde referred to in¬ 
stances where a person is insti¬ 
gated to file a suit and gets an or¬ 
der which may not be in the 
interests of his community and 
asked whether this would bind 
the entire community.

44 killed, 12 injured 
in rain-related 
incidents across UP

AT LEAST 44 people were killed 
and 12 people were injured in 
rain-related incidents in Uttar 
Pradesh since Thursday. 

Incessant rain over the past 
two days across parts of the state 
has also resulted in the deaths of 
17 animals and caused damage 
to some 161 houses. 

The Indian Meteorological 
Department (IMD) has pre¬ 
dicted normal to heavy rainfall 
across the state for the next two 
to three days. 

Administrations of Lucknow, 
Amethi, Hardoi and several oth¬ 
ers districts have announced the 
closure of schools on Saturday. 

According to a statement is¬ 
sued by the State Disaster 
Management Authority 
(SDMA), most of the deaths re¬ 
ported were caused when 
houses collapsed. 

“Forty-four people have died 
in rain-related incidents of 
house and wall collapse, snake 
bites, drowning and lightning in 
the state since Thursday (past 24 
hours),” a report from the relief 
commissioner’s office said. 

Six deaths each were re¬ 
ported in Pratapgarh and 
Raebareli, five in Amethi, four 
each in Chandauli and Varanasi, 
three each in Prayagraj, 
Barabanki and Mahoba, two in 
Ambedkar Nagar, and one each 
in Kanpur, Gorakhpur, 
Sonbhadra, Ayodhya, 

Saharanpur, Jaunpur, Kaushambi 
and Azamgarh, officials said. 

The SDMA statement said 


that three rivers — Sharda 
(Lakhimpur Kheri), Ghaghara 
(Barabanki) and Ganga 
(Ghazipur and Ballia) — were 
flowing near the danger level. 

Uttar Pradesh Relief 
Commissioner G S Priyadarshi, 
however, said that “there is no 
threat of floods for now”. 

Chief Minister Yogi 
Adityanath has directed the di¬ 
visional commissioners and the 
district magistrates to take all 
measures and extend immedi¬ 
ate relief to those affected, an of¬ 
ficial said. 

“The chief minister has asked 
the officials to extend a mone¬ 
tary help of Rs 4 lakh each to the 
next of kin of those killed and 
arrange treatment for the in¬ 
jured. The chief minister has also 
asked the officials concerned to 
visit the areas which have been 
affected by rains and are wit¬ 
nessing flood-like situation. He 
also said waterlogging should be 
addressed immediately,” the of¬ 
ficial said. 

“If there is waterlogging 
somewhere, ensure immediate 
relief and make arrangements to 
clear it. Officials should person¬ 
ally visit areas affected by rain,” 
an official statement quoting the 
CM’s instructions to all district 
officials said. 

Local Meteorological 
Department Director J P Gupta 
said southern Uttar Pradesh will 
receive heavy rainfall in the next 
two-three days. “The rest of the 
state will receive normal rainfall. 
Rainfall in Lucknow and adjoin¬ 
ing areas is likely to subside in 
the coming days,” said Gupta.

Rural Sanitation Strategy Released 

Govt lays roadmap to deal with open defecation, sanitation issues

JAL SHAKTI Minister Gajendra 
Singh Shekhawat on Friday re¬ 
leased the Rural Sanitation 
Strategy (2019-2029), which lays 
the roadmap for ODF Plus — the 
ministry’s next step in dealing 
with open defecation and sani¬ 
tation issues in the country. 

Secretary, Drinking Water 
and Sanitation, Parameswaran 
Iyer on Friday said the frame¬ 
work for the rural sanitation pro¬ 
gramme had been drawn up and 
would be sent to the Union 
Cabinet shortly for approval. 

The main thrust of the strat¬ 
egy is that while the construc¬ 
tion and maintenance of toilets 
for rural households will con¬ 


tinue, the ministry will take the 
programme a step further and 
focus on waste water and solid 
waste treatment at the village 
and panchayat level in phase II. 

“The existing pattern for toi¬ 
lets will continue, including the 
financial module of60:40. In hill 
states, this will be 90:10. But 
having achieved our target of 
providing toilets to rural house¬ 
holds, the government will now 
focus on the gram panchayat,” 
said Iyer. 

According to the strategy, the 
government has, over the past 
five years, achieved a 100 per 
cent coverage of all rural house¬ 
holds in construction of toilets 
from 38 per cent when it began 
in 2014. “We have kept room for 
households that we may have 
missed. There is a financial pro¬ 


vision for the constmction of toi¬ 
lets to continue. Also, for new 
homes being constructed. 
According to our estimates, 


there are likely to be 30 lakh new 
toilets constructed in the coun¬ 
try annually,’’said Additional 
Secretary Arun Baroka. 


“Having achieved these out¬ 
comes, there is now a need to 
sustain the gains made under 
the mission and to ensure that 
the health and hygiene benefits 
continue to be realised,” says the 
strategy report, adding that toi¬ 
let usage behaviour needs to be 
continuously reinforced and 
universal, safe management of 
solid and liquid waste needs to 
be achieved. 

For this, the Ministry has 
chalked out four broad areas on 
which it will concentrate over 
the next ten years — biodegrad¬ 
able and organic waste (kitchen 
and green waste), plastics, grey- 
water management and black 
water or fecal sludge manage¬ 
ment. 

The government’s plans also 
involve sanitation coverage of 


public spaces, which will involve 
construction of community toi¬ 
lets as well as community sani¬ 
tary complexes in gram pan- 
chayats “to cover the needs of 
the floating population and large 
congregations in gram panchay- 
ats such as melas/tourist 
places/religious places”. 

Gram panchayats are also to 
play a key role in ensuring the 
operation and maintenance of 
sanitation infrastructure. 

Composting biowaste will be 
encouraged at the household 
level and the community level. 

At the district level, model 
bio-gas plants will be initiated 
with funding support from the 
government. 

Segregation of waste at the 
source in villages will be a major 
push of the strategy, especially 


in relation to handling plastic 
waste. Gram panchayats will be 
responsible for collection of 
plastic waste at household lev¬ 
els and will also be responsible 
for its storage and transportation 
to a material recovery facility at 
the block level. 

Greywater is to be treated 
through soak pits or leach pits 
and water stabilisation ponds. 
“Once treated, our aim is to reuse 
it for agriculture,” said Baroka. 

Fecal sludge management is 
a key component of ODF sus¬ 
tainability activities, for which 
existing rural and urban sewage 
treatment plants will be 
employed. 

Trenching will be promoted 
in remote villages and fecal 
sludge treatment plants will be 
set up for clusters of villages. 


(AAGS) and the Bharatiya 
Gorkha Parisangha (BGP) 
staged a protest in Guwahati, 
announcing that under no cir¬ 
cumstances would Gorkha peo¬ 
ple excluded from the final NRC 
approach the Foreigners 
Tribunals (FTs) to appeal against 
their exclusion.

There is a clear 
MHA order to this effect... Family 
members of a Gorkha freedom 
fighter are among the 19 lakh 
excluded people...” 

Nanda Kirati Dewan, national 
secretary (youth affairs) of the 
BGP, said, “The state government 
has to respect and validate the 
MHA order. Gorkhas will not go 
to FTs...” 




ICMR notice to Andhra clinic for IVF on 74-yr-old

THE INDIAN Council of Medical 
Research (ICMR) has issued a no¬ 
tice of closure to Ahalya IVF clinic, 
based in Andhra Pradesh’s 
Guntur, for using assisted repro¬ 
ductive technique (ART) for a 74- 
year-old woman, who delivered 
twins on September 5. 

Erramatti Mangayamma is the 
oldest in the world to give birth 
through in-vitro fertilisation (IVF). 

In its notice, issued last week, 
ICMR, the apex agency that 
frames policies on biomedical

practice, has asked the clinic to ex¬ 
plain why it performed IVF for a 
senior citizen, thereby risking her 
life, and why its registration 
should not be cancelled for this 


“unethical practice”. 

ICMR’s 2017 guidelines cap 
age limit for ART at 45 for women 
and 50 for men. The Assisted 
Reproductive Technologies 
(Regulation) Bill, which is yet to 
be passed by Parliament, also 
caps age limit at 45 for women 
who undergo IVF. 

Dr S Uma Shankar, who 
helped the couple conceive, said 
several medical tests were con¬ 
ducted last year, including cardiac 
tests, to assess Erramatti’s med¬ 
ical condition. “She was found fit 
to bear a child. All test results were 
normal. Her pregnancy had no 
complications,” he said. 

An ICMR official, however, 


said: “We expect ART clinics to 
self-regulate and follow best 
practices in absence of a law. We 
have asked the clinic to explain 
their decision. If this act is found 
unethical, their registration num¬ 
ber will be cancelled.” 

The cancellation of registra¬ 
tion, though, may not act as a de¬ 
terrent or affect working of the 
clinic, as the country lacks a law 
to regulate the ART industry. ‘This 
is a grey area. We sensitise experts 
to follow ICMR guidelines and 
adopt ethical practices,” Dr 
Jaideep Malhotra, president of 
Indian Society for Assisted 
Reproduction, said. 

Erramatti and husband E Raja 


Rao, 80, went to the clinic last year 
after trying to normally conceive a 
child for 57 years. She underwent 
a Caesarean procedure on 
September 5 and delivered twin 
girls. The pregnancy sparked a 
controversy, with several experts 
questioning the decision to help 
the couple have children at such 
an advanced age. “Delivering ba¬ 
bies at this age not only puts the 
mother at risk but also makes the 
future of children uncertain,” IVF 
expert Dr Narendra Malhotra said. 

Experts also claimed such IVF 
procedures are undertaken for 
commercial gains. But Dr Uma 
Shankar said the procedure was 
conducted free of cost.

Narada case: 
Mukul skips 
CBI date

CUING “PREOCCUPATIONS”, BJP 
leader Mukul Roy did not appear 
before the CBI on Friday in con¬ 
nection with the Narada sting op¬ 
eration case. Sources said Roy sent 
one of his representatives to con¬ 
vey the message and sought time 
from the agency. The CBI sent an¬ 
other notice, asking Roy to appear 
Saturday, sources added. 

According to sources, CBI offi¬ 
cials wanted to speak to Roy be¬ 
fore the five-day custody of IPS of- 
ficer S M H Mirza, who was 
arrested on Thursday, ends on 
September 30. 

“I could not appear before the 
agency today because of my pre¬ 
occupations, which I have inform¬ 
ed them in writing. I will be busy 
till 3 pm tomorrow due to party 
work, but if they ask me to visit af¬ 
ter that, I will go. I have always said 
I will cooperate with the CBI,” said 
the former Railway minister. 

TMC has accused the agency 
of being “unfair and politically 
motivated”. “Issuing summons to 
him (Roy) does not prove any¬ 
thing,” said TMC secretary general 
Partha Chatterjee. “Time will 
prove if they are fair or it is just a 
gimmick,” he said. 

So far, the CBI has arrested only 
Mirza in connection with the case. 

Tapes of the the sting opera¬ 
tion surfaced before the 2016 
West Bengal Assembly polls. In 
the footage, people resembling 
senior TMC leaders were seen ac¬ 
cepting money from representa¬ 
tives of a fictitious company. The 
sting was conducted by Mathew 
Samuels of Narada News. 

Roy, a founder member of the 
TMC, joined the BJP in 2017. It has 
been alleged that Roy sent Samuel 
to Mirza, then Burdwan SP. Mirza 
is also heard talking to someone 
over the phone in the tapes, but 
has not revealed who was on the 
other side of the phone. 

Roy has claimed that no 
footage showed him receiving 
money. 

CBIbooks FSL dy 
director, senior 
officer for false 
DNA report to 
help rape accused

THE CBI has lodged a case of cor¬ 
ruption, conspiracy and abuse of 
official position against A K Shriv- 
astava, former deputy director of 
Forensics Science Laboratory (FSL), 
Rohini, as well as senior scientific 
officer L Babyto Devi for allegedly 
preparing false DNA reports to 
help the accused in three sexual 
assault cases registered in Delhi. 

The three cases in question, 
which were probed by Delhi Pol¬ 
ice, were the Badarpur rape case 
(2013), the Samaypur Badli rape 
case (2012) and the unnatural sex 
case registered at the Mahindra 
Park police station in 2012. 

According to the CBI FIR, the 
two officers prepared incorrect 
records in the three cases with an 
intent to protect the accused. The 
agency has further alleged that an 
inquiry has prima facie establis¬ 
hed that reports and opinion giv¬ 
en by Srivastava and Devi in the 
cases are inconsistent with re¬ 
ports given subsequently by ex¬ 
perts of FSL, Rohini and experts of 
Central Forensic Science Labor¬ 
atory (CFSL) CBI, New Delhi. 

“It appears that L Babyto Devi 
and A K Srivastava either have de¬ 
liberately or dishonestly given fa¬ 
lse or incorrect reports by abusing 
their official position with object 
to give undue benefit to accused 
persons of above mentioned 
cases,” the CBI FIR alleged. 

In the Badarpur case, Devi had 
said DNA of the accused found on 
his undergarments did not match 
the DNA collected from the victim, 
which was found incorrect during 
a review by FSL experts and CFSL 
In the unnatural sex case, DNA pr¬ 
ofile of the accused developed by 
Devi and Shrivastava differed, 
which is scientifically not possi¬ 
ble. In the Samaypur Badli case 
too, DNA profile developed by 
Shrivastava and CFSL experts was 
different, making the report “sus¬ 
picious”, the CBI alleged.

Flat owners welcome order on

THE SUPREME Court on Friday 
asked Kerala government to pro¬ 
ceed with the demolition of flats 
built in violation of Coastal 
Regulation Zone (CRZ) norms at 
Maradu in Ernakulam district. 
This came after the state gave an 
undertaking that the process 
will be completed in 138 days. 

A bench of Justices Arun 
Mishra and S Ravindra Bhat also 
directed the state to pay an in¬ 
terim compensation of Rs 25 
lakh each to the affected flat 
owners and said the state can re¬ 
cover this from whoever is found 
responsible for the illegal 
constructions. 

The court awarded the com¬ 
pensation following upon the 
precedent set in the case of Kant 
Enclave in Faridabad which was 
ordered to be demolished. “We 
can’t leave them...You have to 
pay something. They need shel¬ 
ter too,’’Justice Mishra told sen¬ 
ior advocate Harish Salve, who 
appeared for the state’s Chief 
Secretary Tom Jose. 

The top court had on 
September 11,2018, held that the 
land on which Kant Enclave in 
Faridabad stood was forest land 
and ordered demolition of all 
construction there carried out af¬ 
ter August 18,1992. It had also 
asked the builder, R Kant & Co, to 
refund the investment made by 
people who got land from it, with 
interest at the rate of 18 per cent. 

On Friday, the bench said the 
“rest (of the amount) will de¬ 
pend on each case”. 

The court rejected the prayer 
by residents that they should not 
be evicted till they receive the in¬ 
terim compensation. 

At the outset, Salve submit¬ 
ted the affidavit containing the 
timeline for demolition. He also 
wondered if the demolition was 
a reasonable option considering 
its impact on environment and 
if the flats could be vacated in¬ 
stead. “Should never have been 
built...But are we compounding 
the problem by demolition,” he 
submitted. 

But the bench did not relent. 
“It has to be.Jf you can’t, we will 
ask for costs and ask somebody 
else to,” said Justice Mishra, 
adding that “government is not 


willing to” carry out the 
demolition. 

Justice Mishra said “our pri¬ 
mary concern is no such viola¬ 
tion in coastal zones”. The bench 
then asked Salve what the state’s 
proposal was. Salve said the state 
had drawn up an “action plan” 
under which demolition will be 
completed in 138 days. 

“What about the compensa¬ 
tion?” asked Justice Mishra. 

Justice Bhat then pointed out 
that there was the example of 
compensation paid to residents 
of Kant Enclave. The bench in¬ 
quired about the price of apart¬ 
ments. A counsel appearing for 
some residents said it was about 
Rs 1 crore now and Rs 39 lakh at 
the time of purchase about eight 
years back. 

Salve suggested that the 
court set up a commission 
which will look into the aspects 
of valuation etc. 

The senior counsel urged the 
court to also make the builders/ 
promoters parties, saying they 
should also suffer the legal con¬ 
sequences. Agreeing, the court 
issued them notices and asked 
the state to provide their details. 

Salve told the court that 
some residents had filed cheat¬ 
ing cases against the builders 
and they should go on separately 
as the builders may otherwise 
cite it to deny compensation. The 
bench clarified that those cases 
will run separately. 

Justice Mishra said some 
panchayat and municipality of¬ 
ficials may also have been re¬ 
sponsible and asked, “Should we 
hold them responsible?”. 

Salve said somebody will 
have to first see what had hap¬ 
pened. The municipality will say 
there was a central order which 
was stayed by the High Court 
and so we allowed, he added. 

The senior counsel requested 
the court to call for a report, but 
the bench refused and said, “We 
already called for a report and 
can’t examine that again.” 

Fixing the matter for hearing 
next on October 25, the court 
said it will appoint a retired 
judge to look into the other as¬ 
pects of the demolition. 

The state suggested a three- 
member committee, but the 
bench said one judge was 
enough and asked the Chief 
Secretary to suggest names.

FLAT OWNERS at Maradu on Fri¬ 
day welcomed the Supreme Co¬ 
urt order that they be paid interim 
compensation, but the builders 
are worried about the directive 
that the damages be recovered 
from them. 

The apex court has ordered 
Kerala government to pay interim 
compensation of Rs 25 lakh to 
each flat owner within four 
weeks. The court stated that the 
amount should be recovered from 
builders. The court had earlier or¬ 
dered that four apartments con¬ 
structed in violation of CRZ norms 
be razed and served an ultimatum 
to the state government to exe¬ 
cute this in a time-bound manner. 

Maradu Home Protection 
Samithi, an organisation of350- 
odd flat owners, welcomed the or¬ 
der. Its chairman Advocate 
Shamsudeen Karunagappally 
said, “We are ready to take com¬ 
pensation, but it should be on a par 
with the current market price of 
our flats. Also, there should be an 
undertaking from the government 
that it would guarantee that the 
builders pay the entire cost of our 
flats in a time-bound manner.” 


He said the government sho¬ 
uld restore supply of water and 
power, which have been snapped 
in a bid to flush out the residents. 
“Let the supplies be reinstated. We 
should be satisfied with alterna¬ 
tive arrangements the govern¬ 
ment is making for us. We will not 
let authorities dump us somewh¬ 
ere. Till we are convinced about 
the alternative arrangements, we 
will not move out,” he said. 

The Samithi said that since the 
rehabilitation exercise would cost 
the state government heavily, all 
political parties should think 
about bringing in a legislation to 
stall the demolition. 

There are 343 units in the four 
apartment complexes which face 
demolition. If the compensation 
is provided on market rates, it 
would cost Rs 300 to Rs 350 crore, 
according to industry sources. 

One of the builders said, “We 
have been victimised for faults of 
government officials and the coa¬ 
stal management authority. The 
court hasn’t heard us. The contro¬ 
versy has affected not only our 
business but also the real estate 
sector. The directive to pay com¬ 
pensation would wipe us out.” 

The police have registered 
cases against three builders and 
frozen their accounts following 


complaints from residents. Sour¬ 
ces said even resale of flats in other 
apartments constructed by the 
four builders is now difficult ‘We 
have to pay our staff. If we can’t op¬ 
erate bank accounts, how will we 
mn the business,” a builder said. 

Of the builders, three are bas¬ 
ed in Kochi and one in Chennai. 

Jain Constmctions and Hous¬ 
ing, based in Chennai, built Jain 
Coral Cove. The firm has been in 
the construction sector since 1987 
and has built 180-odd residential 
projects in South India. Ashok 
Mehta is its chairman. 

Holy Faith Builders And Devel¬ 
opers Private Limited in Kochi be¬ 
gan operations in 2005. Its Holy 
Faith H20 is identified for demo¬ 
lition. Managing Director Sany 
Francis has stakes in companies in 
plantations, tourism and finance 
sectors. Kochi-based Alfa Ventu¬ 
res built the Alfa Serene. The firm 
has stakes in apartments and 
commercial projects mainly in 
Kochi and is headed by Paul Raj. 

K P Varkey and V S Builders are 
builders of Golden Kayaloram. 
Founded in 2003, the group has 
nine apartment and commercial 
projects in Kerala. It has sister con¬ 
cerns in gold, hotel, timber and 
transport sectors. K VJose is man¬ 
aging director of the firm. 


NASA craft circling Moon unable to spot 
Vikram lander, will check again on Oct 14

A NASA spacecraft that flew over 
the location where Vikram lan¬ 
der module of India’s Chandra- 
yaan-2 Moon Mission was supp¬ 
osed to have landed has been 
unable to locate the missing 
spacecraft. NASA’s Lunar 
Reconnaissance Orbiter (LRO), 
which is circling the Moon since 
2009, will fly over that location 
again on October 14 and make 
another attempt to find Vikram. 

“LRO passed over the landing 
site on September 17 and acquir¬ 
ed a set of high-resolution images 
of the area; so far the LROC (LRO 
Camera) team has not been able 
to identify the lander,” according 
to a statement posted on the LROC 
webpage, handled by a team at 
the Arizona State University. 

It released images of the land¬ 
ing site. One of the images cap¬ 
tured a 150-km swathe of terri¬ 
tory around the site. 

The Vikram lander had failed 
in its attempt to make a soft land¬ 
ing on the Moon’s surface. While 
2.1 km above the Moon, it had de¬ 


viated from its scheduled flight 
path, unable to slow itself down 
at the rate required to make a safe 
landing. Moments later, when it 
was barely 335 metres above the 
Moon’s surface, it also lost con¬ 
tact with the ground station. 

At that instant, Vikram was 
travelling at a speed of more than 
200 km per hour. 

The Indian Space Research 
Organisation (ISRO) has so far ref¬ 
used to say anything about Vik- 


ram’s eventual fate. A few days af¬ 
ter the failed landing in the early 
hours of September 7, ISRO had 
said the Orbiter module of Chan- 
drayaan-2 mission, which is func¬ 
tioning normally, had spotted Vi¬ 
kram and taken thermal images 
of the spacecraft. However, ISRO 
has neither released the thermal 
images nor explained why nor¬ 
mal optical images could not be 
taken, either at that time or later. 

The Orbiter makes several 


revolutions of the Moon in a 
single day. 

The instruments on Vikram, 
and the embedded rover, 
Pragyaan, were designed to func¬ 
tion only for 14 days after the 
scheduled touchdown on 
September 7. After that, a lunar 
night, equivalent of 14 days on 
Earth, descended on the Moon, 
during which temperatures dip to 
as low as minus 200 degrees 
Celsius in the area where Vikram 
is supposed to have landed. 

Electronics on the instru¬ 
ments were not designed to with¬ 
stand such low temperatures. 

The LRO statement said when 
the spacecraft flew over the area 
on September 17, it was already 
dusk on the Moon, and it was pos¬ 
sible that Vikram could be hiding 
behind the shadows. 

“We note that it was dusk 
when the landing area was im¬ 
aged and thus large shadows cov¬ 
ered much of the terrain, perhaps 
the Vikram lander is hiding in a 
shadow. The lighting will be favor¬ 
able when LRO passes over the 
site in October and LROC will at¬ 
tempt to image the lander at that 
time,” the statement said. 



All quiet on 
ISRO front 


More than 20 days after 
the failed landing, it is 
unlikely that ISRO does 
not know about the fate 
of the Vikram lander or 
its current state. ISRO has 
said a committee was 
examining data to reach 
a conclusion. A similar 
committee had been 
formed after the aborted 
launch of Chandrayaan- 
2 onjuly 15, as is done af¬ 
ter every such incident. 

ISRO has still not offi¬ 
cially said what problem 
had been found during 
the time of launch. 


Tamil Nadu police 
investigate Mumbai 
racket in N FF. T 
impersonation case

INVESTIGATION BY Tamil Nadu 
CB-CID into a case in which a 
Mumbai student allegedly imper¬ 
sonated and took the National Eli- 
gibility-cum-EntranceTest(NEET) 
for medical admission on behalf 
of a candidate from Tamil Nadu is 
leading to a Mumbai-based racket 
and a transaction of “not less than 
Rs 20 lakh”, it is learnt. 

Main accused Udit Surya and 
his father, Dr K S Venkitesh, a sen¬ 
ior government doctor at Stanley 
Medical College in Chennai, had 
allegedly hired a person to write 
the exam for Surya this year. 

While an anonymous com¬ 
plaint about the impersonation 
and Surya’s admission in Theni 
Medical College led to their arrest, 
Tamil Nadu CB-CID will soon pub¬ 
lish the photograph of the suspe¬ 
cted Mumbai student who took 
the test for Surya, sources said. 

The difference between the 
Mumbai student’s photograph in 
NEET examination hall ticket and 
mark cards and Surya’s address 
and his photograph used for ad¬ 
mission in Theni Medical College 
had helped the police ascertain 
there was a case of impersonation. 

An officer who is part of the 
probe team said Surya and Venk¬ 
itesh claim to have approached 
the Mumbai student, whose iden¬ 
tity has not been ascertained yet, 
through touts. “A NEET coaching 
centre in Chennai led them to 
touts, as it was evident that Surya 
was unlikely to clear NEET due to 
his poor performance in previous 
attempts and coaching,” the offi¬ 
cer said. “They have paid not less 
than Rs 20 lakh to touts and the 
student who wrote the exam. We 
have evidence of his father’s fre-

quent Mumbai trips during the 
period and cash withdrawals.” 

However, the officer said, so far 
no suspected cash transaction 
through their bank account has 
emerged. 

The probe is also looking at the 
role of an official at Madurai Med¬ 
ical College who handled Surya’s 
admission. “He allegedly made 
some compromises in the initial 
probe to protect Surya even after 
the impersonation came to light,” 
the officer said. “He will soon be 
called for a detailed interrogation.” 

Another officer with knowl¬ 
edge of Surya and his father’s in¬ 
terrogation said they have con¬ 
fessed to the crime, and the 
confessions were recorded digi¬ 
tally for further evidence. “They 
refused to reveal several details 
even though they confessed to the 
crime and gave details on how 
they executed it,” the officer said. 

Surya, Venkitesh and the lat¬ 
ter’s wife, who were absconding 
for more than a week, had earlier 
moved a bail plea in Madurai ben¬ 
ch of Madras High Court. After the 
court observed that charges were 
serious and refused to take an im¬ 
mediate decision, a CB-CID team 
took custody of the three from a 
lodge in Tirupati two days ago. 
The court Thursday allowed Sur¬ 
ya’s mother to go, and sent Surya 
and Venkitesh to judicial custody. 


MP HONEYTRAP CASE 

Special DG accuses 
DGP of trying to 
tarnish his image

AMID SPECULATION over names 
of people involved in the alleged 
honeytrap racket that has domi¬ 
nated headlines in Madhya 
Pradesh, Special DG Purushottam 
Sharma has accused the state’s 
topmost police officer, DGP V K 
Singh, of resorting to a “low-level” 
campaign to defame him. 

Three days ago, Singh asked 
Sharma to explain why a flat had 
been rented for the cyber cell in 
Ghaziabad without the knowl¬ 
edge or permission from police 
headquarters. The flat has now 
been vacated. The notice was is¬ 
sued amid media reports that a 
flat rented by an IPS officer near 
Delhi had been used by people 
involved in the alleged racket. 

The matter came to light re¬ 
cently in Indore, where an engi¬ 
neer with Indore Municipal 
Corporation approached the po¬ 
lice with a complaint that he was 
being blackmailed with a sex clip. 

Sharma, who is attending a 
conference organised by the 
Kerala government at 
Thiruvananthapuram, told The 
Indian Express that he got to 
know about the notice and the 
DGP’s statement—given to a lo¬ 
cal newspaper — on Thursday. 
He said he was shocked to learn 
that the news clippings had been 
deliberately circulated in police 
headquarters and on social me¬ 
dia to tarnish his image. 


The special DG, who is also 
in-charge of the cyber cell, spoke 
to Chief Minister Kamal Nath to 
present his side of the story. He 
said the flat had been rented 
only a fortnight ago and was 
meant to facilitate the stay of 
constables and head constables 
“who go to Delhi to carry out 
raids and arrest culprits. If they 
stay in hotels and claim TA/DA, 
it will run into lakhs. Where is 
the honeytrap in this?” 

Sharma said he had sent a 
copy of the rent agreement to 
the headquarters. “I did not seek 
sanction. I have been using my 
discretionary funds,” he said. “I 
am the seniormost (in line of 
next DGP) and have four-and-a 
-half years to go in service. DGs 
come and DGs go. It does not 
matter if I become DG or not. But 
senior officers should not resort 
to such a low level and engage in 
witch hunt.” 

Sources in the police head¬ 
quarters confirmed that the no¬ 
tice had been sent by the DGP to 
Sharma. Singh’s phone was 
switched off. 

Sources, however, said the 
flat had been rented nearly two 
months ago and not last fort¬ 
night. When the agreement 
reached the headquarters, the 
DGP was not in town. 

Sharma got in touch with the 
IPS association with a request to 
call a meeting and stop name¬ 
calling, which he said was 
damaging the image of the po¬ 
lice force. 


Facebook Top Platform With Most Manipulation Activity, Finds Oxford Project 

India, Pak among 7 nations with state actors active online for propaganda: study

INDIA FIGURES in a small bunch 
of seven countries — along with 
China, Iran, Pakistan, Russia, Saudi 
Arabia, and Venezuela — where 
state actors use computational 
propaganda on Facebook and 
Twitter to influence global audi¬ 
ences, according to a comprehen- 
sive report on disinformation 
campaigns released by the 
Computational Propaganda proj¬ 
ect at Oxford on Thursday. 

The report found at least seven 


instances of “cyber troops” in 
India, and private contractors 
came out to be the most active 
“cyber troops” in the country. 

These troops are “government 
or political party actors tasked 
with manipulating public opinion 
online”, according to the report, 
and only Malaysia, Philippines, the 
UAE, and the US had as many or 
more instances as India The report 
labelled India as “medium capac¬ 
ity” for “cyber troops”. It stated, 
“Multiple teams ranging in size 
from 50-300 people. Multiple 
contracts and advertising expen¬ 
ditures valued at over 1.4M US.” 


Other countries in thecategory are 
Brazil, Pakistan, and the UK. 

Over three years, the researc¬ 
hers examined 70 countries in 
which these operations do three 
things: suppress fundamental 
human rights, discredit political 
opposition, and drown out polit¬ 
ical dissent. 

In India, cyber troop activity 
was found in two instances by a 
political party or politicians, three 
or more instances by a private 
contractor, on one instance by civil 
society organisation, and one by 
citizens and influencers. 

In the first big crackdown on 


fake accounts for “inauthentic be¬ 
haviour” in the run-up to Lok Sab- 
ha polls in April, Facebook remo¬ 
ved more than 700 pages, groups 
and accounts from India. Those 
taken down include accounts as¬ 
sociated with the Congress IT cell 
and Silver Touch Technologies, a 
company that has worked for the 
government and the BJP. They 
were taken down for attempts to 
deceive users of their identities, 
according to the company. 

The report found that in India, 
bot-led automated manipulation 
as well as human-led manipula¬ 
tion spread propaganda for a 


party, attacked its political oppo¬ 
sition, and spread polarising mes¬ 
saging designed to drive divisions. 

In India, it found the use of dis¬ 
information and media manipu¬ 
lation, data-driven strategies, am¬ 
plifying content by flooding 
hashtags, and troll armies that ha¬ 
rass dissidents or journalists on¬ 
line. The only technique that the 
researchers did not find in India 
that was present in other coun¬ 
tries was mass-reporting of con¬ 
tent or accounts. 

“The co-option of social me¬ 
dia technologies provides author¬ 
itarian regimes with a powerful 


tool to shape public discussions 
and spread propaganda online, 
while simultaneously surveilling, 
censoring, and restricting digital 
public spaces,” the report says. 

Of the 70 countries, 44 had 
campaigns conducted by govern¬ 
ment actors, such as a digital min¬ 
istry or the military, and 45 had 
campaigns led by political parties 
or politicians, the report found. 
This is a 150-per cent increase in 
countries using organised social 
media manipulation campaigns. 

This year, 70 countries saw 
campaigns of this kind; the corre¬ 
sponding figures 48 in 2018, and 


28 in the year before. 

The methodology involved 
news reporting analysis, a second¬ 
ary literature review of public 
archives and scientific reports, 
drafting country case studies, and 
expert consultations. 

On a platform-wise break¬ 
down of the campaigns, India ap¬ 
peared on Facebook, WhatsApp 
and Twitter but not on YouTube 
and Instagram. Even with a grow¬ 
th of these activities on WhatsApp, 
Instagram and YouTube, the re¬ 
port found that Facebook still 
firmly remained the platform with 
the most manipulation activity.

SENTENCING THE former 
Commissioner of Customs and 
Central Excise, Cochin, and his wife 
to five years in prison in a dispro¬ 
portionate assets case on Friday, a 
Delhi court said, “the virus of cor¬ 
ruption has engulfed the entire fab¬ 
ric of our society”. 

Special Judge Virender Bhat 
made the remarks while sentenc¬ 
ing Vijay Kumar Puri and his wife, 
Amita Puri. The judge also imposed 
a fine of Rs 42 lakh on the couple. 


Puri was accused by the Central 
Bureau of Investigation (CBI) of ac¬ 
cumulating wealth to the tune of 
over Rs 42 lakh from June 1998 to 
2002 , when he held several high 
profile posts in the customs and ex¬ 
cise department. His wife was ac¬ 
cused of assisting him in parking 
these assets in bank accounts and 
procuring forged receipts from a 
jewellery store to cover up the ille¬ 
gal gains. 

While deciding on the sentence, 
the judge said that he was re¬ 
minded of Kautilya’s philosophy on 
sentencing: “whoever imposes se¬ 
vere punishment becomes repul¬ 


sive to people while he who awards 
mild punishment becomes con¬ 
temptible. The ruler just with the 
rod is honoured. When discerned 
punishment is given, it endows the 
subject with spiritual good, mate¬ 
rial well-being and pleasure of the 
senses.” 

The judge said the philosophy is 
“woven into our statute and into our 
jurisprudence and it is the duty of 
the courts to bear this in mind”. 

During the hearing, the CBI 
counsel, Neetu Singh, submitted to 
the court that the property gained 
by the couple should be confiscated. 
Puri’s counsel submitted that there

officials worried

A FIFTH suspected case of 
Elephant endotheliotropic her¬ 
pes vims (EEHV) in the state has 
officials in the state worried. 

Four elephants — three fe¬ 
males and one male in the age 
group of 6-10 — have succumbed 
to EEHV in the past month in 
Nandan Kanan Zoo in 
Bhubaneswar. The fifth sus¬ 
pected case was reported from 
the Chandaka forest area. State 
forest officials visited the animal 
on Thursday but were unable to 
discern if it would survive. 

EEHV is a rare infection 
which, according to experts, has 
no “true cure”. The EEHV cases 
reported from the state are a first 
in the country. 

“It is confirmed that (ele¬ 
phant) deaths (in Nandan Kanan) 
were due to EEHV (strain 1A) as 
confirmed by Indian Veterinary 
Research Institute (IVRI)”, said Dr 
S P Yadav, member-secretary 
Central Zoo Authority (CZA). “No 
one can say what triggered the 
virus, which most elephants 
carry just as most humans carry 
a cold vims. When EEHV is trig¬ 
gered, elephant dies of massive 
internal bleeding and symptoms 
which are hardly visible.” 

The fifth case however, has 
worried officials as it is the first 
reported from the wild. “If ele¬ 
phants in the wild start falling 
prey to the vims, then treatment 
will be very difficult,” Principal 
Chief Conservator of Forests 
(PCCF) and Chief Wildlife 
Warden (CWW) H S Upadhyay 
told The Indian Express. It will be 
extremely hard to track down 
every wild elephant in the state 
and test whether they are posi¬ 
tive for EEHV and the state gov¬ 
ernment cannot afford the man¬ 
power, he said. 

According to the experts at 
the Washington-based 
Smithsonian’s National Zoo and 
Conservation Biology Institute, 
“there is no tme cure for herpes 
viruses in animals or in hu¬ 
mans". It adds, “Because herpes 
viruses go latent, we won’t be 
able to find a ‘cure’ but we hope 
to collaborate in refining effec¬ 
tive treatments and help in the 
development of a vaccine to 
prevent EEHV”. 

“The biggest problem is that 
the disease is very fatal and has 
a short disease course of 28-35 
hours,” senior veterinarian at 
Nandan Kanan, Alok Kumar Das, 
said. 

“This means we have to take 
a very quick call on a suspected 
EEHV case and kick off treat¬ 
ment protocols. This treatment 
is a combination of anti-viral 
therapy, aggressive fluid therapy 
(to counter haemorrhaging), 
immuno-stimulant dmgs (sele¬ 
nium and Vitamins C, E), anti¬ 
pyretics and analgesics (to bring 
down fever)," he said.

The NRC spectre 


Look east, act fast 

India should join RCEP, but negotiate a better deal 

to safeguard its interests

BJP leaders are not serving any national interest by spreading 
panic that NRC will soon be implemented across India 

T HE PANIC SPARKED off by the spectre of NRC (National Register of Citizens) 
should serve a warning to politicians who have been talking about its imple¬ 
mentation across the country soon. Across West Bengal, queues are length¬ 
ening outside government offices with people seeking the documents nec¬ 
essary for inclusion in the NRC; there have even been reports of suicide, reportedly due 
to “panic” and “depression” for want of papers. With the Assam experience fresh, where 
nearly 19 lakh people are out of the NRC and uncertain about their future, people in West 
Bengal are taking no chances. No assurance from Chief Minister Mamata Banerjee seems 
to convince a worried population, many of them having crossed over from East Pakistan 
and Bangladesh during Partition in 1947 and after the 1971 war, that the state has no in¬ 
tention to introduce an NRC. 

Public anxiety is not surprising since senior functionaries of the BJP have been insist¬ 
ing that the NRC is a given. BJP President and Union Home Minister Amit Shah recently 
said: “The people of the country took a decision in 2019. We are here to bring the NRC, and 
those who are excluded will be sent out of the country after due legal process.” Ahead of 
the general election, Shah infamously referred to illegal migrants as termites and said a 
BJP government would pick up infiltrators and throw them into the sea. The BJP func¬ 
tionaries have also introduced a communal angle in the citizenship debate by insisting 
that Hindus excluded from the NRC would be protected. Earlier this week, the BJP gen¬ 
eral secretary in charge of the party in West Bengal, Kailash Vijayvargiya said: “As na¬ 
tional general secretary of BJP, I want to assure all of you that NRC will be implemented 
but not a single Hindu will have to leave the country. Each and every Hindu will be given 
citizenship.” RSS supremo Mohan Bhagwat too has reportedly said that the RSS will stand 
by Hindus not listed in the final NRC in Assam and that Hindus anywhere in India need 
not worry. The Delhi BJP has turned shrill in its demand for NRC, following in the footsteps 
of the chief ministers of Haryana and UP. 

The NRC was proposed for Assam in 1951 in the backdrop of the extraordinary polit¬ 
ical history of the region before Partition: The national in NRC does not indicate any na¬ 
tional intent. And the idea of citizenship envisaged by the Indian Constitution does not 
discriminate on the basis of religion. The founding fathers of the republic also did not en¬ 
visage that this country should close its borders to people fleeing political and economic 
turmoil. The BJP leadership is surely not serving national interest by erasing this history 
and whipping up anxieties over questions that can cause deep cleavages in the society.

W HEN A 178-YEAR-OLD travel agency says, as it did in its slogan, “Don’t 
just book it, Thomas Cook it”, a particular confidence shines through. 
That consumer faith can be transposed onto an entity which under¬ 
stands your travel interests with a higher degree of perception. That 
was before the World Wide Web disrupted the tourism landscape. Thomas Cook did do 
its best over the years. But the old travel firm, Thomas Cook UK, which catered to approx¬ 
imately 19 million travellers a year across 16 countries, entered compulsory liquidation 
earlier this week. The company reportedly was $2.1 billion in debt. 

Factors such as Brexit have been stated as reasons compounding the firm’s financial 
woes. However, the inability of the firm to adapt digitally is being highlighted as an ex¬ 
ample of how brick-and-mortar travel stores may lose relevance. Thomas Cook had up¬ 
wards of600 physical outlets — called “high street” stores in the UK for their prime loca¬ 
tion. That’s a staggering amount of overhead expenditure, when a digital presence is 
almost free in comparison. The firm’s overall approach stood at odds with an industry 
where Online Travel Agents (OTAs) and User-Generated Content (UGC) are crucial infor¬ 
mation sources. A 2018 World Bank report notes how, in 2017, TripAdvisor bookings alone 
made up US$546 billion of global tourism spend. Online travel reviews on TripAdvisor, the 
report noted, “have grown to 660 million in 2018... A study by OTA Expedia and Comscore... 
found that in 2016, US travelers alone spent 8.7 billion minutes consuming digital travel 
content, a 41 per cent increase year-on-year.” 

Does this mean curtains for the travel agent as we have known? Yes and no. While high 
rentals and cost overheads make physical presence non-competitive vis a vis online por¬ 
tals, the information overload online and the yearning for an assuring human hand to sift 
through the data and make it simple may help trusted firms stay in business. For instance, 
a 2017-18 study by MMGY Global said 33 per cent of millennials in the US would prefer to 
hire travel agents in the next two years. Breaking down a 2019 industry report, TTG Asia, 
a leading Asia-Pacific travel-trade group, states how 42 per cent of travellers find the lack 
of human interaction fmstrating, up from 38 per cent in 2018. At an international travel fo¬ 
rum in May, Deloitte’s lead partner travel, Alistair Pritchard, reportedly said a combina¬ 
tion of factors, especially information overload, is going to ensure “the return of the travel 
expert”. If not Thomas Cook, someone else might continue to Cook it. 


Eigenface chic 

In the battle for privacy, war paint is proving to be the most 
efficient means of confusing facial recognition 

A S PRIVACY CONCERNS grow over the rampant use of facial recognition tech¬ 
nology on the street, and in shops and private spaces, the anti-face move¬ 
ment is catching up. It is a technology problem, and the solution was ex¬ 
pected to be technological. Who would have expected the perfect hack to 
arrive in the guise of fashion? This week, as London Fashion Week closed, the Dazzle Club 
took a walk in London’s King’s Cross, wearing war paint that anonymised them in plain 
sight in the heart of the world’s most camera-dense city. 

The name is obviously a grateful nod to the technologist and artist Adam Harvey’s CV 
Dazzle project, which exploits weaknesses in the OpenCV library for real-time computer 
vision. Facial recognition depends on Eigenfaces, the set of vector maps used in facial 
recognition, which are sensitive to factors like the distance between the eyes, and their 
relation to the corners of the mouth. With present technology, covering part of the face 
or wearing shades does not help. OpenCV simply works with what it can see, and ignores 
your pathetic attempts at concealment. 

But weird makeup and hairdos which distort the apparent proportions of the face 
work. CV Dazzle is a set of blazes, patterns and cosmetics worn on the face to confuse 
cameras. But designers aren’t satisfied with just thwarting facial recognition. They are 
culture jamming, too, choking the system with junk data and noise. The raddest strategy 
is clothes printed with the faces of celebrities, which divert the cameras from your face. 
They see Barack Obama, Janis Joplin, Che Guevara, even Elvis himself. They see everyone 
except you. As cameras become pervasive in India, we need local flavour. The nation 
where political workers wear the face of their leader also deserve camouflage gear. We’ll 
take the Netaji T-shirt, thank you. 


THE RCEP NEGOTIATIONS have entered the 
final phase. A ministerial level meeting ear¬ 
lier this month in Bangkok, following similar 
consultations last month in Beijing and a 
trade negotiating committee meeting cur¬ 
rently in progress in Vietnam, all signal a 
quickening pace.

Even with 
existing FTA partners, if we can improve mar¬ 
ket access with deeper concessions such as in 
cotton yarn with Korea or on easier rules of 
origin with Japan for shrimps or for cut and 
polished diamonds, these would help.

tariff barriers. Side letters assuring fast track 
consideration for evaluation and access for 
our generics, already having approvals from 
USFDA or EMA, on the lines we have with 
Singapore, would be extremely important. 
While our exports of pharma items world¬ 
wide were $13.28 billion in 2018-19, bulk of 
it were to advanced markets like the US (39 
per cent) and EU (13 per cent). Exports to 
RCEP countries like Korea (0.1 per cent), 
Japan (0.4 per cent) and China (0.4 per cent) 
were paltry. If RCEP is promoting regional in¬ 
tegration, these should rapidly rise. 

It would be critical to seek time bound 
approvals on safety for auto and other engi¬ 
neering items and certification of farm prod¬ 
ucts on sanitary and phytosanitary grounds 
without delay. Here again, the wide diver¬ 
gence between acceptance of our products 
in other advanced markets and East Asia 
stands out. It is also essential to have an insti¬ 
tutional consultative process on NTBs. An ag¬ 
grieved member should be able to get NTB 
issues faced by it in any market peer re¬ 
viewed and have the opportunity to per¬ 
suade the RCEP collegium. 

On imports, there is an unease about RCEP 
among several segments of Indian industry. 
They need time to face more intense compe¬ 
tition. China has market dominance in sev¬ 
eral sectors even without an FTA. Tariff phase¬ 
outs for imports, therefore, need to be longer 
than in the earlier FTAs and be extended to 
15-20 years. Back-loading reductions would 
also be needed in certain areas. Strategic sec¬ 
tors like steel or non-ferrous metals, where 
RCEP countries like China have significant 
over-capacity, need to be carefully handled. 
Agriculture, sheltered in earlier FTAs, needs 
calibrated opening through use of tariff rate 
quotas on sensitive products as several RCEP 
countries are strong agricultural exporters. 

A reassuring safeguard mechanism in 
RCEP against import surges will be crucial. 
To be effective, it would be necessary to have 
tailored safeguard measures; one for agri¬ 
culture, second for strategic sectors like fer¬ 
rous and non-ferrous products having over¬ 
capacity and third for the remaining. Several 
FTAs globally do have separate safeguards 
including for autos and farm items. 

It can be asked, why enter RCEP with so 
many caveats? If we are not ready, why not 


stay out? First, an initiative like RCEP which 
offers us the opportunity to economically in¬ 
tegrate more closely with this dynamic re¬ 
gion happens rarely and may not wait for us 
indefinitely. Even if quickly concluded, legal 
scrubbing and ratifications may lead to RCEP 
not being operational before 2021. 

Second, the rest of RCEP (barring perhaps 
CLM countries) is relatively more integrated 
than India. Only through such closer associ¬ 
ation can mechanisms like mutual recogni¬ 
tion arrangements (MRAs) in professional 
services or equivalence of product standards 
can be developed. 

Third, Commerce Minister Piyush Goyal 
recently said that on the export front, the 
government is willing to take bold decisions 
and a trillion dollar of exports in the next five 
years is eminently doable. He added that this 
was essential if the target of a $5-trillion 
economy has to be reached by 2025. If so, 
India needs easier market access that can be 
provided by FTAs like RCEP. 

Fourth, when a country signs a major FTA, 
more suitors line up not wanting to disadvan¬ 
tage their exports. If India can use this FTA dy¬ 
namics to get candidates like the EU to show 
more flexibility, it should be welcome. 

Fifth, domestic export capacities alone 
will not be adequate even as they require 
scaling up to double our exports. Foreign in¬ 
vestments, including in value chains will be 
needed and those relocating from China may 
show interest. Investors will be more per¬ 
suaded if India has a wider FTA portfolio. 
World trade is increasingly routed through 
preferential arrangements. 

Foreign investors also look for ease of do¬ 
ing business and a predictable and stable en¬ 
vironment. Otherwise, they will go and in¬ 
vest in other RCEP countries and target their 
exports to India. The recent drastic reduction 
effected in corporate tax rates, particularly 
for new manufacturing units, is a very timely 
and huge step. These need to be supple¬ 
mented with other domestic reforms, par¬ 
ticularly to facilitate labour intensive manu¬ 
facturing. We should not be looking to alight 
from the RCEP bus, but to negotiate hard for 
a comfortable seat.

The Morbidity Of Jihad 

Pakistan has compromised its internal sovereignty by supporting non-state actors 


TARIQ. RAHMAN, DEAN at the School of the 
Liberal Arts and Social Sciences at the 
Beaconhouse National University, Lahore, 
has written the most comprehensive book 
on jihad, the religious war of Islam, exercis¬ 
ing the minds of Muslims and non-Muslims 
alike. Interpretations of Jihad in South Asia: An 
Intellectual History (OUP) begins with the 
erstwhile but now ignored thinkers like Sir 
Syed Ahmed Khan and Maulvi Chiragh Ali 
who thought jihad was defensive war and 
not conquest to collect more jizya (poll-tax 
on non-Muslims). 

This book looks at the lack of scholarly con¬ 
sensus on what jihad means, especially in the 
hands of radical organisations such as al Qaeda 
and the Islamic State. It takes 323 pages of the 
most absorbing scholarship to understand the 
radical jihad, springing mostly from the au¬ 
thority of Ibn Taymiyya (1262-1328) and cul¬ 
minating in the disputed hadith about 
Ghazwa-e-Hind, legalising and prompting an 
uprising against India in Kashmir. 

The book rivets attention on the details of 
the phenomenon of extremism among 
Muslims that has ended up in jihad, killing 
more Muslims than non-believers. Pakistan 
has been the testing ground of theories of ji¬ 
had that, some say, have been ordained in the 
Quran, which also lays down qital (killing) as 
an injunction. Pakistan has been the victim 
of the covert war which was supposed to be

directed at the infidels. This should be instruc¬ 
tive, given the aimless bloodshed, unless 
Pakistan doesn’t care about it. 

In terms of governance, the jihadi state has 
to surrender internal sovereignty because pri¬ 
vate jihadi organisations have to be located in 
civil society and have to be exempted from 
municipal law in respect of their use of 
weapons and training. States can tolerate the 
diminution of external sovereignty — mostly 
owing to economic weakness—but they can¬ 
not survive the surrender of internal sover¬ 
eignty. There can be no governance when the 
state is not sovereign, even internally. The 
problem of “extraterritoriality” has been the 
most pressing problem in Pakistan's gover¬ 
nance under the doctrine of jihad. 

More than 50 per cent of its territory was 
outside the municipal jurisdiction of the state 
since Pakistan had failed to bring the whole 
of Balochistan under the normal writ of the 
state and had preserved till 2018 the 
Federally Administered Tribal Areas (FATA) 
as a relic of the British Raj's “buffer” territory. 
Jihad created an extended “extraterritorial¬ 
ity” or “no-go areas” that assaulted the big 
cities of Pakistan. In the smaller cities, the en¬ 
tire administration may have been run by 
non-state actors, as happened in Toba Tek 
Singh when the champion of Pakistani jihad, 
Lashkar-e-Toiba, was the most powerful mili¬ 
tia in the country. 


Any discussion of law and order in Pakistan 
in the past has mn headlong into the state's 
policy of (proxy) jihad. Because jihad was 
fought with mercenary troops, there was a 
sharing of the sovereignty of the state with ji¬ 
hadi leaders. There is resistance among politi¬ 
cians to the post-9/11 perceived policy of giv¬ 
ing up jihad because the world increasingly 
equates jihad to terrorism through the FATF. 
There is apparently no realisation that jihad 
militates against governance above all. 

Rahman wonders at the book’s conclu¬ 
sion: “This study has concerned itself only 
with ideas about jihad. Perhaps the crucial 
question, not addressed here, is whether 
people are really influenced by these ideas? 
In short, is it because there are radical inter¬ 
pretations in circulation on the internet, 
among role models of the peer group, among 
friends and relatives, that people get radi¬ 
calised? Or is it that they join for other rea¬ 
sons such as poverty, lack of education, men¬ 
tal illness, sexual frustration, or money?” 

Rahman takes note of Suhail Abbas, a 
Pakistani psychologist who examined 517 
men in jail “for having attempted to go to 
Afghanistan to fight US troops”. His conclu¬ 
sion was that all “jihadis” suffered from “psy¬ 
chological morbidity”.

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Economic Offences

The 
qusetion will, however, be further discussed 
by the chief election commissioner at a 
meeting with the state chief secretaries be¬ 
fore he takes a final decision. While the CEC 
has been insisting that polling be completed 
across the country in a single day, a large 
number of state governments have felt that 
it would not be possible for them to make 
arrangements for a one-day poll. The rea¬ 
son for this is the constraints of resources, 
particularly of law and order enforcement 
machinery. 


Hindu Succession Act 

SOCIALLY CONSCIOUS WOMEN and lawyers 
have come out strongly against the Haryana 
Bill amending the Hindu Succession Act to 
debar Hindu women from inheriting prop¬ 
erty from their parents.

The making of history 

Modi Econ 2.0 has started with a big bang—the largest corporate tax cut in 
world history for new manufacturing firms. Surely this is just the beginning

ON SEPTEMBER 20, Finance Minister 
Nirmala Sitharaman announced one of the 
largest corporate tax cuts in world history. 
For all companies that don’t avail exemptions 
or incentives, the new corporate tax rate was 
set at 22 per cent while for new manufactur¬ 
ing firms established after October 1 (and 
who start production before 2023), the cor¬ 
porate tax rate was set at 15 per cent. The pre¬ 
vailing corporate rate — 30 per cent. The rel¬ 
evant tax rate is with surcharges and cesses 
— this has been reduced from 35 per cent to 
25 per cent (all firms) and from 35 per cent to 
17 per cent (new manufacturing firms). 

Analysts, commentators and economists 
have looked at these large, historical, tax cuts 
and debated whether they will have any im¬ 
pact on demand or GDP growth. A dominant 
belief is that this is a supply-side intervention 
and even if it were to have an effect on de¬ 
mand, it will be only after a considerable lag. 
Some are even opining that this is neither a 
supply nor a demand side intervention but 
instead a “gift” to the corporate sector; others 
believe that what is needed to revive demand 
and GDP growth are long-term structural re¬ 
forms. According to them, only structural 
changes that kindle animal spirits, agricul¬ 
ture, quality of education, improved health¬ 
care, etc. matter for growth acceleration. (Add 
a structural change in weather as well). 

These Godot experts believe India’s time 
will come but only when Godot arrives — af¬ 
ter much needed structural reforms. By def¬ 
inition, structural reforms mean policies that 
have not been in place, to date. Godot needs 
to answer as to how, and why, India managed 
to grow at 7+ per cent for more than a decade 
without structural change? 

We believe that a large part of the recent 
Indian growth decline to 5 per cent is cyclical, 
caused by both global (trade wars) and do¬ 
mestic factors. A major contributor to India’s 
growth sluggishness (and decline) are dis¬ 
torted domestic policies, particularly corpo¬ 
rate tax rates (highest in the world) and real 
policy rates (highest in the world). 

We go into details below, but we do want 
to make an Econ 000 point—cutting the cor¬ 
porate tax rates is both a supply and a de¬ 
mand intervention. Even the supply effect 
will likely not take long to materialise. On the 
demand side, there is the wealth effect, due 
to higher asset prices. Assume for a moment 
that the stock market rise is at least 15 per 
cent for the fiscal year from the close of trade 
on September 19 (Sensex at 36,000 and Nifty 
at 10,700). In one week, the stock market is up 
more than 8 per cent. We realise this maybe 
noise but the estimate of only an additional 
7 per cent rise over the next six months is 
conservative. Each 1 per cent rise in market 
cap is approximately Rs 1.4 lc (lakh crore). A 
15 per cent rise translates into an additional 
Rs 21 lc. Global estimates of wealth effect on 
consumption vary but a magnitude of .05 is 
reasonable, that is, the wealth effect can be 
expected to yield an additional [(.05*21) or 
1.05 lc or] Rs 1,05,000 crore of consumption. 
[Note that we have completely ignored the 


wealth effect emanating from the likely sta¬ 
bilisation, and increase, in house prices] 

An important additional demand effect 
is via additional investment. The sceptics 
(Godot fans?) will say that since there is ex¬ 
cess capacity there will be no additional in¬ 
vestment until demand magically reappears. 
Of course, this argument is close to tautolog¬ 
ical and as close to “Ganga gaye to Gangadas 
aur jamuna gaye to jamunadas”. With this 
view, there is no wealth effect and no invest¬ 
ment effect and no growth effect — at what¬ 
ever time we are, we are at a standstill. This 
logic defies logic. There is bound to be an ad¬ 
ditional effect on investment. 

We will report on cross-country results 
at a later date, but we do expect a 2.5 percent¬ 
age point rise in real investment over the next 
two years. This will take real investment 
close to 35.5 per cent of GDP or less than 1.5 
percentage points away from the peak of 36.8 
per cent reached in 2011 Q.3. Needless to say, 
this is additional demand, and additional 
GDP in the economy. And needless to add, 
but this investment increase is unlikely to oc¬ 
cur if the RBI/MPC persist with the highest 
real rates in the world. Just like woman does 
not live on bread alone, investment is 
strongly affected by both tax rates and the 
cost of credit. The other policy shoe needs to 
fall for acche din to happen.

participants). Earlier this year, only two econ¬ 
omists argued for a cut in CTR — the same 
two also argued for a cut in the real policy 
rates. The rest said don’t tinker, worry about 
the fiscal deficit, etc. And yes, some experts 
said the real policy problem pertaining to 
Indian GDP growth was that the exchange 
rate was overvalued. Note that these expert 
views were made at the time of the lowest 
real (and nominal) GDP growth in decades. 

Hence, when the announcement was 
made on September 20, there were some 
who thought this was fake news! That is 
how much history was in the making. 

A real perspective on history is provided 
via the OECD corporate tax database for close 
to 60 countries (since 2000). The data has 
1,155 observations on CTR and 1,057 coun¬ 
try-year observations on change in CTR. For 
countries with a population above 5 million 
(682 observations), there are only 161 obser¬ 
vations of any change in the tax rate. Of these, 
126 show a decline; only 34 show a decline 
of more than 3 ppt and only 14 countries cut 
taxes in any year by more than 5 per cent 
(Germany did it twice 15.8 ppt in 2001 and 
10.6 ppt in 2008). Other countries in the club 
of a 10 per cent cut in CTR are France (2018), 
Hungary (2017) and Paraguay and Turkey 
(both in 2006). 

India now joins this club of bold tax pol¬ 
icy-makers — just 2 per cent of the total 
changes made in the 21 st century. As we said 
earlier, while data are not easily available, this 
is possibly in all history, since tax increases, 
like death, have been a certainty. And large 
tax cuts have been rarer than the sighting of 
the blue whale. That is how historic is the de¬ 
cision made in Modi 2.0 and FM NS 1.0. The 
nation owes a strong debt of gratitude to 
these two masters of India’s economic fate. 

We want to end with a speculation. We 
believe that there is a strong possibility of a 
final corporate tax cut with the adoption of 
the direct tax code (DTC). The latter has to 
happen, and the most likely date is February 
2020. The FM has left us with two corporate 
tax rates —15 per cent (new manufacturing 
firms) and 22 per cent (all firms). Maybe the 
DTC compromise will be somewhere in-be¬ 
tween — say 18 per cent for all firms?

Of sour grapes 

The move to quit Commonwealth Games on flimsy grounds is unfair to athletes 


IT NEEDED A Shah Rukh Khan film ( Chak Del 
India, 2007) to put the focus on Suraj Lata Devi 
and Mamta Kharab — five years after India’s 
2002 Commonwealth Games (CWG) gold in 
women’s hockey. India had beaten England 
for the CWG gold then, defeating Australia in 
the semifinals, and it wasn’t a lightweight 
achievement. 

Except, the Indian Olympic Association 
(IOA) boss, Narinder Batra, now calls the 
Commonwealth Games a “waste of time” be¬ 
cause “the level of competition isn’t high”. His 
grouse is that India wins anything between 
70 and 100 medals at the CWG, but just two 
at the Olympics — so the conversion is 
abysmal. India won 57 medals at the Asiad 
before the 2016 Rio Olympics, but no one 
talks of dumping that one. 

The Indian men’s hockey team h as never 
won a CWG gold. Because, as Batra will no¬ 
tice, Australia tends to be very high compe¬ 
tition. The event is not a waste if it has un¬ 
earthed gems like Ashish Kumar and Dipa 
Karmakar in gymnastics. Saina Nehwal, 
Jwala Gutta and Ashwini Ponappa’s first flush 
of finals’ success also came at the CWG, fol¬ 
lowed by the World Championship and 
Olympic medals. Manika Batra, with her 
twin gold performance in table tennis, was a 
revelation at the CWG Gold Coast. Clearly, 
the gains — if not squandered — can convert 
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to Olympic success, if everyone concerned 
maintains perspective. 

Here is where Batra’s views are coming 
from: Sports like shooting, wrestling, 
weightlifting, and even badminton and table 
tennis, are low-hanging fruit at the CWG. They 
rake in a bunch of medals for India, though the 
player still has to make the effort of actually 
plucking that fruit. What needs to be painfully 
pointed out to the IOA, is that India has had lit¬ 
tle success to show in what are acknowledged 
as the Big 3 of sports—track & field, swimming 
and gymnastics. Hockey has repeatedly ex¬ 
posed India’s weaknesses against high com¬ 
petition and a boxing medal isn’t exactly a 
cakewalk. India chooses to stay blind to team 
sports like netball, basketball, beach volleyball 
and Rugby sevens. But that points to their 
blinkers, not the low competition available. 

India goes medal-grabbing against low 
competition at the Asian Games too, hoard¬ 
ing gold medals by the dozen there, especially 
in athletics, and then zero at the Olympics. The 
takeaway can’t be that we stop competing, es¬ 
pecially when—except in badminton and ten- 
nis — Indian athletes are competition-shy 
throughout the year, and will even avoid trials 
if they can. Kabaddi used to be India’s stomp¬ 
ing ground against low competition, until Iran 
decided they’ll have a mighty chuckle last 
year: It’ll be foolish to say India should stop 


going to Asiad. 

At the heart of this outrageous idea of 
junking CWG altogether is the 2022 
Birmingham CWG’s decision to drop shoot¬ 
ing from the programme, and India throwing 
a fit — offended that it’ll drop down in the 
medals tally. “Colonial things” like having no 
Indian on 13 CWG committees are being 
mooted as possible reasons to evict a sport 
that does tend to be clunky and expensive 
with its infrastructure and, frankly, not quite a 
darling of television. 

Glasgow, where Andy Murray was bom, 
dropped tennis from its 2014 CWG pro¬ 
gramme, though it is the host nation’s prerog¬ 
ative to pick their sports. 

But it is in India’s completely cynical reac¬ 
tion to shooting being dropped — attributing 
racism and colonialism to the decision—that 
the debate got really muddied. It might still 
be some brinkmanship ahead of the 
Commonwealth Games Federation chiefs 
India visit in November, but it appears a plan 
is being made to basically sit at home with a 
mighty sulk. 

Great sporting nations don’t sulk. They 
get cracking on the new rules of the game, 
and prove a point on the sports field. This 
might be a good opportunity to make up for 
all the years of lagging behind in swimming, 
gymnastics and athletics—where high stan¬ 


dards are available at the CWG; start building 
teams in more mainstream and popular 
sports; and, not remain myopic and hung up 
on medals that won’t come this time around 
from shooting. 

For non-Olympic squash players like 
Dipika Pallikal, Joshna Chinappa and Saurav 
Ghosal, the CWG is as big as it gets. And, the 
IOA might want to leave it to the likes of Rani 
Rampaul and Lalremsiami in hockey and 
cricketers like Harmanpreet Kaur, Jemimah 
Rodrigues to get on with their unfinished busi¬ 
ness with England. The hockey players have 
high standards — set 20 years ago by Suraj 
Lata’s team — to match. And the cricketers 
(Women’s T20 is set to debut at Birmingham) 
would want a shot at the inaugural CWG title, 
beating England in the finals hopefully. If Batra 
would only notice, India’s men and women 
tend to be good at “colonial things” like set¬ 
tling scores on the field: Parupalli Kashyap was 
playing out of his skin against England’s Rajeev 
Ouseph in the semifinals at Glasgow in 2014, 
before going on to win the finals. The IOA, 
meanwhile, was famously trying to secure the 
release of some reckless Indian officials who 
were caught by Scotland police authorities for 
some allegedly embarrassing activities. CWG 
is for the athletes.

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Making crime 
less dark 


Crime data in India is short on information on victims 
and witnesses. Victimisation surveys can help 



THE TRUE EXTENT of crime in a society is 
seldom known. In times when evidence- 
based policing and data-driven policies are 
being advocated, the absence of exact data 
on crime could pose serious problems. In 
India, crime is under-reported and under¬ 
registered. The official picture with respect 
to crime in India is difficult to believe for 
several reasons. While popular perception 
associates many cities and states in India 
with crime, going by official statistics, the 
country has one of the lowest incidence of 
crime in the world. India’s crime rate is 
379.3 per 1,00,000 persons. Cases of da- 
coity, attempt to murder, robbery, rape and 
riot have gone down by 36.11 per cent, 
16.26 per cent, 20.15 per cent, 0.78 per cent 
and 54 per cent respectively in 2018 as 
compared to the year before. Who will buy 
these statistics? 

A major source of the problem lies in 
the manner in which crime data are col¬ 
lected and compiled. Crime data in India 
are collected and published by the 
National Crime Records Bureau (NCRB). 
The data reported in this publication is 
based on the crime reported to local police 
stations. Police stations getting informa¬ 
tion about crime is one thing and such in¬ 
cidents being recorded as an FIR is another. 
This is in addition to all kinds of pressures 
and obstacles on a complainant, especially 
when the nature of crime is that of sexual 
assault, domestic violence or when it in¬ 
volves family members, relatives or pow¬ 
erful people. The resistance put up by the 
police station personnel in registering such 
crimes or reducing the seriousness of in¬ 
cident is well documented. 

The NCRB data fall short of expectations 
in many respects. For instance, it is short on 
information about crime victims and wit¬ 
nesses. The official statistics miss out on 
several key areas: The profile of victims, 
their personal characteristics, victim-of¬ 
fender relationship, FIR registration expe¬ 
riences, experiences of interacting with po- 
lice, number of days and time taken in 
getting FIR registered, instances of intimi¬ 
dation, pressure experienced from the ac¬ 
cused or associates including police, nature 
of injury, medical assistance, information 
about legal aid, compensation. 

A victimisation survey is often seen as a 
solution to such shortcomings. While many 
countries have conducted victimisation 
surveys to supplement their official crime 
data, India has yet to make a start. Such sur¬ 
veys reveal details that are missed out by 
the local police. They describe how crime 
has impacted the lives of victims and 
conevy their safety concerns. 


These surveys gather information 
through personal or telephonic interviews 
with a set of people who represent the ge¬ 
ographical and social correlates of a city or 
state over a period of time. The informa¬ 
tion thus collected may detail the victim¬ 
isation suffered by a person but not 
recorded by the police for a variety of rea¬ 
sons. The other data which are generally 
collected in these surveys entail risk and 
vulnerability, perceptions about the local 
police and the views of people about the 
criminal justice system. 

The Crime Survey for England and 
Wales (CSEW) measures the amount of 
crime by asking people about their experi¬ 
ences as crime victims. In the US, the 
National Crime Victimisation Survey 
(NCVS) presents data that is collected from 
a nationally-representative sample of 
about 2,40,000 interviews on criminal vic¬ 
timisation, involving 1,60,000 persons in 
about 95,000 households. The data gener¬ 
ated by such surveys are considered more 
reliable than the official statistics on crime 
and this is frequently used for various pol¬ 
icy objectives. Such surveys are conducted 
by professionally-competent organisations 
and the state funds the processes involved 
in the generation of data. The European 
Crime and Safety Survey (EU ICS) is the 
most comprehensive analysis of crime, se¬ 
curity and safety in the European Union. In 
1987, the United Nations Inter-regional 
Crime and Justice Research Institute (UNI- 
CRI) launched the International Crime 
Victimisation Survey (ICVS), which pro¬ 
duces more comparable data across na¬ 
tions. These data are available in the public 
domain. The public in general is encour¬ 
aged in all these countries by the state to 
participate in these surveys with an assur¬ 
ance about the confidentiality of the infor¬ 
mation they provide. 

The data generated by the state in India, 
in contrast, doesn’t inspire public confi¬ 
dence. There are enough reasons to demys¬ 
tify crime and the people’s response to it in 
India. India-specific yardsticks, which the 
NCRB does not cover, could be evolved. 
However, there could be several challenges 
to such surveys. For example, people might 
not reveal more than what they have di¬ 
vulged to the police. Even then, it is still an 
endeavour worth attempting. Today, there 
are several methodological innovations to 
overcome the bottlenecks. 

The government is expected to embark 
on the country’s first victimisation survey 
soon. The complexity of this endeavour de¬ 
mands that it be assigned to an institution 
that specialises in criminology, victimol¬ 
ogy and criminal justice administration. 
Such a survey is not simply about data col¬ 
lection, it involves nuanced understanding 
of the facets of crime and victimisation and 
presupposes specialist knowledge. I hope 
the home ministry is listening.

A NEW visualisation of a black hole, re¬ 
leased by NASA, illustrates how its grav¬ 
ity distorts our view by warping its sur¬ 
roundings. The visualisation simulates the 
appearance of a black hole where infalling 
matter has collected into a thin, hot struc¬ 
ture called an accretion disc ( see illustra¬ 
tion ). The black hole’s extreme gravity 
skews light emitted by different regions 
of the disc, producing the misshapen ap¬ 
pearance, NASA explained in the release. 

As magnetic fields twist through the 
churning gas, bright knots form and dis¬ 
sipate in the disc. In the area closest to the 
black hole, the gas orbits at close to the 
speed of light. The outer portions spin a 
bit more slowly. This difference stretches 
and shears the bright knots, producing 
light and dark lanes in the disk. 

“Seen nearly edgewise, the turbulent 


disc of gas churning around a black hole 
takes on a crazy double-humped appear¬ 
ance,” NASA said. The black hole’s ex¬ 
treme gravity alters the paths of light 
coming from different parts of the disc, 
producing the warped image. Exactly 
what we see depends on our viewing an¬ 
gle; the greatest distortion occurs when 
viewing the system nearly edgewise. 

“Viewed from the side, the disc looks 
brighter on the left than it does on the 
right,” NASA added. Glowing gas on the 
left side moves toward us so fast that the 
effects of Einstein’s relativity give it a 
boost in brightness. On the right side, gas 
moving away becomes slightly dimmer. 
This asymmetry disappears when we see 
the disc exactly face on because, from that 
perspective, none of the material is mov¬ 
ing along our line of sight.

GOLDSCHMIDTITE 

A new mineral from the Earth’s mantle, found inside a 
diamond in South Africa. How important can it be? 


A NEW, curious mineral has been discov¬ 
ered inside a diamond unearthed from a 
mine in South Africa. The mineral has been 
named goldschmidtite, after Victor Moritz 
Goldschmidt, the Norwegian scientist ac¬ 
knowledged as the founder of modern 
geochemistry. It has been described in the 
journal American Mineralogist. 

Goldschmidtite has an unusual chem¬ 
ical signature for a mineral from Earth’s 
mantle, according to the University of 
Alberta, a student of which discovered it. 
While the mantle is dominated by ele¬ 
ments such as magnesium and iron, gold¬ 
schmidtite has high concentrations of 
niobium, potassium and the rare earth el¬ 
ements lanthanum and cerium. 

PhD student Nicole Meyer found a 
single grain of the mineral in the dia¬ 
mond, unearthed in Koffiefontein, South 
Africa. The university described it as dark 
green and opaque. 

Though the mantle makes up about 80 
per cent of the Earth’s volume, very little is

known about it Reaching the mantle is not 
easy; it is about 2,900 km thick and no at¬ 
tempt to drill into it has been successful. 
Diamonds hold clues as they are found up 
to 160 km beneath the surface, in the up¬ 
per mantle. Diamonds that are unearthed 
were brought up closer to the surface, 
probably as a result of violent volcanic 
emptions when the Earth was hotter, ac¬ 
cording to the Smithsonian Magazine. 


Why latest IPCC report matters 

This one is on oceans, released this week. It adds to evidence in previous IPCC and other reports that call 
for urgent action to reduce emissions. A look at what various reports have said, and their significance

A NEW report on oceans by the 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change 
(IPCC), released on Wednesday, has given 
further strength to growing demands for 
more aggressive climate action from world 
leaders, especially those representing the 
big emitters. The report has come close on 
the heels of a special climate change ‘action’ 
summit organised by UN Secretary General 
Antonio Guterres in New York at the begin¬ 
ning of the annual UN General Assembly 
session, and has added to mounting evi¬ 
dence calling for urgent action to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

What are all these reports about? 

The latest report, on Ocean and 
Cryosphere, is the last in a series of three that 
the IPCC had been asked to produce to assess 
the impacts of climate change on specific 
themes. The first of these, examining the fea¬ 
sibility of restricting global rise in tempera¬ 
tures to within 1.5°C from pre-industrial 
times, was submitted in October last year. It 
was followed in August this year by a report 
on how land systems contribute to and are 
impacted by climate change. 

In between, the Intergovernmental 
Science-Policy Platform on Biodiversity and 
Ecosystem Services (IPBES), a IPCC-like scien¬ 
tific body that examines scientific literature 
on biodiversity, came up with a first-of-its- 
kind report on the state of nature and how it 
was being affected by climate change. 

There have been other reports as well. The 
World Meteorological Organization produced 
a report this month that said that the period 
2015-19 was the warmest five-year period on 
record, and that July this year was the hottest 
month on record globally. 

On May 11 this year, global concentration 
of carbon dioxide in the atmosphere was 
measured to have crossed the 415 parts per 
million (ppm) mark for the first time ever. 
This concentration varies from day to day, 
month to month and season to season, and 
has come down from that peak now. 

What does all this mean? 

There is already a lot of irrefutable scientific 
evidence to suggest that human activities have 
been altering climate in a way that would have 
disastrous consequences for the planet. But 
the action being taken by the countries have 


been assessed to be woefully inadequate. 
These new reports seek to underline the enor¬ 
mity of the problem, and the urgency required 
to deal with it. At the same time, each of them 
emphasises that if proportionate action is ini¬ 
tiated immediately, the most catastrophic im¬ 
pacts can still be avoided. 

The IPCC special report on the 1.5°Cgoal, 
for example, said it was possible to keep the 
rise in temperature to within 1.5°C, but for 
that the world would need to bring down its 
greenhouse gas emissions to half of its 2010 
levels by 2030, and to net zero by 2050. Net- 
zero is achieved when the total emissions is 
balanced by the amount of absorption of car- 
bon dioxide through natural sinks like 
forests, or removal of carbon dioxide from 
the atmosphere through technological inter¬ 
ventions. 

Following this report, pressure has been 
building up on countries to commit to a net- 
zero target by 2050. Some countries have al¬ 
ready announced their intention to achieve 
this target, but the most prominent emitters 
— China, US, India — have so far not done so. 

The land report released in August said 
the various kinds of uses that land was be¬ 
ing put to — forestry, agriculture, industries, 
urbanisation — had contributed about 5.2 
billion tonnes of carbon dioxide every year 
between 2007 and 2016. During the same 
time, trees and forests absorbed almost 11.2 


billion tonnes of carbon dioxide every year 
from the atmosphere. The sum total of these 
two processes meant that land, and the veg¬ 
etation on it, was removing about 6 billion 
tonnes of carbon dioxide from the atmos¬ 
phere annually. 

It also pointed out that the global food 
system, which would include activities such 
as agriculture, cattle-rearing, food process¬ 
ing industry, energy consumed in these 
processes, and transportation of food items, 
could account for as much as a third of all 
greenhouse gases. It said nearly 25 per cent 
of all food produced globally was either lost 
or wasted. And even the decomposition of 
waste food released emissions. 

The new ocean report noted that the 
global mean sea level had risen by 16 cm be¬ 
tween 1902 and 2015, and that the rate of 
increase had doubled in the last one decade. 
The sea levels were rising because of ther¬ 
mal expansion of ocean waters due to rising 
temperatures as well as due to melting of 
glaciers and polar ice. It says that between 
2006 and 2015, the Greenland ice sheet lost 
ice-mass at an average rate of 278 billion 
tonnes every year, while the Antarctic ice 
sheet lost a mass of 155 billion tonnes on an 
average every year. Snow over areas outside 
of these two regions, like the glaciers in the 
Himalayas, together lost an average of 220 
billion tonnes of ice every year. 


Why so many reports now? 

It is not unusual to see the conversation 
around climate change picking up during this 
time of the year, in the mn-up to the annual 
two-week climate change conference that 
takes place in November or December. But 
there are also other reasons for the sudden 
rise in attention to the climate debate this 
year. Last year’s IPCC report on 1.5°C men¬ 
tioned that humanity had barely 12 years to 
keep alive the hopes of restricting global tem¬ 
perature rise to within 1.5°C from pre-indus¬ 
trial times. This was contingent not just on 
immediate aggressive action from countries, 
but also on development of technologies that 
could remove carbon dioxide from the at¬ 
mosphere. This report has instilled a new 
sense of urgency in climate conversations. 

Next year, 2020, happens to be the transi¬ 
tion year for the international climate regime, 
from the Kyoto Protocol to the Paris 
Agreement. The Kyoto regime has been a ma¬ 
jor underachiever in reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions. The Paris Agreement, in so far as 
it makes it mandatory for every country to 
initiate actions and not just rich and devel¬ 
oped nations as under the Kyoto Protocol, is 
expected to deliver much better results. As 
required by the Paris Agreement, every coun¬ 
try had already finalised and submitted a cli¬ 
mate action plan, called Nationally 
Determined Contributions, or NDCs, in 2015. 
The NDCs currently submitted have targets 
or action plans for 2025 or 2030. The assess¬ 
ment of several NDCs has concluded that 
these actions were not adequate to achieve 
the global goal of keeping temperature rise 
within 2 °C from pre-industrial times. But the 
NDCs have to be updated every five years, and 
the countries are scheduled to do it next year. 

Those concerned about climate change 
are hoping that in the light of these reports, 
and growing fresh evidence, countries will 
show greater ambition when they update 
their NDCs next year. The Paris Agreement 
also provides for a review of all climate ac¬ 
tions in 2023 to assess whether the individ¬ 
ual actions of countries were adding up to 
what was required to achieve the goal. 
Countries can then decide what more 
needed to be done. 

However, it is being argued now that 
2023 might be too late for such an exercise. 
Therefore, a momentum is being built to 
nudge the countries to announce more am¬ 
bitious actions before that. The move to get 
countries to commit to a net-zero target by 
2050 is a part of these efforts. 


Soot found in placenta: is foetus at risk?

IN A recent study that raises concerns about 
the effects of air pollution on babies even be¬ 
fore they are born, scientists have reported 
that particles of black carbon — commonly 
known as soot—have been found in the pla¬ 
centa of women, who had breathed these in 
during their pregnancies. The study, con¬ 
ducted by a team of Belgian researchers, has 
been published in the journal Nature 
Communications. 

The finding 

The placenta is an organ attached to the 
wall of the uterus. It allows life-sustaining 
oxygen and nutrients to pass from the 
mother to the foetus. It lies on either end of 
the umbilical cord and has two sides, the ma¬ 
ternal and foetal side. The study found tiny 


particles of black carbon accumulating on 
the side of the placenta that faces the foetus. 

The particles were embedded in the pla¬ 
centas, implying that this had happened be¬ 
fore the babies were born. 

“We mled out that our findings were just 
confounded by soot particles of the air which 
were on the surface of the placenta after 
birth,” environmental scientist Tim Nawhort 
of Hasselt University, Belgium, told The Indian 
Express in an email. 

Black carbon particles are a key part of 
particulate matter. It is one of the byproducts 
from the burning of fossil fuels such as coal, 
oil, petrol and wood. Because of their small 
size, particulate matter, including black car¬ 
bon particles, can be easily inhaled and can 
pass through the throat and into the rest of 
the body. 

Previous studies have established a con¬ 
nection between prenatal exposure to am¬ 
bient air pollution and impaired birth out¬ 


comes. None of the previous studies, how¬ 
ever, had established that nanoparticles 
could cross the placental barrier as a result 
of inhalation in real-life settings. 

How the study was conducted 

The researchers chose 20 women in 
Northeast Belgium, 10 of whom were living 
in areas of high black carbon exposure and 
10 in areas where exposure to black carbon 
was low. All the women were non-smokers. 
Additionally, five samples were taken from 
mothers who suffered miscarriages between 
12 and 31 weeks of pregnancy. 

For the first set of 20 women, the placen¬ 
tas were taken 10 minutes after the babies 
were born, and biopsies were carried out on 
both the maternal and the foetal sides. While 
black carbon particles were found in all sam¬ 
ples, the amount varied by residential address 
— an average 9,500 particles per cubic mm 
for low-exposure areas and about 20,000 par¬ 


ticles per cubic mm for high-exposure areas. 

Why it is a concern 

The placenta is the sole point of contact 
between the mother and the foetus, carry¬ 
ing oxygen and nutrients from the mother’s 
blood supply to the foetus. Essentially, it is a 
temporary organ that keeps separate the 
mother’s and the baby’s blood supply, while 
also being a link between the two. The find¬ 
ing is a signal of the health effects that air pol¬ 
lution could have even before birth. 

“Because the particles are at the foetal side 
of the placenta and this side interacts directly 
with the foetal blood flow, it is very reasonable 
to assume that the foetus is directly exposed,” 
Nawhort said. He added that soot particles may 
cause DNA damage and air pollution in gen¬ 
eral can impact cellular ageing, cognitive de¬ 
velopment and can lead to lower birth weight. 

Lower exposure to air pollution is the only 
way that the foetus can be protected, he said. 


Ranitidine under scanner: what is this drug, and should Indian users worry?

INDIA’S DRUG regulator this week began 
looking into concerns of potential cancer- 
causing substances contaminating popular 
acidity dmg ranitidine. The move came over 
a week after the US Food and Drug 
Administration flagged the issue to 
American patients, some companies have 
suspended sales of the product worldwide, 
and some other countries have ordered re¬ 
calls of the product: 

What is ranitidine, and how 
widespread is its use in India? 

Ranitidine, popularly known through 
brand names like Aciloc, Zinetac, Rantac and 
Rantac-OD, R-Loc and Ranitin, is an over- 
the-counter, prescription antacid used in 
the treatment of acid reflux and peptic ulcer 
diseases. It is commonly used to relieve 
acid-related indigestion and heartburn by 
decreasing stomach acid production. While 
other medicines like pantoprazole and 
omeprazole too treat these symptoms and 
are more commonly prescribed today, ran¬ 


itidine is still widely used in India. 

“Ranitidine is a much older medication, 
but it was always thought to be a very safe 
dmg because it has less side effects than the 
other drugs that patients use nowadays to 
treat these symptoms,” said Dr S Chatterjee, 
senior consultant-internal medicine at 
Delhi’s Indraprastha Apollo Hospital. 

In the 12 months ended August 2019, 
the ranitidine molecule alone (excluding 
combinations it was part of) made nearly 
Rs 690 crore in sales, according to pharma¬ 
ceutical market research firm AIOCD Awacs 
PharmaTrac. 

What is the problem? 

On September 13, the US FDA stated in 
a release that it had learned that some ran¬ 
itidine medicines contained “low levels” of 
a substance called N-nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA). An environmental contaminant 
found in water and foods, NDMA has been 
classified by the International Agency for 
Research on Cancer as probably carcino¬ 
genic to humans, which means it has the 
potential to cause cancer. This is the same 
impurity that the US FDA had investigated 
in blood pressure drugs valsartan and losar-

tan over the last year. 

How has India’s drug regulator 
responded? 

India’s top dmg regulator Monday wrote 
to state regulators asking them to direct ran- 
itidine active pharmaceutical ingredient 
(API) manufacturers to “verify their prod¬ 
ucts and take appropriate measures to en¬ 
sure patient safety”. Drugs Controller 
General of India (DCGI) V G Somani, in his 
letter, asked states to inform him of action 
taken in this matter “at the earliest”. So far, 


the DCGI has not called for any halting of 
supplies, which means the ranitidine 
brands marketed in the country can con¬ 
tinue to be sold until further notice. 

APIs are the ingredients that give a med¬ 
icine its therapaeutic effect. According to in¬ 
dustry sources, most of the world’s supply 
of the ranitidine API comes from two Indian 
firms — Saraca Laboratories and SMS 
Lifesciences. 

Should consumers be worried? 

The DCGI has not clarified whether doc¬ 


tors and consumers in India should use ran¬ 
itidine with caution, nor has the US FDA 
called for individuals to stop taking the dmg 
at this time. 

“Although NDMA may cause harm in 
large amounts, the levels the FDA is finding 
in ranitidine from preliminary tests barely 
exceed amounts you might expect to find 
in common foods,” stated the US FDA, 
adding it was evaluating whether these lev¬ 
els of the substance posed a risk to patients. 

How have companies selling ranitidine 
in India responded? 

At least two of the companies market¬ 
ing top ranitidine brands here have decided 
to take precautionary measures like halting 
sales while investigations into their safety 
are in progress. This includes GSK, which 
publicly announced a voluntary recall of its 
Zinetac brand on Wednesday. 

Torrent Pharmaceuticals, too, has 
“stopped the sales of this product” till it con¬ 
cludes a “detailed assessment” of its Ranitin. 
JB Chemicals, testing its Rantac and Rantac- 
OD, plans to take a final call on sales of prod¬ 
ucts “once the results are out”, according to 
the company’s president, Pranabh Mody. 


SMS is evaluating its ranitidine API to 
ensure it is “void of this NDMA impurity or 
are within permissible limits” and that it 
foresees “business as usual” until then. 

According to GSK, the European 
Directorate for the Quality of Medicines 
(EDQM) has suspended Saraca Laboratories’ 
certificate of suitability for its ranitidine API 
“with immediate effect.” It is unclear what 
action Saraca is taking. 

It is not clear at this stage either what 
Cadila Pharmaceuticals, which markets top¬ 
selling brand Aciloc in India, and Zydus Cadila, 
which markets ‘R-Loc’, are planning to do. 

How have other countries responded? 

While India and the US are still looking 
into the issue, regulators of around 15 coun¬ 
tries are learnt to have called for recalls of 
ranitidine sold in their markets. These in¬ 
clude Singapore, Canada, Italy, Denmark, 
Finland, Norway, Switzerland and Pakistan. 

Singapore’s Health Sciences Authority 
has said the potential risk of nitrosamines 
like NDMA is associated with “long term ex¬ 
posure” and patients prescribed the drug 
for short term use “may continue with their 
medicine”.

It is a crackdown harsh even 
by the standards of the al-Sisi 
era, when Egyptian jails have 
swollen with his political oppo¬ 
nents, elections are predeter¬ 
mined and opposition has been 
all but silenced, making shows 
of dissent extremely rare. 


Al-Sisi warned Friday against 
“deceitful" attempts to discredit 
his rule. “It is all based on lies, dis¬ 
tortion and fabrication. You 
should be aware of that,” he said 
upon his arrival at Cairo airport. 

Hundreds of his supporters 
rallied to greet him, raising his pic¬ 
ture and waving Egyptian flags. 

But no one knows if it will be 
enough to deter a second round 
of demonstrations that the 
protests’ original instigator, a self- 
proclaimed whistleblower living 
in exile, has called for Friday. 

“I just couldn’t help myself. I 
had to protest, I had to let out my 
anger,” said Mostafa, 20, a stu¬ 
dent who attended the protest 
in Cairo last Friday and, like most 
of those interviewed, declined to 
give his full name. “I’m sick of liv¬ 
ing in a fascist state, of being re¬ 
pressed politically and econom¬ 
ically. These were supposed to be 
the best years of my life.” 

But he planned to stay away 
from any protests this Friday and 
was urging people he knew to do 
the same, afraid they might get 
arrested.

UN launches probe into 
Venezuela rights abuses

THE UN Human Rights Council 
on Friday voted to send a team of 
investigators to probe alleged vi¬ 
olations, including extrajudicial 
executions and torture, in crisis- 
wracked Venezuela. 

A resolution tabled by more 
than a dozen countries from Latin 
America and elsewhere was 
adopted by the 47-member 
council with 19 votes in favour, 
seven opposed and 21 abstaining. 

It called for the UN’s top rights 
body to “dispatch urgently an in¬ 
dependent international fact¬ 
finding mission” to Venezuela. 

The mission, the text said, 
should “investigate extrajudicial 
executions, enforced disappear¬ 
ances, arbitrary detentions and 
torture and other cruel, inhu¬ 
mane or degrading treatment”. 

“Venezuelans, men and 
women, cannot wait any longer” 
for justice, said the representa¬ 
tive of Peru, on behalf of spon¬ 
soring nations, who also in¬ 
cluded Argentina and Canada.

Following the UN vote, 
Venezuelan Ambassador 
Jorge Valero said his 
country had no intention 
of cooperating. 

When such UN teams 
are not granted entry, they 
can still carry out the probe 
from abroad. Venezuela 
has been caught in a polit¬ 
ical and economic crisis, 
suffering from hyperinfla¬ 
tion and shortages of basic 
goods.

MORE THAN 40,000 people 
packed into the grounds of 
Wellington’s parliament build¬ 
ings Friday, giving the latest 
global climate strike a flying start 
with the largest turnout yet seen 
in New Zealand. 

Children in school uniform 
marched alongside teens with 
skateboards tucked under their 
arms and grey-haired protest 
veterans supporting the younger 
generation.

Swedish teen activist Greta 
Thunberg’s powerful address to 
the Climate Action Summon in 
New York on Monday, when she 
thundered “how dare you” at 
world leaders over inaction on 
climate change. New Zealander 
James Capie shared a similar 
sense of outrage and the 13- 
year-old said his generation 
would continue to protest until 
their demands were acted upon. 

“People do have every right 
to be angry. My generation 
shouldn’t be out here missing 
school,” he said at the

that have really screwed over our 
planet. “If enough of us come out 
here and show enough mana 
(honour) and support for each 
other the message will get 
through.” 

Young people had to act, 14- 
year-old Armand Headland said, 
arguing that inaction would see 
the planet transformed into an 
uninhabitable wasteland. 

“It’ll be just like Venus be¬ 
cause it’s so hot... there’s not go¬ 
ing to be any humans left be¬ 
cause of our activity if we keep 
burning stuff,” he said. 

Michael Alspach, 37, braved 
the crowds with 17-month-old 
toddler Ella, saying he would not 


be able to look his daughter in 
the eye unless he did everything 
in his power to secure her future. 

“It’s probably not going to be 
too bad for me, to be honest, but 
she’s going to be 80 in 2100 and 
that’s when the projections are 
looking quite bad, so I’m doing it 
for her,” he said. 

While dissatisfied at the cli¬ 
mate commitments made in 
New York, Alspach was confi¬ 
dent the push for meaningful ac¬ 
tion was gaining momentum. 

“It’s great to see so many peo¬ 
ple out here. Changing perspec¬ 
tives is the first step, actions 
come after ideas — I’m hopeful,” 
he said. 


Over half of Europe’s endemic 
tree species risk extinction

MORE THAN half of Europe’s en¬ 
demic tree species, including the 
horse-chestnut, risk extinction, 
conservationists warned Friday, 
blaming invasive species, unsus¬ 
tainable logging and urban de¬ 
velopment for their decline. 

In an update to the tree sec¬ 
tion of its “Red List” of threat¬ 
ened species, International 


Union for Conservation of 
Nature (IUCN) said that out of 
the 454 tree species native to 
Europe, 42 per cent could dis¬ 
appear from the continent. 

And a full 58 percent of the 
tree species endemic to Europe, 
meaning that they only exist on 
the continent, were now con¬ 
sidered threatened with ex¬ 
tinction. Even more worrying, 
the update found that as many 
as 66 species were “critically 
endangered”.

Gum disease may 
up risk for high BP 

O F0R A study in Cardiovascular 
Research, researchers com¬ 
bined results of 81 studies in¬ 
cluding more than 2,00,000 
people. Using a blood pres¬ 
sure reading of140/90 or higher as definition 
of hypertension, they found people with a di¬ 
agnosis of gum disease were 20 per cent more 
likely to have high blood pressure than those 
with healthy gums. 

The more severe the gum disease, the higher 
the risk. A diagnosis of moderate periodontal 
disease was associated with a 22 per cent incre¬ 
ased risk of hypertension, and severe gum dise¬ 
ase with a 49 per cent increased risk. On aver¬ 
age, people with gum disease had a 4.5-point 
higher systolic blood pressure reading (top nu¬ 
mber). A 5-point increase in systolic pressure 
has been linked to a 25 per cent increased risk 
of death from heart disease. Twelve of the stud¬ 
ies examined effect of periodontal treatment, 
but only five found evidence that treating gum 
disease would lower blood pressure. NYT

Coffee may lower 
risk of gallstones 

DRINKING COFFEE has been 

tied to a range of health bene- 

fits. Here’s another: It may re- 
^ duce the risk for gallstones. 

Danish researchers did a two- 
part study. In the first, they followed 1,04,493 
men and women for eight years. They had data 
on their coffee consumption, and during that 
time, there were 2,233 cases of gallstones. 
The researchers found that every additional 
cup a day of coffee, up to six cups, resulted in a 
3 per cent lower risk for gallstones. Compared 
with people who drank none, those who drank 
coffee had a 7 to 23 per cent reduced risk for 
gallstones, depending on how much they dra¬ 
nk. Then they used a genetic technique called 
Mendelian randomisation that takes advan¬ 
tage of randomised distribution of genetic vari¬ 
ants in the population. They found that people 
with two genetic variants known to be associ¬ 
ated with caffeine intake had an 11 per cent re¬ 
duced risk of gallstones for each additional 
daily cup of coffee. NYT

Tips on nutrition, 
from Mahatma Gandhi

LATE ONE morning in June, L J’s husband got 
a distressed call from one of his wife’s 
colleagues. 

“You’d better come here right away. Your 
wife is acting weird,” the colleague said. J, 
who had just returned from a doctor visit 
during which she underwent a minor 
painful procedure, kept asking her colleague 
for a password despite being told each time 
that there was none. 

J, a 61 -year-old arts administrator in New 
York who did not want her full name used, 
seemed physically OK, her colleague re¬ 
called. She knew who she was, she walked 
and talked properly, but what she said made 
no sense. Plus, J could remember nothing 
that happened after she left the doctor’s of¬ 
fice and made her way to work. 

When J continued to behave oddly, the 
alarmed colleague called 911 and para¬ 
medics took her to Mount Sinai St Luke’s 
Hospital. 

The next thing J remembers is waking up 
hours later in a hospital bed and asking, 
“Where am I? Why am I here?” In the in¬ 
terim, Dr Carolyn Brockington, a vascular 
neurologist and director of the hospital’s 
stroke unit, had examined her and ordered 
a CT scan and MRI of her brain. All the results 
were normal. There was no physical weak¬ 
ness, no structural abnormality, no evidence 
of a stroke, seizure or transient ischemic at¬ 
tack. So, what had happened? 

A diagnosis of exclusion: Transient global 
amnesia, often called T G A. It is a temporary 
lapse in memory that can never be retrieved. 
“It’s as if the brain is on overload and takes a 
break to recharge,” Brockington said in an 
interview. She likened it to rebooting a com¬ 


puter to eradicate an unexplainable glitch. 
Those with T G A do not experience any alter¬ 
ation in consciousness or abnormal move¬ 
ments. Only the ability to lay down memo¬ 
ries is affected. All other parts of the brain 
appear to be working normally. 

Though T G A is relatively rare — it affects 
about five people in 1,00,000 in the general 
population — given her specialty 
Brockington said she sees one or two pa¬ 
tients a week with T G A. Nearly all are over 
50, and among older adults, the incidence is 
more like 23 cases per 
1,00,000 persons per year, 
with men and women 
affected equally. 

As one patient, Frank 
McAndrew, a professor of 
psychology at Knox 
College in Galesburg, Illi¬ 
nois, reported in Environ¬ 
mental Psychology, his 
wife became alarmed 
when he appeared disori¬ 
ented and confused, and 
kept asking the same ques¬ 
tions over and over again. 

McAndrew wrote, based on his wife’s re¬ 
call, “Each time I asked a question, I used ex¬ 
actly the same words, voice inflection, and 
hand gestures. I knew who I was, I knew who 
my wife was, and I knew who my dog was. 
The problem was that I could not put any¬ 
thing new into my memory or keep track of 
anything that had transpired more than a 
minute or two ago. It was as if my memory 
erased everything and reset every 90 sec¬ 
onds.” At the emergency room, all tests came 
back negative, and 24 hours later, he was 
back to normal. 

“When T G A happens to people, it’s more 
terrifying to the people around them,” 


Brockington said. “Later, after the event is 
over and they can’t retrieve the lost memo¬ 
ries, it’s more terrifying to the patients. They 
need to know they have to let it go — their 
brain wasn’t recording at the time.” No mat¬ 
ter how hard they may try, there’s nothing 
in their memory bank to be recalled. 

T G A is a benign condition that leaves no 
lasting effects except perhaps frustration 
over the missing memories. An episode typ¬ 
ically lasts for one to eight hours, most often 
resolves within a day, and happens again in 
only 4 per cent or 5 per 
cent of patients. 

Although T G A was 
well-described medically 
more than 40 years ago, its 
cause or causes have yet to 
be established. One lead¬ 
ing suspect is venous con¬ 
gestion, a slowdown of 
blood flow leaving the 
brain. There is also some 
evidence for a loss of neu¬ 
rons or a disruption in 
blood flow in a region of 
the brain’s hippocampus. 

T G A sometimes occurs following exces¬ 
sive alcohol consumption, large doses of bar¬ 
biturates or use of illegal dmgs. Neurologists 
have also identified a number of precipitat¬ 
ing non-drug events: sudden immersion in 
cold or hot water; physical exertion; acute 
emotional or psychological stress; pain; 
medical procedures; sexual intercourse; and 
the Valsalva manoeuvre (a forceful attempt 
to exhale against a closed airway). 

For men, T G A is more likely to occur fol¬ 
lowing a physical trigger; for women, it is 
more often associated with an emotional 
precipitant or a history of anxiety. Both men 
and women with a history of migraine are 


believed to be more susceptible than others 
to a T G A episode. Those who experience 
T G A are no more likely to suffer a stroke or 
heart attack than people who have never had 
the condition. 

There is also no treatment. People sim¬ 
ply have to wait out the episode and give any 
residual fogginess time to clear before re¬ 
turning to their usual activities. 

I now wonder if what I thought was a 
mild concussion was really T G A when on a 
beautiful September morning in 20171 seem 
to have fallen off my bike for no apparent rea¬ 
son after swimming laps at the Y. I was not 
dizzy, there was no obstacle I might have hit, 
and I have no memory of almost falling. 

I do recall feeling great as I started a slow 
uphill ride on my block, something I do 
daily, and then remember nothing else un¬ 
til about 30 minutes later, when I left my 
house to retrieve my bicycle while holding 
a wet paper towel under my bleeding chin. 
I had not hit my head and had no headache 
or bruises, but probably cut my chin on the 
bike basket. 

During the intervening minutes, al¬ 
though I remember none of this, I had ap¬ 
parently walked the bike to my house, 
brought in my backpack and helmet and put 
a package of spinach into the refrigerator. 
Afterward, my son insisted that I get the cut 
stitched and walked me to the emergency 
room, where the intake doctor mled out any 
medical explanation for my fall and told me 
to take it easy for the rest of the day. 

Lacking any residual symptoms, I was — 
and still am—most disturbed by the fact that 
I have no idea why or how I fell and thus no 
way to avoid it in the future. But if T G A was 
the cause, it most likely will never happen 
again.

FROM A very young age, Mahatma 
Gandhi was particular about his diet. He 
was a believer in the power of food and 
its impact on an individual’s mind and 
body. His several experiments with diet 
on his own body continued through his 
lifetime till he arrived at his own philos¬ 
ophy on food-wisdom packaged in a 
book called Key to Health. 

He believed in the importance of veg¬ 
etarianism with milk, curd, butter and 
ghee. He was a lover of khichri, dalia, 
brown rice, daal, lauki, beetroot juice, 
honey with water, onion and garlic. He 
believed one must eat to live. 

He believed in fasting and the fact that 
restraint in diet — both in quantity and 
quality — is as essential as restraint in 
thought and speech. Of all his experi¬ 
ments with diet, fasting was perhaps the 
most well-known and he observed a to¬ 
tal of 17 fasts during India’s freedom 
struggle, the longest lasting 21 days. 

The wisdom of his dietary recom¬ 
mendations is consistent with those ex¬ 
pressed by modern evidence-based 
medicine. A balanced diet, rich in pro¬ 
teins, roughage, vitamins and minerals 
and with healthy fats, limited sugars and 
salt has always been a part of the dietary 


recommendations for prevention of 
modern lifestyle-related diseases. 

Gandhi, it appears, was ahead of his 
time and may be appropriately called 
modern India’s first nutritionist. 

The legacy of the Father of the Nation 
must continue through his simple earthy 
wisdom on diet and good health. 

Some of the key tips from Gandhiji’s 
nutrition philosophy are: 

EAT TO LIVE: He believed that food 
should be taken as a matter of duty to 
sustain the body and not for satisfaction 
of the palate. He advocated portion con¬ 
trol and abstinence from indulgent foods. 
RAW IS GOOD: He believed that all foods 
are richer if taken close to their natural 
state. He often said excessive cooking on 
fire leads to nutritional losses and recom¬ 
mended eating unfired foods. 
EATMORE GREENS: Gandhi ji believed 
in a vegetarian, whole plant-based diet. 
He recommended everyday consump¬ 
tion of seasonal fruits and green 
vegetables. 

WHOLE GRAIN GOODNESS: He was a 

strong believer in the nutritional power of 
whole grain and said “the richest part of 
wheat is contained in its bran”. 
CHEWING IS ESSENTIAL: He strongly 
recommended chewing food till it is finely 
pulverized and dissolves in the mouth. 
According to him, well-masticated food 
moistened by saliva results in better di¬ 
gestion and, therefore, less food can pro¬ 
vide the energy needed by the body.

How an ice bath may undermine your weight workout 


Cold water immersion is popular with some 
athletes, but it may slow the growth of new muscle

BATHTUBS HLLED with frigid water and occa¬ 
sionally dotted with ice cubes are a common 
sight in professional athletes' training rooms 
and at some gyms. Many recreational athletes 
also slip into cold baths at home after intense 
workouts. But soaking in icy water after lifting 
weights can change how muscles respond to 
the workout and result in less muscle growth 
than doing nothing to recover, according to a 
cautionary new study of young men and their 
muscles. The study underscores that how we 
opt to recover from exercise may influence 
what we gain from the exercise and in some¬ 
times unintended ways. 

Almost no one claims that nippy baths are 
pleasant; the iciness tends to be pin-prickingly 
uncomfortable. But adherents believe the frigid 
waters reduce soreness and inflammation in 
muscles after draining exercise, lessen muscle 
damage, allow people to return to full training 
sooner, and encourage changes within the tis-

sue that contribute to hypertrophy, which is 
the formal name for muscle growth. 

There have been scientific hints in recent 
years, however, that icy baths after exercise 
might not be working in ways that most icy 
bathers anticipate. Some studies found no dif¬ 
ferences in muscle and performance gains be¬ 
tween athletes who soak after exertions and 
those who do not And at least one experiment 
suggested thatany positive physical impacts fr¬ 
om cold soaks resulted from the placebo effect. 

But many questions remain unanswered 
about the effects of the baths, including what 
happens at a molecular level inside exercisers’ 
muscles when they soak in frigid water, and 
what those molecular effects might mean for 
the effectiveness of subsequent workouts. 

So, for the new study, published this month 
in the Journal of Applied Physiology, scientists 
from Deakin University in Melbourne, Victoria 
University, also in Melbourne, and other insti¬ 
tutions, decided to ask a group of volunteers 
to brave the discomforts of frigid water in in¬ 
flatable bathtubs while the scientists tracked 


the state of their muscles. 

The researchers began by recruiting 16 
healthy young men who were not currently 
lifting weights. They tested the men’s current 
muscular strength and their body composi¬ 
tion and then divided them into two groups. 

Both groups started a full-body, progres¬ 
sive, resistance-training routine, with stan¬ 


dard bench presses, curls, pull-downs and so 
on, the weights increasing over time for each 
lifter as the workouts became easier. 

Before and after the first session at the 
gym, the scientists biopsied a muscle in the 
men's legs. The volunteers then worked out 
three times a week for seven weeks. 

At the conclusion of each session, half of 



the men recovered by sitting quietly in a room 
at the gym for 15 minutes. The others eased 
themselves into cold baths after every work¬ 
out, the waters cooled to a constant tempera¬ 
ture of about 50 degrees Fahrenheit (10 de¬ 
grees Celsius). The men gamely remained in 
the tubs for 15 minutes. 

They continued these workouts three 
times a week for seven weeks. After the final 
workout, the scientists again biopsied the vol¬ 
unteers’ muscles and rechecked the men’s leg 
strength and body compositions. Then they 
examined the muscle tissues microscopically 
and began comparing the groups. 

On the whole, they found, the members of 
both groups were stronger now. But, under¬ 
neath, their tissues appeared quite unalike. 

Muscles are composed of long fibres that 
plump and grow in response to training, and, 
as would be expected, all of the men had devel¬ 
oped larger muscle fibres with seven weeks of 
lifting. But the increase in fibre size was much 
greater among those who sat after every work¬ 
out than those who had soaked to recover. 

More surprising, the cold soakers showed 
a different balance of certain biochemicals in¬ 
side their muscles than among the men who 
had sat. In particular, their muscles contained 


lower levels of a protein known to spark tissue 
growth and higher amounts of a different pro¬ 
tein involved in tissue breakdown. 

In effect, the soakers’ muscles seemed to 
have become biochemically primed for slower 
recovery and less growth than the tissues of 
the other men, says Aaron Petersen, a senior 
lecturer in exercise physiology at Victoria 
University, who led the new study. Petersen 
and his colleagues suspect that the repeated 
cold-water immersions may have triggered 
complex metabolic reactions inside the body 
that prioritise keeping tissues warm over help¬ 
ing them to grow. But that theory needs to be 
studied in future experiments. 

This study also was small and involved only 
young men and weight training, so its findings 
might not apply to women, older people or 
athletes in other sports. The results could even 
have different implications for some exercis¬ 
ers. “If a person doesn’t want to build muscle,” 
Petersen says, icy baths after lifting might be 
worthwhile. 

But for anyone hoping to grow both stro¬ 
nger and more muscular with gym workouts, 
he says, “based on our study and previous re¬ 
search, using cold-water immersion following 
weight training is not recommended”. NYT

Ranitidine fallout: 
Firm s choose to 
wait and watch; 
Torrent halts sale

WHILE REGULATORS around 
the world continue to look 
into concerns over potential 
cancer-causing substances 
contaminating popular acid¬ 
ity medicine ranitidine, more 
companies selling the dmg in 
India have decided to tread 
with caution. JB Chemicals — 
which is testing its ‘Rantac’ 
and ‘Rantac-OD’ — plans to 
take a final call on sales of its 
products “once the results 
are out”, said the company’s 
president, Pranabh Mody. 
The results are expected next 
week, he said. 

Torrent Pharmaceuticals, 
on the other hand, has de¬ 
cided to halt sales of its 
‘Rankin’ in the country while 
it looks into the safety issues 
raised. “We have initiated a 
detailed assessment of the 
product and till such time we 
have stopped the sales of this 
product,” a spokesperson for 
Torrent told The Indian 
Express. 

Rantac is the third largest 
ranitidine brand in India by 
sales, while Ranitin is the fifth 
largest. Ranitidine is a nearly 
Rs 690 crore market in the 
country, as per pharmaceu¬ 
tical market research firm 
AIOCD Awacs PharmaTrac. 
The latest developments 
come after announcements 
that Dr Reddy’s and 
GlaxoSmithKline (GSK) were 
globally suspending the dis¬ 
tribution and sales of their 
ranitidine products. 

GSK’s ranitidine was one 
of eight brands flagged by 
Singapore’s Health Sciences 
Authority on September 16 
for containing trace amounts 
of a nitrosamine impurity, N- 
nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA) “above the interna¬ 
tionally acceptable level.” GSK 
sells its ranitidine under the 
brand name Zinetac in India. 

NDMA, an environmen¬ 
tal contaminant found in wa¬ 
ter and foods, has been clas¬ 
sified by the International 
Agency for Research on 


Cancer as ‘probably carcino¬ 
genic to humans’, meaning it 
has the potential to cause 
cancer. 

The issue with the con¬ 
tamination was first raised by 
the United States Food and 
Drug Administration (US 
FDA). On September 13, the 
US regulator stated in a re¬ 
lease that it had learned that 
some ranitidine medicines 
contained “low levels” of 
NDMA and it was evaluating 
whether the substance was 
present in the drugs at levels 
that posed a risk to patients. 

The US FDA has also not 
called for individuals to stop 
taking ranitidine at this time. 

“Although NDMA may 
cause harm in large amounts, 
the levels the FDA is finding 
in ranitidine from prelimi¬ 
nary tests barely exceed 
amounts you might expect to 
find in common foods,” the 
watchdog said. 

On Monday, India’s drug 
regulatory body the Central 
Drugs Standard Control 
Organisation (CDSCO) wrote 
to state regulators asking 
them to direct ranitidine ac¬ 
tive pharmaceutical ingredi¬ 
ent (API) manufacturers to 
“verify their products and 
take appropriate measures to 
ensure patient safety.” 

Like the US FDA, CDSCO 
has so far not called for any 
halting of supplies or recalls, 
which means the products 
can continue to be marketed 
in the country. APIs are the 
ingredients that give a med¬ 
icine its therapeutic effect. As 
per industry sources, most of 
the world’s supply of the ran¬ 
itidine API comes from two 
Indian firms: Saraca 
Laboratories and SMS 
Lifesciences. 

SMS is evaluating its ran¬ 
itidine to ensure it is “void” of 
this impurity or that the 
NDMA is “within permissible 
limits.” According to GSK, the 
European Directorate for the 
Quality of Medicines (EDQM) 
has suspended Saraca’s cer¬ 
tificate of suitability for its 
ranitidine API “with immedi¬ 
ate effect”. 


Strides suspends ranitidine 
sales in US; shares fall 8% 


New Delhi: Shares of 
Strides Pharma Science on 
Friday tumbled 8 per cent 
after the company said it 
has suspended sales of ul¬ 
cer-treating tablet raniti¬ 
dine in the US following 
the USFDA finding con¬ 
tamination in some of 
such medicines. 

The scrip tanked 7.43 
per cent to close at Rs 
304.20 on the BSE. During 
the day, it dropped 9.60 
per cent to Rs 297.05 — its 


52-week low. On the 
National Stock Exchange, 
it cracked 7.94 per cent to 
close at Rs 302.60. 

Strides Pharma 
Science Friday said it has 
suspended sales of ulcer-

TO ADDRESS the slowdown in economy growth, the 
Finance Ministry has taken a series of measures including 
sharp reduction in corporate tax rates, upfront capital infu¬ 
sion into public sector banks and push to the ministries to 
meet planned capital expenditure on time. 

The government’s move to nudge ministries and de¬ 
partments to clear outstanding dues of vendors and 
MSMEs will inject liquidity in the system.

FINANCE MINISTER Nirmala 
Sitharaman on Friday held a 
meeting with 21 ministries to 
push the planned capital expen¬ 
diture, or capex, on time and to 
ensure that government depart¬ 
ments clear their outstanding 
dues to suppliers as well as mi¬ 
cro, small and medium enter¬ 
prises (MSMEs). 

The Centre also asked the 
ministries and departments to 
provide detailed capex plans for 
the next four quarters. 
Furthermore, the government ex¬ 
pects the entire capex pro¬ 
gramme to be spent as outlined 
in the Budget 2019-20. 

Briefing reporters after 
Friday’s meeting, Sitharaman 
said she is “gearing the govern¬ 
ment machinery” to meet pay¬ 
ments on time and to push 
spending on asset creation. The 
government is also making tax 
refunds for Goods and Services 
Tax (GST) to clear all dues and 
nearly 90 per cent of the refunds 
have been credited to the taxpay¬ 
ers, she added. 

To another query, 
Sitharaman said she has not 
written to the Finance 


Commission to reduce devolu¬ 
tion of federal taxes to states 
Expenditure Secretary GC 
Murmu said the government has 
cleared almost Rs 40,000 crore 
out of total dues of Rs 60,000 
crore in recent weeks. And the re¬ 
maining amount, which is not in¬ 
volved in litigation, will be cleared 
by the first week of October, he 
said. “The idea (of the meeting) is 
to ensure that the entire capital 
expenditure is met on time. This 
will pumps liquidity into the sys¬ 
tem,” he said, adding that the gov¬ 
ernment will be spending nearly 
Rs 3.38 lakh crore from gross 
budgetary support (GBS). 


The total capital expenditure 
from all sources, including GBS, 
extra budgetary resources and 
other heads will be around Rs 
10.82 lakh crore. 

Murmu said that in the next 
two quarters, almost all capital 
expenditure will be made as per 
the timeline. He also said that 
most infrastructure ministries 
have reached 50 per cent of their 
capex target for the current fiscal. 

The Finance Minister will hold 
a meeting with heads of central 
public sector enterprises on 
Friday to review their capex plans. 
To a query on how the Centre will 
meet its fiscal deficit target of 3.3 


per cent of the GDP by March 
2020, Sitharaman said the gov¬ 
ernment’s focus right now is to 
ensure that capital expenditure 
goes on as planned and she will 
at a later stage reconcile the posi¬ 
tion with respect to fiscal deficit. 

Analysts noted that the Rs 1.45 
lakh crore-worth of yearly stim¬ 
ulus in the form of tax cuts could 
make the government’s task of 
managing fiscal deficit reduction 
target more challenging. 

One way the government 
could manage to keep fiscal 
deficit at target level of 3.3 per 
cent of the GDP by March 2020 is 
through aggressive asset sales. 

The government is already 
planning to sell stakes in some 
companies to below 51 per cent. 
Sale of significant stake in com¬ 
panies in energy sector — such 
as BPCL, Container Corporation 
of India Ltd and Coal India — 
could generate resources 
enough to cover this year’s short¬ 
fall on tax revenues 

To ensure that payments are 
made on time, the Expenditure 
Secretary said that the Finance 
Ministry is preparing a mecha¬ 
nism by which payments will 
happen automatically without 
push from the officers and this 
will become fully operational in 
few months.

FOUR DAYS after the Reserve Bank 
of India (RBI) barred Punjab and 
Maharashtra Cooperative (PMC) 
Bank from routine banking activ¬ 
ities, the bank’s suspended man¬ 
aging director Joy Thomas Friday 
admitted the bank had extended 
Rs 2,500 crore loans — almost 30 
per cent of its total loan portfolio of 
Rs 8,383 crore — to Housing 
Development Infrastructure Ltd 
(HDIL) over several years. 

Though these loans turned 
non-performing assets, or bad 
loans, the bank purposely did not 
disclose the exposure to the RBI 
for the last seven years fearing it 
“will affect the bank’s growth”. 

PMC Bank was put under re¬ 
strictions under Section 35(A) of 
Banking Regulations Act, 1949, for 
under reporting of bad loans ac¬ 
counted by the HDIL group. The 
latest loan was in August of Rs 96.5 
crore to HDIL’s Vice Chairman and 
MD Sarang Wadhawan despite 
the group being declared a de¬ 
faulter. Thomas said in the last 
two-three years, HDIL has been 
unable to repay loans. Despite this, 
PMC Bank did not approach 
National Company Law Tribunal 
(NCLT). “We thought if we go to 
NCLT, it will take several years (to 
resolve). We had 2.5 times more 
security in the form of land and 
other assets over the loan,” he said. 

As per the RBI norms, the bank 
can lend up to 15 per cent of its to¬ 
tal capital to a single borrower and 
40 per cent to a group. As its total 
capital funds were just over Rs 
1,000 crore, the bank also violated 
the exposure norms. On 
September 19, PMC Bank officials 
met RBI executive director Rabi 
Mishra to disclose the loans ex¬ 
tended to HDIL On September 20, 
RBI officials visited the bank for in¬ 
spection. On September 23, the 
RBI issued directions capping 
withdrawal limit to Rs 1,000 per 
account for next six months and 
suspended the board of bank. 

Terming the RBI decision 
harsh, Thomas said, “We have 
only exceeded the exposure, for 
which we asked the RBI for reso¬ 
lution. We could have managed it 
in a better way had the RBI given 
us time,” he said. The bank did not 
anticipate RBI to put restrictions 
on the routine working. 

“The reason we went to RBI

was not because borrower (HDIL) 
will run away or not return the 
money, but because of the pres¬ 
ent market situation as a whole,” 
Thomas said. The bank has been 
engaged with HDIL group since 
1989. Thomas claims the decision 
of loans was taken by central 
branch, not the board of directors. 

“Instead of giving us a resolu¬ 
tion or discussing with the board, 
the RBI did not give us time and 
suspended the board and ap¬ 
pointed the administrator. This 
has caused problems for deposi¬ 
tors and bank. We were maintain¬ 
ing the required reserve,” he said. 

On Thursday, RBI extended re¬ 
laxations to PMC account holders 
to withdraw Rs 10,000.The bank’s 
suspended MD said the bank may 
have made a technically wrong 
decision, but the decision was not 
taken to jeopardise the bank or its 
depositors. The bank, spread over 
five states, has 137 branches. 
Thomas joined the bank in 1987 
when PMC was a single unit bank 
with Rs 40 lakh in deposits. 

With the current restrictions, 
several account holders, specially 
those regularly depositing in the 
bank, have faced issues. “I don’t 
know how I will run my house 
with Rs 1,000. Despite having 
money in my account I have to go 
around borrowing money,” said 
Govandi resident Abdul Rehman, 
who works as lighting technician 
on production sets. Rehman stood 
from 10 am till 7 pm outside the 
bank’s Chembur branch on 
Tuesday to break his two FDs of Rs 
1.5 lakh and Rs 50,000. On 
Wednesday he finally withdrew 
Rs 1,000 to buy grocery for home. 

While the bank officials main¬ 
tain no fraud has been commit¬ 
ted, another depositor Ranjana 
Kharat, a domestic maid, said she 
has two children to look after and 
has entire money in bank. “The 
bank is giving no answer about 
what will happen to my fixed de¬ 
posit,” she said. 


CBDT compulsorily retires 15 officials over graft charges 


E-assessment not mandatory 
for users without e-a/c, PAN

THE GOVERNMENT has com¬ 
pulsorily retired 15 income 
tax officers on charges of 
corruption and bribery 
under Fundamental Rule 56(J), 
taking the total number of tax 
officers compulsorily retired to 
64 this year. 

This is the fourth round of 
compulsory retirement of tax 
officials. In the previous three 
rounds, 49 high ranking tax of¬ 
ficers, including 12 from the 
CBDT, were compulsorily re¬ 
tired. 

Officers of the rank of 


Principal Commissioner — 
Income Tax, Commissioner- 
Income Tax, Joint

The 
average lag for large frauds — Rs 
100 crore and above — amount¬ 
ing to Rs 52,200 crore reported 
during 2018-19 was 55 months. 
Among bank groups, PSU banks, 
which constitute the largest mar¬ 
ket share in bank lending, have ac¬ 
counted for the bulk of frauds re¬ 
ported in 2018-19. It was followed 
by private sector banks and for¬ 
eign banks, the RBI said in its 
Annual Report for 2018-19.

Catch me if You Can

THERE IS a moment in Hustlers when Lopez, 
her golden-brown skin bathed in neon lights, 
sheathed in a tiny sequinned G-string and a 
giant fur coat, enjoying a leisurely smoke on 
the roof of a strip club, opens the folds of her 
jacket to nestle a new girl in. That brief scene, 
warm and hot, all at the same time, could 
have been this film. About women who have 
bent the rules of the game their way, while 
holding each other up. 

The clip between Lopez’s Ramona and 
Wu’s Destiny slips in while we are still 
breathless from the exhilaration of watch¬ 
ing Lopez do a turn around a strip pole. It’s a 
bold and uninhibited performance as 
Ramona swirls, climbs, slides, twirls and al¬ 
most flies around that steel, while the jaws of 
the audience drop and the dollars pour in. 
This role of a sexy performer is perfect for the 
actor with undeniable charisma, and Lopez 
owns Hustlers from that moment. 

But the film is too timid to return the gen¬ 
erosity. Inspired by a New York Magazine ar¬ 
ticle about a group of strippers who man¬ 
aged to con Wall Street guys for a couple of 
years mnning, this film written and directed 
by Scafaria wants its women to be “cons" but 
for all the “right” reasons — a child to sup¬ 
port, an ailing grandmother, an imprisoned 
fiancee, unsupportive parents. Nothing 
wrong with having them aspire for furs, 
pearls and diamonds, but Louboutins really 
do not go well with Lehmann Brothers if your 
message is “greed is bad”, especially of the 
Wall Street kind. 

The point keeps being emphasised, off 
and on, as we follow essentially Destiny from 
the time she takes her first hesitant steps into 
that strip club, puts up with demands of men 
moulded seemingly out of the same clay, 
sees her money dwindle to almost nothing as 
she shares the proceeds with those who run 


the club, to when Ramona takes her under 
her wing and her fortunes change. The mo¬ 
ment of crisis in the film is the 2008 market 
collapse, leaving their customers without 
cash to throw around, and requiring the girls 
to re-invent. A single mother by then, Destiny 
eventually falls in with Ramona’s all-girls 
scheme of fleecing (really stupid) men by 
slipping drugs into their drinks and maxing 
out their credit cards. They gamble that the 
men won’t go to police and, for the longest 
part, they don’t. 


While Hustlers is focused on the women, 
particularly behind the scenes at the strip club, 
it’s refreshing. The women are there with all 
their skin, breasts, buttocks, smarts and warts, 
showing, bound together by an unjudgmen- 
tal eye and an easy camaraderie. While Cardie 
B shows up, even here, in her striking pres¬ 
ence, Lopez is the embodiment of the energy, 
aspiration and confidence in that room. 

When the story progresses, to the 
schemes and the scammed men, a journal¬ 
ist putting the story together, and the women 


reeling in money but also trying to explain it 
away as a necessary evil, it starts becoming 
repetitive and loses its verve. Having Destiny 
at the centre of it all doesn’t help. While Wu 
(Crazy Rich Asians) is good, a film like Hustlers 
requires a Ramona to shine. Plus, she has the 
film’s best line, whatever the fuzzy politics 
behind it: “This whole country is a strip club. 
There are people tossing money and people do¬ 
ing the dance."

Spy Games and Shadow Play

THE ONE thing that you are sure to do after 
watching the first few episodes of Netflix’s 
latest mega offering Bard of Blood, is to 
Google, ‘where was Bard of Blood shot’? 
Alternatively you might type in Balochistan. 
Much of the show is set there, and while the 
makers, including producer Shah Rukh Khan, 
couldn’t make it across the border to shoot, 
our own dry, arid terrains of Leh, Ladakh and 
Rajasthan make for a passably stunning 
Balochistan. So first things first, Bard of Blood 
is a mega-budget web series, based on the 
eponymous 2015 book written by Bilal 
Siddiqi. The book, which was supremely de¬ 
tailed, has been crunched to befit a screen¬ 
play, a few elements have been highlighted 
and the lead characters made more dramatic. 
The show, directed by Ribhu Dashupta, has as 
its core, Kabir Anand (Emraan Hashmi), a for¬ 
mer agent of the Indian secret service who 
has been roped in for an off-the-books mis¬ 
sion by his former mentor and father figure, 
Sadiq Sir (Rajit Kapoor). The mission at hand 
is to cross the border and rescue four Indian 
operatives captured by the Taliban. Sounds 
simple enough. And for those who have fol¬ 
lowed Indian spy lore and spy narratives on 
screen, you know everything is possible. 

Bard of Blood, while following a typical, 
formulaic, espionage template, tried to go for 
the human-heavy-on-emotion angle. We 
discover that relations between the former 
mentor/father figure and Anand have soured, 


courtesy a mission which went south in — 
you guessed it — Balochistan. No one trusts 
anyone. Anand has his own guilt to deal with, 
as he lost a dear friend and partner in the ill- 
fated mission in Balochistan. He now teaches 
English Literature at a college in Mumbai. Of 
course, we are not surprised when the able 
student is ready to go on a rogue mission at 
the bidding of his teacher. He is almost re¬ 
lieved to have an analyst — Isha Khanna 
(Sobhita Dhulipala), who has never had any 
prior field experience to come along for the 
ride. The more, the merrier, and to complete 
the trifecta, enter Veer Singh (Viineet Kumar 
Singh), a sleeper Indian agent who moon¬ 
lights as an opium smuggler on the Pak- 
Afghan border. So far, so good. 

But as the show progresses, the narrative 
falls prey to contrived writing and conven¬ 
ient plot devices. Keeping in tune with every 


spy tale ever written, the team faces hiccups 
and setbacks, and are often lagging behind in 
the cat-and-mouse game. Intel is gathered, 
information bartered, and an ex-flame ap¬ 
pears in the nick of time. Simultaneously, we 
are also thrown into the deep end of interna¬ 
tional geopolitics. The Taliban and their nexus 
with the Pakistani military and intelligence 
services, the insurgency in Balochistan etc, all 
these are conveniently used to further the 
narrative, but they hold little depth. Spanning 
seven-episodes, the series was meant to be 
slow bum, but it often drags. Melodramatic 
dialogues and cumbersome lines don’t do 
justice to the stellar cinematography. Lines 
like “ Maut ki boat mat karo mujhse, maine 
maut ko bahut kareeb se dekha hai", don’t re¬ 
ally work today and neither does, “To bury 
my past once and for all". Then there is an an¬ 
gle of personal vendetta and guilt. At times 


the show is strongly reminiscent of a Subhash 
Ghai-meets-Karan Johar epic. The horror. 
Anand’s moniker in the show is ‘Bard’, given 
his tendency to quote from Shakespeare, but 
apart from the first two episodes with token 
lines from Henry VIII, we don’t hear much 
from the Bard of Avon. 

Many of the big ticket items in the 
streaming world work, because of the level of 
emotional attachment that the audience 
have with the characters, both big and small. 
Here, apart from Anand, no one else has even 
a trace of a back story. We know Veer’s father 
has Alzheimer’s, and that Isha Mathur lives 
with her mother. But, what else? Come on, 
there were seven, fifty-minute-long 
episodes. Surely a minute each for Khanna 
and Singh could have gone a long way. Singh, 
who is a brilliant actor and we hope to see 
him more, is a victim of lazy writing. An en¬ 
tire scene in the show is a frame by frame 
copy of the Murraba segment of Bombay 
Talkies (2013), directed by Anurag Kashyap. 
As for Dhulipala, she has adapted well to the 
non-glam avatar after her earlier appearance 
in the super dressy Made In Heaven. 

A special note to the makers: not all ter¬ 
rorists, member of the Taliban and men that 
side of border wear surma or kohl. Especially 
this dark, intense as night, non-smudge kohl, 
which stays put in the most violent of action 
sequences. And what’s with the weird 
Afghani/Pakistani/Baloch/Pashto accent? It 
all sounds like the actors were trained using 
the old VHS tapes of Khuda Gawah. 

We have not had many great spy stories in 
Hindi cinema, barring examples of the pio¬ 
neering Ankhen (1958) and the slick ]ewel Thief 
(1969). What has followed are offerings like 
Agent Vinod, Ek Tha Tiger and its sequel and a 
forgettable Dhishoom. The mediocre streak re¬ 
mains unbroken with Bard of Blood. Watch it 
for the surroundings, shot so well that you can 
almost taste the brown sand, because hon¬ 
estly, your chance to make it across the bor¬ 
der in the current political climate is slim.

We are Listening 


BULBUL CAN SING

YOUNG BULBUL is like the bird she’s 
named after: chirpy, curious, lively, explor¬ 
ing the many shades of life with her best 
friends, Bonny and Suman. They — the two 
girls and boy — are inseparable both in 
school and after, sharing silly jokes, secrets, 
sulks, snubs and silences, just like any other 
teenage gang anywhere in the world. 
Watching them share physical space, 
sprawled on a bed or on the ground, limbs 
carelessly bushing against each other, 
bound by deep affection not desire, is to see 
something rare in Indian cinema. 

The fact that this trio and their friends 
and families live in a tiny Assam village, 
make them a very particular set indeed. 
Instead of the sterilised malls and multi¬ 
plexes of their urban counterparts, their 
playground is their surroundings: fields full 
of water where you can cast your fishing 
net, or trail your fingers, trees you can 
climb, and trunks you can scratch your 
names in, flowers you can pick from the 
grass and braid in your hair. 

One of the most striking things about 
Rima Das’s films is just how vividly nature 
becomes a participant in ‘plots’ fashioned, 
organically, by human wants, needs and 
frailties: Bulbul (Arnali) is discovering the 
headiness of a first crush, as is Bonny 
(Thakuriya): the two ‘boy-friends’ are in the 
same class. And Suman, who is soft and ten¬ 
der, is left adjusting to this new equation. 


The strongest, most effective thread in 
Das’s third feature, which follows the ter¬ 
rific Village Rocl<stars, is the one which ex¬ 
amines the difficulties of being a boy in a 
world where male-ness is equated with 
hardness. Little boys tease Suman, call him 
‘Ladies’, as do grown men who should know 
better. In a scene which breaks your heart, 
Suman says: ‘how is it my fault? God made 
me like this. Am I the only one like this?’ 

The hypocrisy with which we deal with 
teenage sexuality is laid bare with savage 
economy. From Bulbul’s father who wants 
her to become a singer, to Bonny’s mother 
who disapproves of her daughter’s ways, 
to the school-teacher who has on eye on 
the budding beauty of Bulbul, to a gossipy 
group of women: such a strong wave of 
sanction emanates from these adults, that 
it washes up against the foursome, who are 
just doing what comes naturally to those 
with bursting hormones. 

There’s a shocking death, and suddenly 
the sun-dappled film becomes dark. Das 
takes us up a horrific peak, shows us the 
ugliness of humans who are cruel and 
quick to judge, and then softens the blow. 
And leaves us in a place where grieving will, 
inevitably, lead to hope and restoration. 

I fell in love with Village Rocl<stars and 
its youthful characters who didn’t ‘act’ as 
much as just danced, pranced, splashed 
across the landscape. Bulbul Can Sing, 
which won the Best Assamese film at the 
2019 National Awards, and which can be 
seen both as a companion piece and as its 
own film, is more ‘performed’. But the nat- 
ural-ness of the actors wins you over. 
Equally winning is what it leaves you with: 
growing up is not all fun and games, but 
there can be rainbows if we go looking.

Snowed Under 


ABOMINABLE

UNIVERSAL STUDIOS notes thatAbominable 
is the first female-directed animation feature 
with a female lead. When a film comes 
tagged like that, you have your antennas up, 
because Culton, who became the first fe¬ 
male principal director of a big budget, an¬ 
imated feature with Open Season, back in 
2006, should need no such qualification. 

There is another thing that should have 
madeAbominable special. The film, produced 
by Dreamworks and Shanghai-based Pearl 
Studio, is based in China, with largely Chinese 
characters. However, nobody says China out 
loud, the country gets referenced only in a 
map and in the context of Beij ing University, 
the actors all speak English and have features 
that could easily pass off as Caucasian, the 
villain is a generic Hollywood type with 
generic, sinister MNC agendas, and the only 
recognisable brand on screen is McDonald’s. 

There is nothing political about 
Abominable though. A girl called Yi (voiced 
by 27-year-old Bennet) has secluded her¬ 
self from her mother and grandmother af¬ 
ter her father’s death, and does odd jobs of 
all kinds to rustle up enough money for a 
trip around China. At nights, she goes up to 
the terrace to play violin, taught to her by 
her father. One such night, she meets a ter¬ 
rified Yeti (Izzo) on her terrace, who has es¬ 



caped from a lab where they were planning 
all kinds of experiments on him. The film is 
about Yi trying to return Yeti to his home in 
the Everest, helped by friends Peng (Tsai) 
and Jin (Trainor), while evil scientist 
(Paulson) and the aforesaid MNC owner 
(Izzard) chase them with a team of armed 
men in armed vehicles. 

Abominable is often beautiful to look at, 
as the road to Everest is laid out in all its 
beauty but little of its harshness. The ‘magic’ 
Yeti wields, because of “its power to talk to 
nature”, is exquisite at times — especially 
when he gets fields full of yellow flowers to 
undulate like waves. However, the story it¬ 
self is flat, predictable and moves inexorably 
slowly to its end. There is one reason you 
may want to see Abominable though. In a 
rather clever bit of casting, Trainor who 
plays Jin is the grandson of Tenzing Norgay, 
who and Edmund Hillary were the first two 
men to climb Everest. An ideal Chinese kid 
who is set for a medical degree, yet obsessed 
with his looks and selfies, Jin is the cleverest 
character in the film. SL 


BREAKING DOWN NEWS 


Fighting Words 

Imran Khan’s tweet on a counter-narrative to Islamophobia freaks out the Twitter AI while climate 
activist Greta Thunberg inspires and provokes in equal measure

AT THE SAARC meet in New York on 
Thursday, while all eyes were on Pakistan 
foreign minister Shah Mahmood Qureshi’s 
refusal to share space, time and breathable 
air with his Indian counterpart, a more fruit¬ 
ful meeting was in progress elsewhere in 
the city .ARYNews and Dawn, among other 
Pakistani media, reported on a trilateral 
meet between Pakistan prime minister 
Imran Khan, Turkish president Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan and Malaysian prime minister 


Mahathir Mohamad, to develop a counter¬ 
narrative to Islamophobia. The three coun¬ 
tries will jointly promote a TV channel and 
films to set the record straight. 

Khan tweeted: “President Erdogan, PM 
Mahatir (sic) and myself had a meeting to¬ 
day in which we decided our 3 countries 
would jointly start an English language 
channel dedicated to confronting the chal¬ 
lenges posed by Islamophobia and setting 
the record straight on our great religion — 
Islam.” Another propaganda channel. But 
why not? Here in India, Mrs Gandhi created 
one to perpetuate her rule. The BJP 
launched one only for the duration of the 
last general election. The Kremlin has its 
own. This is the old normal. 

And perhaps there is a need for a counter¬ 
narrative, because Khan’s tweet freaked out 
the Twitter AI. It hustled to do its stuff, blank¬ 
ing out the tweet and flagging it: “This media 
may contain sensitive material.” Such hyper¬ 


sensitivity reflects either its programmers’ 
prejudices, or it has learned far too much 
from the data in the angry little boil that so¬ 
cial media has become, where ‘Islam’ and 
‘Islamophobia’ can be read as fighting words. 

Fighting words were also heard last 
week from climate activist Greta Thunberg 
in a Congressional hearing in the US. Then, 
the world applauded her for her maturity 
in drawing attention to what climate scien¬ 
tists had to say, rather than what she had to 
say. But by the middle of this week, it be¬ 
came clear that she had sparked off a global 
youth movement. The Guardian and the BBC 
were focusing on protests held all over the 


world. And the tide turned, with many peo¬ 
ple, including the environmentally con¬ 
scious, finding her “annoying”. The word 
was popping up everywhere on social me¬ 
dia and in comments on stories accompa¬ 
nied by pictures of Thunberg looking angry. 

Crowds have been fickle from the time 
of the Roman circus, and in the age of poli¬ 
tics as spectacle, blowback is normal. A gen¬ 
der spin developed in America, with many 
believing that Thunberg is threatening be¬ 
cause she has stepped out of the gender box.

scarier. From the publication of Silent Spring 
in 1962, environmentalism has proclaimed 
that it works to secure the lives of the chil¬ 
dren of the future. A child now accuses us, 
her elders, represented by the political com¬ 
munity, of failing her. To be told the blunt 
truth is generally unnerving, especially 
when convenient fabrications are the norm. 

Those who are tiring of the Thunberg 
story, rejoice, because it is about to be shoul¬ 
dered off the information superhighway. Talk 
of impeachment is in the air. The blunt truth 
is finally out, with the public release of the 
complaint of the whistleblower who has 
called out President Tmmp’s attempt to use 
the good offices of the new government in 
Ukraine to further his chances in elections 
due next year. Now, the spectre of foreign 
meddling in America’s choice, which had 
dogged the last election, is out in the open 
and as CNN reports, the Democrats have lit¬ 
tle choice but to move for impeachment. 

The whistleblower, who appears to be 
an intelligence officer, had helpfully marked 
his letter of complaint unclassified “when 
separated from the attachments” (those 
would be gripping). He accuses the admin¬ 
istration of trying to wipe traces of a July 25 
phone call between Trump and Ukrainian 
president Volodymyr Zelenskyy (officially, 


the world’s first comedian to head a nation), 
in which he sought to offset military aid 
against a commitment to help investigate 
his rival Joe Biden and his son Hunter. 
Meanwhile Michael McFaul, Stanford 
teacher and Obama’s ambassador to 
Moscow, has posted a picture from his 
tenure, showing how a head-to-head call 
happens. Off camera, Obama is on the line 
with prime minister Dmitry Medvedev, and 
a bunch of officials and aides in the White 
House Situation Room are listening in on a 
speakerphone and taking notes. It illustrates 
how many officials must be leaned on to 
conceal the details of a call. 

Misuse of office to get your political dirty 
work done is ample ground for impeach¬ 
ment. But it’s only a preliminary step, rather 
like an FIR being filed by the representatives 
of the lower House. A trial must follow, con¬ 
ducted by the upper House, giving stiff com¬ 
petition to courtroom dramas. Meanwhile, 
rumours about an Israeli intelligence com¬ 
pany, Saudi Arabia and the Russian mob 
have surfaced, as media and activists in 
Ukraine and the Middle East start assem¬ 
bling a timeline of events. The picture will 
get murkier before it clears.

THE INDIAN board has decided to reschedule 
Vijay Hazare tournament after a few Group 
A league games were washed out by rain in 
Bangalore. Many domestic teams had re¬ 
quested rescheduling the lost games on off- 
days and the board agreed. 

Not just Bangalore, but the Group B 
teams, that are being held in Vadodara, have 
also been severely hit. The first couple of 
league games of all teams have been a wash 
out. BCCI general manager cricket operations 
Saba Karim said that not only the Bangalore 
games but all washed-out games will be re¬ 
scheduled. 

“We had a discussion and we are grate¬ 
ful to BCCI, who approved our request. In our 
meeting with BCCI’s KVP Rao with all man¬ 
agers of various states team requested to re¬ 
schedule washed out games so that teams 
can get a chance to play. Since the time we 
landed, there has been rain, we didn’t get de¬ 
cent practice session too,” Mumbai Cricket 
Association (MCA) manager Armaan Mallik 
told The Indian Express. 

“We will have games on rest days and re¬ 
vise schedule has been sent, the matches will 
be now played till October 17. Our intention 
is that players get as many games possible 
before the full season begins. It’s a such a 
prestigious tournament after all,” Karim said. 

Chattisgarh, Hyderabad and Mumbai 
couldn’t play their first two games whereas 
six other teams_Karnataka, Andhra, 
Saurashtra, Kerala, Goa and Jharkhand lost a 
game each due to rain. Eight games in Plate 
league too has turned into no-result. 

Meanwhile, MCA has requested BCCI to 
give a chance to each team to play at 
Chinnaswamy Stadium. At present, the 
home team Karnataka are playing all their 
games at Chinnaswamy Stadium.

Ex-India manager hints at cover-up to 
save support staff member in Antigua 

Member of travelling party behaved inappropriately with hotel personnel, CEO office kept quiet:Subramaniam

FORMER INDIA team manager Sunil 
Subramaniam has claimed that a member 
of the support staff was investigated by, 
among others, the Antigua police for ‘behav¬ 
ing inappropriately’ with the housekeeping 
personnel of the team hotel. Subramaniam 
also lashed out at the BCCI for inaction, say¬ 
ing it was ‘beyond belief. The alleged inci¬ 
dent took place during the first Test between 
India and West Indies in Antigua from 
August 22 to 26. 

Subramaniam, whose stint as the team 
manager ended after the Caribbean tour, high¬ 
lighted the issue in an email to the Supreme 
Court-appointed Committee of Administrators 
(CoA) on September 25. Subramaniam also al¬ 
leged that the BCCI hushed up the issue even 
after the inquiry conducted by the local police, 
hotel management and an official from the 
West Indies Cricket Board found the support 
staff member guilty. 

Subramaniam said he was informed about 
the alleged misconduct by WICB’s manager of 
operations Roland Holder. “Investigation by 
the Hotel management, Antiguan Police, 
Roland Holder of Cricket West Indies and my¬ 
self along with the team Security manager and 
logistics manager did confirm that it was in¬ 
deed a member of the support staff,” he wrote 
in the email. 

He added that the ‘inaction of the BCCI on 


a matter as grave as this is beyond belief.’ “The 
matter was handled in such a manner that 
the team and more importantly the con¬ 
cerned member of the team was spared any 
embarrassment from any entity that would 
exploit it for obvious reasons,” Subramaniam 
wrote. “I am beginning to wonder if this is 
some kind of old boys club at the CEO’s office 
that has its own clique to protect or are they 
dismissive and disdainful about such trans¬ 
gressions in the Indian team?” 

Subramaniam was removed as the man¬ 
ager after he was accused of high-handed be¬ 
haviour with top officials of the Indian High 
Commission during the tour. He, however, 
claimed that the support staff member ac¬ 
cused of misbehaviour “is still very much a part 
of the Indian team.” 

In a subsequent email, however, 
Subramaniam backed down from allegations 
made regarding BCQ not taking any action and 
requested the CoA to ‘withdraw the earlier 
email sent’. “The reference to old boys club in 
the letter was purely in the context of some 
members of the support staff in the cricket 
team who were not doing the work expected 
out of them. As regards the indiscretion of sup¬ 
port staff mentioned, it would be best if he has 
a word spoken to on not to repeat such indiscre¬ 
tions in future. A detailed report as a follow up 
to the match report will be sent later.” 

‘No reason to apologize’ 

In the email, Subramaniam has also 
claimed that the Indian team had to skip a

Subramaniam was accused of misbehav¬ 
ing with the officials of the Indian high com¬ 
mission in the West Indies. The BCCI had con¬ 
templated calling him back midway from the 
tour, but the CoA let him off with a reprimand 
after he tendered ‘an unconditional apology.’ 

Subramaniam, however, said in the email 
that ‘I have no reason to be apologetic over the 
issue’ and he had done so only to avoid a ‘ need¬ 
less controversy in the middle of an already 
poorly organised tour wherein issues on the 
teams basic comforts off the field needed to 
(be) addressed first.’ 

“Let me set the facts straight. On receipt of 
a mail on requirement of the Indian Team for 
the (sic) Swatch Bharat shoot on 10th August.., 
the shoot which took 4 hours and a practice 
session was skipped for it, was completed on 
13th August. Does any unbiased mind think 
that the team would have agreed to do that if 
they did not have my trust and am I really the 
kind of person to disobey instructions?” 


Subramaniam wrote. 

Subramaniam said he requested the sec¬ 
ond secretary of the Indian consulate in 
Trinidad for a written communication from 
senior BCCI officials to get the team for a shoot. 
He continued: “Does the BCCI seriously expect 
team manager to organise the Indian team for 
such a major off the field event during an over¬ 
seas tour based on a whatsapp message from 
an official of the Indian Consulate in Trinidad 
wherein BCCI’s internal administrative func¬ 
tions are casually messaged that “Mr.Vinod Rai 
has spoken to Virat Kohli” or on an 
instruction/communication from the BCCI to 
the team manager?” 

He went on to highlight the logistical prob¬ 
lems faced by the team during the tour, saying 
meals weren’t served on time at some loca¬ 
tions while the team had to wait for four hours 
in the lobby of the hotel in Port of Spain. “The 
hotel in Fort Lauderdale was substandard, no 
meals were served on a 4 hour chartered flight 
from Fort Lauderdale to Georgetown, Guyana, 
missed baggage’s on the flight from 
Georgetown to Port of Spain and the team had 
to wait 4 hours in the lobby of the hotel at Port 
ofSpain,Trinidad before allotment of 12 rooms 
which incidentally included rooms for the 
Captain and the Head Coach,” he wrote. 

Subramaniam urged the BCCI to appoint a 
professional logistics manager for the team to 
avoid such incidents in future. “The role of the 
current logistics manager is not aligned to in¬ 
dustry standards for any professional organi¬ 
sation,” he remarked. 


Pak’s ten-year 
wait gets a bit 
longer as first 
ODI is rained 
off in Karachi

HEAVY RAIN washed out the opening match 
of Sri Lanka’s tour of Pakistan before play be¬ 
gan on Friday, disappointing cricket fans who 
had flocked to the stadium for what was to be 
the first ODI played on a Karachi pitch in a 
decade. Teams have been reluctant to visit 
the cricket-mad country since a deadly mil¬ 
itant attack on the Sri Lankan team bus in 
Lahore in 2009, and Karachi has not hosted a 
one-day international since then. Since then 
Pakistan have been forced to play nearly all of 
their “home” matches in the United Arab 
Emirates due to security concerns. 

Heavy showers began as soon the teams 
were whisked into the National Stadium un¬ 
der tight security in the afternoon. The disap¬ 
pointment from spectators was palpable. 

Karachi will still host the remaining ODIs 
on the tour, with Sunday’s match resched¬ 
uled to Monday to avoid possible rain. The 
two teams will also play three Twenty20 in¬ 
ternationals in Lahore next month. 

Security measures 

The latest series is an attempt by Pakistan 
Cricket Board to bring international cricket 
back into the country following the 2009 at¬ 
tacks. Zimbabwe were the first team to tour 
in Pakistan for six years when they played 
two Twenty20s and three one-day interna¬ 
tionals in Lahore in 2015. 

That was followed by a World XI tour and 
homeT20 matches against Sri Lanka and the 
West Indies. For the current tour, Pakistan 
have put in place stringent security meas¬ 
ures normally reserved for heads of state. 

All the arrangements are being led by the 
country’s military, with around 2,000 secu¬ 
rity personnel on alert at the team’s hotel and 
at the ground. But the security guarantee did 
not stop the withdrawal of several key Sri 
Lankan players, including regular ODI cap¬ 
tain Dimuth Karunaratne as well as former 
captains Angelo Mathews and Dinesh 
Chandimal. The tour was also put on hold af¬ 
ter the Sri Lankan government received in¬ 
formation of a possible terror threat, before 
an all-clear was issued last week. 

I’d unfinished business: Arthur 

Pakistan’s former cricket coach Mickey 
Arthur on Friday defended his comments 
that linked former captains Wasim Akram 
and Misbah-ul-Haq to his ousting last 
month. Arthur caused a stir in Pakistani 
cricket circles earlier this week after he went 
into detail about his axing in an interview 
with ESPNcricinfo podcast Stump Mic. 
Following a disappointing World Cup per¬ 
formance, the Pakistan Cricket Board set up 
a committee including Wasim and Misbah 
to shape the team’s future direction. The 
committee decided against renewing 
Arthur’s contract, which paved the way for 
Misbah to be named the country’s chief se¬ 
lector and new head coach. 

Arthur said he had supported the partic¬ 
ipation of both Wasim and Misbah on the 
committee but was disappointed with the 
decision after placing his trust in them. 

Speaking to AFP by phone from Perth, he 
said, “I was dignified in my comments be¬ 
cause I love Pakistan, the players I worked 
with, spent time with for three years and re¬ 
spect Misbah and Wasim. I felt disappointed 
because I had some unfinished business to 
do with the Pakistan team and would have 
loved to continue.”

Diana refuses to take up MCA

DIANA EDULJI, one of the three members 
of the Supreme Court-appointed 
Committee of Administrator (COA), has re¬ 
cused herself from taking membership of 
the Mumbai Cricket Association (MCA) and 
the Indian Cricketers Association (ICA) un¬ 
til the BCCI elections get over. 

The Indian board had asked all former in¬ 
ternational and retired domestic cricketers 
— men and women — to apply for ICA’s 
membership. Then, on Friday, the MCA is¬ 
sued a notice to former international play¬ 
ers hailing from its jurisdiction to become a 
member to get voting rights at the MCA elec¬ 
tion to be held on October 4. 

However, Edulji believes that since she is 
part of COA, it will unfair if she takes up the 
membership and voting rights in the MCA 
and ICA elections. 

“I have not filled up any form and will not 
do it as I am currently a COA member. I 
thought it will be unfair if I vote in election 
process of players or in MCA election. That is 
why I have decided to stay away from it. I will 
only become a member once the BCCI elec¬ 
tion is over and our responsibility ends,” 
Edulji told The Indian Express. 

As per the Lodha Committee recommen¬ 
dations, each association will have to make 
its former international cricketers a mem¬ 
ber with voting rights. Edulji had played 20 
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Edulji believes that since she is 
part of COA, it will unfair if she 
takes up the membership and 
voting rights in the MCA and ICA 
elections. 


Tests and 34 ODIs in a career spanning over 
17 years, taking 63 and 46 wickets respec¬ 
tively. Though she represented Railways, 
Edulji resides in Mumbai. The BCCI has left 
the onus on international cricketers to 
choose which association they would prefer 
to become a voting member of. 

It is not the first time Edulji has recused 
herself. Last year, the former India captain 
had refused to accept CK Nayudu Lifetime 
Achievement Award conferred upon her by 
the BCCI. Edulji, in a statement released 
shortly after BCCI’s announcement of the 
2016/17 list of lifetime achievement 
awardees, said that it won’t be appropriate 
for her to accept the award while she re¬ 
mains a member of the CoA. 

“Since I am a member of the Hon’ble 
Supreme Court appointed committee of ad¬ 
ministrators of the BCCI, I do not think it is 
appropriate for me to accept this honour at 
this juncture. I have discussed my decision 
with my family, friends and well-wishers 
who wholeheartedly support my decision 
not to accept the award during my tenure as 
a member of the COA.” 


MOHAMMAD AZHARUDDIN’S cricketing life 
came full circle on Friday when the former 
India captain, who was indicted for match-fix¬ 
ing and banned forever from playing, was 
elected as president of the Hyderabad Cricket 
Association (HCA). Azhar polled 173 votes while 
his opponent Prakash Chand Jain got 73 votes. 
His entire panel won their respective contests. 
The victory marks his official entry into cricket 
administration two years after his nomination 
was rejected on technical grounds. He vowed 
to work for the welfare of his association. 

“If there is progress in cricket, there will 
be progress in association. If association is 
healthy, every person will be happy. The as¬ 
sociation had not been healthy for the last 
three. Now, it is all clear and we will move 
ahead,” Azharuddin said. 

The 56-year-old, who has also served as 
a Congress MP from Moradabad in Uttar 
Pradesh, led India to a spate of Test series 
wins over England, Sri Lanka and Zimbabwe 
at home in the 1990s. A stylish batsman, fa¬ 
mous for his wrist wizardry, Azhar fell from 
grace after he was implicated in the 2000 
match-fixing scandal that shook the core of 
Indian cricket. However, the Andhra High 
Court had mled that the investigation against 
him was not conducted properly. He praised 
former Chief Election Commissioner V S 
Sampath, who oversaw the HCA polls. 

“When election is fair, my nomination 
could not have been rejected (two years ago), 


but (now) fair election happened. Sampath 
sir followed clear-cut rules and regulations. 
That’s why a proper election happened. No 
problem occurred in the election and I am 
very happy and thankful to members and 
secretaries (of districts), they elected and 
made me HCA president,” Azharuddin said. 

Azharuddin, who appeared in 99 Tests 
and 334 ODIs, filed his nomination for the 
president’s post in the HCA last week. 

AnuragThakur’s brother 
elected HPCA boss 

Meanwhile in Dharamsala, Arun Dhumal, 
younger brother of former BCCI president and 
current MoS (finance) Anurag Thakur was 
elected president of the Himachal Pradesh 
Cricket Association (HPCA) unopposed, dur¬ 
ing its Annual General Meeting (AGM) on 
Friday. Una district’s Sumit Sharma is the new 
secretary of HPCA as there was no opposition 
against the Dhumal-led panel. The AGM hap¬ 
pened on expected lines and former 
Himachal CM Prem Kumar Dhumal’s 
younger son could be a strong contender for 
a plum post in the BCCI — either as an office 
bearer or as a member of the all-important 
Apex Council during BCCI AGM on October 
23. However for that, he will have to relin¬ 
quish his state body’s position. 

Odisha: Father votes from jail, 
son becomes secretary 

In Cuttack, Sanjay Behera was on Friday 
elected the secretary of Odisha Cricket

Association (OCA) while his father, arrested 
sports administrator, Ashirbad voted from jail. 
However the election can turn “null and void” 
as any charge-sheeted person cannot take part 
in the poll process. In a direct contest for the 
coveted secretary’s post of the OCA, Sanjay 
defeated another veteran sports administra¬ 
tor Naba Ranjan Patnaik by 20 votes. 

Interestingly the former secretary of OCA, 
Ashirbad, who was arrested by CBI last week 
following a supplementary chargesheet 
against him for his alleged links with ponzi 
firm ArthaTatwa Group of Companies, voted 
through postal ballot. Ashirbad, who is above 
70 years of age, has served the OCA for a cu¬ 
mulative period of over nine years, had to step 
down in February 2017 to fall in line with the 
Lodha Committee recommendations. 


He had allegedly received one crore from 
AT Group under the garb of sponsoring 
Odisha Ranji team and title sponsorship for 
Odisha Premier League in 2011. For the post 
of OCA President, Pankaj Lochan Mohanty of 
Boudh district defeated former OCA treas¬ 
urer Pradeep Chouhan by six votes. 

Revival group emerges as 
dominant force in Baroda 

In Vadodara, the Revival group bagged three 
of the five key posts in the elections for the 
Baroda Cricket Association (BCA) held on Friday. 
Pranav Amin from the Revival group went on to 
win the President’s post with a margin of over 
90 per cent votes, while Sheetal Mehta from 
the same group bagged the Vice President’s 
post and Ajit Patel secured the Treasurer’s post 
Meanwhile from the Royal group, AjitLele went 
on to win the post of the secretary and the Parag 
Patel secured the post of the joint secretary. A 
total of1488 votes were cast. 

The Royal Group headed by Samarjitsinh 
Gaekwad had fielded Jatin Vakil, a manag¬ 
ing committee member and an advocate as 
its presidential candidate while the opposi¬ 
tion group, the Revival Group headed by in¬ 
dustrialist Chirayu Amit had fielded Pranav 
Amin for the President’s post.

IOC could relook at 
Russia participation 

Doha: IOC president Thomas Bach 
said that a fresh look might be needed 
at Russia's participation in next year's 
Tokyo Olympics after the World Anti- 
Doping Agency (WADA) found incon¬ 
sistencies in data supplied by the 
country. WADA said on Monday it had 
opened compliance proceedings 
against Russia's Anti-Doping Agency 
(RUSADA) after examining a vast bank 
of historical testing data finally 
handed over in January following a 
previous suspension. That meant RU¬ 
SADA was in danger of being declared 
non-compliant by WADA, possibly 
putting increased pressure on the IOC 
to exclude Russia from the Tokyo 
Games next year for failing to ensure 
that its athletes are clean. "RUSADA 
has served its sanction for what hap¬ 
pened... now, what we hear there 
maybe a new situation," Bach told re¬ 
porters. "So, there has to be a fresh 
look at this." Bach said he could not 
comment further while WADA car¬ 
ries out its investigation. "I cannot 
speculate or comment on the result 
of what this WADA procedure might 
be," he added. REUTERS

Indian women boxers gained valuable insight by sparring with the elusive Chinese at a camp in Italy

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER 27 

WITH THE upcoming world championships 
in mind, Chinese women boxers shifted 
training sessions outside their country for 
the very first time, opting to take part in a 
multi-national camp being held in Italy. And 
a possible look behind the curtains, on how 
women boxing's biggest powerhouse train, 
prompted India high-performance director 
Raffaele Bergamasco to make an impromptu 
change of plans. 

“There were no plans for us to go to Italy. 
But we only went because an Italian coach 
who is a friend informed me that the Chinese 
boxers will be coming in,” Bergamasco told 
The Indian Express, talking about the train¬ 
ing camp which was held in Assisi from 
September 8-22. “This was the first time 
China were holding a training camp in an¬ 
other country. Even better is the fact that the 
sparring sessions went well for us, with good 
performance from the girls. Sarita, Neeraj and 
Lovlina were very good." 

Also present were teams from Korea, 
France, Finland, Greece and Switzerland. But 
all eyes were on the Chinese boxers, who rule 
women's boxing. China is the second-most 
successful nation at World Championships 
behind Russia, with 46 medals, including 17 
gold. In Delhi last year, Chinese boxers made 
five out of the ten finals, winning gold in four 
categories. The performance was predictably 
stronger at the Asian Championships in April, 
where the nation medalled in each category; 
winning six gold, one silver and three bronze. 

“China was the only reason we went to 
Italy,” says chief coach Mohammed Ali 
Qamar. “They didn't just bring the full team, 



but they also brought second-stringers 
there for practice. China dominates 
women's boxing. Sparring with these tal¬ 
ented boxers motivated our girls. Sparring 
and the bouts are totally different, but you 
can take pointers from these sessions and 
use it to make the life tough for your oppo¬ 
nents when it counts.” 

While they started slow, with one gold at

the inaugural 2001 Championships in 
Scranton, USA, the Chinese women im¬ 
proved dramatically, acquiring 2 silver and 3 
bronze in the 2012 and 2016 Olympic Games. 
For the upcoming World Championships in 
Ulan-Ude, Russia beginning on 3rd October, 
they possess a strong contender in each cat¬ 
egory, including Chang Yuan who was sin¬ 
gled out by Mary Korn as a possible rival for 
the 51 kg category. 

Lovlina Borgohain, the 69kg contender 
who got bronze in Delhi, talked about her ex¬ 
perience in Assisi. “Everyone had a close eye 
on the Chinese, seeing how this was their first 
time training openly in 18 years. So to camp 
with such champions was a stellar experi¬ 
ence," says Lovlina. 

“Earlier, we used to just look at them and 
it would always be in our minds that 'China 
is very tough. This boxer will be very tough.' 
So, you'd feel psychologically burdened be¬ 
fore taking the ring. How would we do? Will 
our plans work? It is only after we trained 
with them that we realise now that 'okay, 
they are a little better but it is not that big of 
a difference'. Their stamina, for example, is 
not different from the Indians. So when you 


do sparring like that, it helps a boxer. Inn log 
ko aaram se maar sakte hain, itna sochne ka 
koi zarurat nahi hai (We can beat these box¬ 
ers easily, there's no need to overthink)." 

Wary of surprises 

Bergamasco adds that while the acquired 
data and analysis will be helpful, the Indians 
should be prepared for any possible sur¬ 
prises. "We have videos from all the sessions, 
a lot of data which should help us prepare 
plan and adapt to the way the Chinese box,” 
says Bergamasco. “But you can only get some 
information from these things. And the 
Chinese are good at changing their game. 
Also, we should remember that they were 
also preparing for the Indians, and eventu¬ 
ally who comes out on top depends on the 
boxers in the ring.” 

Like the recently-concluded men's event, 
the women's world championships also 
won't offer an Olympic berth, with qualifiers 
for Tokyo to be held next year. 

“There are two points to it. Of course we 
are disappointed because one would want 
to book an Olympic berth quickly and train," 
said Bergamasco. "Since this is no qualifier, 
a boxer can go in and just study the other op¬ 
ponents and get used to them for the events 
next year. And the biggest point is, if you are 
a World Championship or any other big 
event medallist, then the judges look at your 
name and look at you differently." 

Mary Korn (51kg), Neeraj (57kg), Sarita 
Devi (60kg), Lovlina Borgohain (69kg) and 
Saweety Boora (75kg) will represent India in 
the five Olympic weights, while Manju Rani 
(48kg), Jamuna Boro (54kg), Manju 
Bomboriya (64kg), Nandini (81 kg) and Kavita 
Chahal (+81 kg) will compete in the non- 
Olympic categories.

Doha: India began its World Athletics 
Championships campaign on a disap¬ 
pointing note with long jumper M 
Sreeshankar failing to reach the final after 
finishing 22nd in the qualification round 
with a below par effort here on Friday. 
The 20-year-old Sreeshankar could only 
produce a best jump of 7.62m from his 
three attempts in the qualification B. His 
effort was well below his season's best of 
8.00m, which he had produced only last 
month in Patiala. 

MP Jabir gave Indian fans a reason to 
cheer as he advanced to the semifinals of 
the men’s 400 metre hurdles with a time 
of49.62 seconds. He finished third in his 
heat which was won by 2017 World 


Champion Karsten Warholm of Norway. 

The youngster, who has a personal 
best and national record of 8.20m, began 
with a 7.52m before clearing 7.62m. He 
then fouled his third and final jump to 
end his campaign in disappointment. 

The automatic mark for the finals was 
set at 8.15m but only one jumper could 
touch it. The 11 other best performers 
went through to the finals with the least 
distance making the cut was 7.89m. 

Sreeshankar's 7.62m effort here was 
his second worst this season. He had 
7.53m in the qualifying round of the 
National Inter-State Championships in 
Lucknow last month. This season, he has 
been consistent around 7.80m. PTI

JAMAICAN SPRINT legend Shelly-Ann Fraser- 
Pryce has already battled her way from ab¬ 
ject poverty to a level of relative riches that 
will allow her to give her son Zyon a more 
comfortable upbringing than she experi¬ 
enced. Yet the engaging 1.52 metres (5 foot) 
32-year-old 'pocket rocket' is not done yet. 

The enduring Fraser-Pryce won the first 
of her two Olympic 100 metre titles in 2008. 
She has four individual World Athletics 
Championships golds. In 2013, in Moscow, 
she became only the third woman to achieve 
a sprint double and could repeat the historic 
feat in Doha. Her main rivals for the 100m, 
which gets underway on Saturday, are likely 
to be compatriot Elaine Thompson and Briton 
Dina Asher-Smith. Yet Fraser-Pryce is fortu¬ 
nate even to even be running after missing 
the 2017 season with a difficult pregnancy. 

“Honestly, I think my son kind of put 
things in perspective, where I can say, 'I'm OK, 
I have my son, now I've achieved so much, but 
I still want more',” she told sports and pop cul¬ 
ture website The Undefeated last year. 

Fraser-Pryce may want more from the 
track but she has plenty going on off it. She 
owns a hair salon — not a great surprise given 
her penchant for dyeing her hair exotic 
colours. She also spends a lot of time talking 
to youngsters in her community about im¬ 
proving their lives. “If you understand Shelly, 
she's a behind-the-scenes person,” her local 
priest, Winston Jackson, told Jamaican news¬ 
paper The Gleaner in 2012. “If she's going to 
help somebody, she will do it in private. She 
doesn't like all the excitement.” 

Her work with children has a personal 
side after a childhood in a violent ghetto in 
Kingston — a cousin was shot dead close to 
the family home — but where she refused to 


accept her lot was to just survive. 

Much of this steeliness was infused into 
her psyche by her mother, Maxine who 
brought up Shelly-Ann her two brothers up 
on her own in the Waterhouse neighbour¬ 
hood, telling her daughter: 'you have a tal¬ 
ent go and use it.' 

“I love my community and I love the fact 
that this is where I'm from and even though 
sometimes it's challenging to see some of the 
young people that I grew up with not making 
it — not doing better for themselves — I want 
[them] to understand that I embody every¬ 
thing that we are,” Fraser-Pryce told The 
Undefeated. “For me, being a part of the com¬ 
munity still, knowing that I am who I am now, 
I think it gives them hope and I want to always 
have the young people in my community be¬ 


lieve that anything is possible." Fraser-Pryce 
was at least able to repay part of what she 
owed her mother with the money that track 
success brought. In the Fraser household be¬ 
cause there was often no money, even for food, 
if Maxine didn't have a successful day. 

“She was strict with us and worked hard 
as a street vendor to make sure we went to a 
good school,” Fraser-Pryce told the Daily 
Telegraph in 2009. 

“It was hard for her. Sometimes, we did¬ 
n't have enough to eat. I'd go to school with 
no lunch money and my school would have 
to provide it. My mom wouldn't let me go 
outside. Coming back from school, the gang 
men sometimes would say things but I 
would walk by, never answer and my mom 
would go tell them leave me alone.”

Kashyap seals 
Korea Open 
semi-finals spot

INDIAN SHUTTLER Parupalli Kashyap pro¬ 
gressed to the men's singles semi-finals of 
the Korea Open World Tour Super 500 with 
a straight-game win over former world no 2 
Denmark's Jan O Jorgensen here on Friday. 
In a clinical display, the 33-year-old from 
Hyderabad, who is the lone Indian left in fray, 
outsmarted Jorgensen 24-22 21 -8 in 37 min¬ 
utes to make it to his second semifinal of the 
season. He had reached the last four at the 
India Open Super 500 tournament. 

The 2014 Commonwealth Games gold- 
medallist will now face world no 1 and two- 
time world champion Kento Momota of 
Japan on Saturday. A former World No 6, 
Kashyap, who was promoted from the qual¬ 
ifying round, had last played Jorgensen five 
years ago at the Denmark Open. The Indian 
entered the match with a 2-4 record against 
Jorgensen, a 2015 World Championship 
bronze medallist. 

In the first game, the duo engaged in short 
rallies initially and spilt the first 8 points. A 
couple of backhand error and Kashyap was 
lagging 5-8. Another miscued shot at the net 
and a wide smash gave Jorgensen an 11 -8 ad¬ 
vantage at the break. 

After the interval, Kashyap garnered a few 
quick points to turn the tables on his rival, 
reaching 14-12. The Dane hit the net thrice 
and also went long, while Kashyap un¬ 
leashed two powerful cross court smashes. A 
precise slice helped Jorgensen break the run 
of points and then level par when kashyap 
committed an error. 

The duo fought hard, moving from 14-14 
to 18-18. A timely video referrel gave Kashyap 
another point but he sent one to the net as it 
was 19-19. Jorgensen then held the game 
point opportunity after a precise smash at 
the backline. 

However, a jump smash from the Indian 
made it 20-20. Kashyap then earned a game 
point only to give it away. However, the 
Indian grabbed a second game point oppor¬ 
tunity and converted it when his opponent 
hit the net. He thus sealed the first game 
which lasted 22minutes. 

The second game started on a similar 
note with the duo tied 3-3 initially. Kashyap 
then took control of the net and curbed his 
errors to reel off five straight points. 
Jorgensen tried to up the pace but unforced 
errors pegged him back as kashyap held a 11 - 
7 lead at the breather. 

It was mostly one way traffic after the 
break as Kashyap found the gaps easily even 
as his rival got buried in a heap of unforced 
errors. Kashyap grabbed the next nine of the 
10 points to move to the match point and 
then sealed it with a smash. 

High Performance Centre

REAL MADRID and Atletico Madrid have each 
averted a mini-crisis already this season and 
one of the rewards for the winner of the derby 
on Saturday would be to stall their rival's re¬ 
covery. In a press conference last week, 
Zinedine Zidane was asked six questions 
about his future as coach of Real Madrid, one 
of them whether he was irritated by Jose 
Mourinho's very public hankering for the job. 

"I know how it works," Zidane said. "It's 
not about whether it bothers me or doesn't 
bother me. If you lose, things have to change." 

A few hours later, Atletico were held to a 
0-0 draw at home to Celta Vigo, a blunt dis¬ 
play that raised familiar concerns about the 
threat of their attack and made it two draws 
and a defeat in a week. 

"Atleti fans are demanding so I am not sur- 
prised by the criticism at all," said Diego 
Simeone. "Coaches are always to blame when 
you lose." 

Yet at the Wanda Metropolitano this 
weekend, it will be La Liga's first against third, 
even if the ascendancy of Madrid's two pre¬ 
mier clubs perhaps says as much about the 
chaos of the opening few weeks in Spain as 
it does about the strength of their revivals. 

Real Madrid are top and while Zidane dis¬ 
counts the fact, their turnaround has been 
impressive. It began against Sevilla, who 
could have gone top themselves, and at the 
Ramon Sanchez Pizjuan, where Madrid had 
previously won just once in seven years. 

"The satisfaction is tremendous," said 
Zidane. "We have been questioned a lot." "The 
team has responded," said Sergio Ramos. It 
began on the back of losing 3-0 to Paris Saint- 
Germain too in the Champions League and, 
even further back, a turbulent summer that 
saw Zidane frustrated by key targets, like Paul 
Pogba, missed and wanted departures, like 
Gareth Bale, failing to materialise. 

Many though questioned his relationship 
with the club's president Florentino Perez and 
in that context off the pitch, there was a readi¬ 
ness for disappointment on it. 

When results dipped and performances 
failed to improve, the sense was it had been 
coming. Beating Sevilla and then promoted 
Osasuna on Wednesday has turned the tide, 
not least because there was a resilience and 
purpose so previously lacking.

In each game, Madrid managed not to 
concede a single shot on target. "What has 
changed is that we believe in what we do," 
Zidane said. 

"Now we are at our beginning." 

Atletico is an opportunity to maintain mo¬ 
mentum and it might be that a draw, at this 
early stage in the season, is acceptable to both, 
particularly ahead of the second round of 
Champions League group games next week. 
Certainly, Atleti needed their win away at 
Mallorca on Wednesday, even if Alvaro 
Morata's mindless sending off, eight minutes 
after coming on as a substitute, means the 
Spaniard will be suspended for the derby this 
weekend. Morata's absence makes it all the 
more likely Diego Costa will keep his place up 
front alongside Joao Felix, particularly after it 
was their goals that sealed the Mallorca win. 

Simeone said Atletico had been working 
individually to solve Costa's drought, which 
had seen him go without a goal since March. 
"Strikers live off goals," said Simeone. 

"His goal is good for him and good for the 
team." After starting the season with three 
consecutive victories, Atletico were being cir¬ 
cled as genuine contenders for the title but 
defeat to Real Sociedad and the stalemate 
against Celta had tempered expectations. 

One win has restored belief but this game 
will be taken as an early litmus test for the 
threat that these teams pose. 


How red is Code Red in rugby?

A contact sport where 
rough challenges seem 
like a norm, a send off is 
rather rare. But there are 
persistent calls to get 
stricter on cynical tackles 

IF SOMEONE walked into a heaving stadium 
hosting a rugby World Cup match and 
watched the game for the first time, they 
would keep glancing at the referee's pocket 
more than once expecting a red card to be 
pulled out oftener. The sport prepares its play¬ 
ers for the cmnchiest of tackles and plenty of 
seemingly rough challenges are legitimate. 
However increasingly there are persistent calls 
to get stricter on the dangerous plays that a rug¬ 
ger might cynically launch on an opponent. 

First Red 

The US-England match saw the issuing of 
the Rugby World Cup's first red card when 
American flanker John Quilt shoulder charged 
an oncoming Owen Farrell on his face and side 
of the head in the 70th minute as England beat 
USA45-7 at Kobe. It is interesting to note that 
referee Nic Berry, who had his playing career 
ended by concussion problems, sent the 
flanker off after consultation with the TV 
Match Official and gave the decisive card. 

What sizzled at Kobe 

England were leading 38-0 when Mark 
Wilson dropped the ball from the kick-off, and 
the USA threatened for the first time in the 
game which they eventually lost by 7 try-mar- 
gin. England then grabbed the ball, Farrell fum¬ 
bled, but finally had the sweaty soaked slip¬ 
pery ball in hand, hit his stride straightening 
up and was clobbered by John Quill. It was per¬ 
haps America's frustration at all their efforts 
coming to nought and how their forward line 
was crumbling like a leftover cookie by 
England monstering in every scrum and rolling 
maul or how they had been denied just mo¬ 
ments before Quill caused harm. But the cyn¬ 
ical takedown left Farrell with a bloodied nose, 
Quill with a red card and both teams getting 
into a melee turning into a brawl.

character and conduct at the hearing. Quill will 
thus miss the USA’s three other Pool C games 
against France, Argentina and Tonga.

If proof was still needed 

Rugby wrestles with the idea of greater 


caution in high tackles resisted by those who 
stupidly laugh it's going soft. Beyond the guf¬ 
fawing bravado, is the reality of concussions 
and head injuries. 

"This tournament is unlikely to throw up a 
more graphic justification for rugby's policy 
shift against 'tackles' above the shoulder, when 
contact with the head is made, and/or the arms 
are not used on the ball carrier.

The head-splitting debate 

It has been a Rugby World Cup 2019 of de¬ 
bate around seemingly lenient initial punish¬ 
ments for a number of high tackle incidents, 
according to The Independent. "Indeed, Quill’s 
tackle was not the only such moment of the 
England-USA clash, with England centre Piers 
Francis cited for his tackle of Will Hooley in¬ 
side of 15 second. Francis will appear before a 
judicial committee at some point in the next 
few days, and given he also made contact with 
the head of the player, a mid-range entry point 
seems likely. Francis would therefore also ap¬ 
pear to be in line for a three-game ban. Rey Lee- 
Lo of Samoa and Reece Hodge of Australia re¬ 
ceived identical bans earlier in the tournament. 
Also banned for three games today was 
Samoan hooker Motu Matu’u. Matu’u and 
team mate Lee-Lo were cited after receiving 
yellow cards against Russia, with the citing 
panel deeming the offences to be worthy of a 
red card," Independent noted. 


History of Reds 

Quill's was the 18th red card in history, with 
a total of 17 red cards issued during Cups since 
the first in 1987. The2003 event saw zero reds. 
Six flankers have been guilty and nine coun¬ 
tries have seen at least one of their players dis¬ 
missed, with Tonga and Canada both having 
lost three members of their team. Two team 
captains have been dismissed by the referee. 

There has only been 1 red card to date for 
2 yellow card offenses. Welsh lock Huw 
Richards punched New Zealand lock Gary 
Whetton, Australian flanker David Codey 
twice trampled on a Welsh player in a ruck, 
two locks, Argentine Pedro Sporleder and 
Samoan Matt Keenan fought and both were 
packed off in 1991. SA and Canada brawled 
in 1995 losing 4 to reds. Tongan flanker 
Feleti Mahoni was caught stamping on the 
head of Frenchman Philippe Benetton dur¬ 
ing a ruck, Fijian Marika Vunibaka scored a 
try and later head-butted a Canadian, Ngalu 
Taufo'ou ran ten metres to punch England 
flanker Richard Hill and on the same day 
Brendan Venter was sent off for stamping 
on Uruguayan Martin Panizza. 

Wales captain Sam Warburton was sent 
off in the semi-final against France because he 
did not safely return a player to the floor after 
a tackle. The decision was controversial with 
several commentators believing that it should 
only be a yellow card because Warburton did 
not drive the player into the ground. However, 
the red card was upheld.
